The  One  Hundred  and  Twelfth  Annual  Con- 
vention of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  irf  the 
Diocese  of  Pennsylvania  assembled  by  appointment 
at  10  A.  M.  this  day. 

The  Order  for  the  Administration  of  the  Lord's 
Supper  was  begun  by  the  Rev.  Benjamin  Watson, 
D.D. 

The  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Joseph  N. 
Blanchard,  from  the  Gospel  of  St.  Mark  i.  17. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  administered  by  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Watson,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Leverett  Brad- 
ley, the  Rev.  S.  C.  Hill,  and  the  Rev.  E.  A.  Gertiant. 

In  the  absence  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  by  rea- 
son of  his  illness,  the  Convention  was  called  to  order  by 
the  Secretary,  the  Rev.  Winfield  S.  Baer,  according  to 
the  provisions  of  Standing  Order  I,  2. 

(23) 
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The  Secretary  proceeded  to  call  the  names  of  the 
Clergy  entitled  to  seats,  from  a  list  prepared  by  the 
Bishop,  when  one  hundred  and  fifty  answered  to  their 
names. 

The  Secretary  called  the  names  of  the  Lay  Depu- 
ties from  the  certificates  presented  in  the  form 
prescribed  in  the  Canon,  when  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five,  representing  eighty  Parishes,  answered 
and  took  their  seats. 

The  Convention  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of 
a  President  pro  tempore^  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
vision of  Article  V  of  the  Constitution. 

Nominations  being  in  order,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Paddock 
nominated  the  Rev.  Benjamin  Watson,  D.  D. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Dennison  nominated  the  Rev.  J. 
Andrews  Harris,  D.  D. 

The  Rev.  Benjamin  Watson,  D.  D.,  withdrew  his 
name,  and  nominated  the  Rev.  J.  DeWolf  Perry,  D.  D. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Harris  withdrew  his  name. 
On  motion,  it  was 

Resolved^  That  nominations  for  President  be  closed. 

There  being  no  other  nominee,  the  Secretary  was, 
on  motion,  directed  to  cast  the  ballot  of  the  Conven- 
tion for  the  Rev.  J.  DeWolf  Perry,  D.  D.,  which  was 
done,  and  he  was  declared  duly  elected. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Perry  took  the  chair. 
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The  Convention  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of 
a  Secretary. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Duhring  nominated  the  Rev.  Win- 
field  S.  Baer,  Rector  of  St.  Martin's  Church,  Radnor; 
and  there  being  no  other  nominations,  he  was  elected

Resolved^  That  the  following  be  added  to  the  note  at  the  end  of 
Standing  Order  of  the  Convention  No.  Ill,  Section  4,  on  page  64,  of  the 
Constitution  and  Canons : 

In  all  elections  where  Tellers  are  appointed,  the  Secretary  shall 
furnish  t'np  tables,  at  one  of  which  the  Clerical,  and  at  the  other  the  Lay 
vote  shall  be  received.  The  roll  shall  not  be  called,  but  the  person  offer- 
ing a  vote  to  the  Tellers  shall  announce  his  name,  if  a  Clergyman,  or  that 
of  the  Parish  represented  by  him,  if  a  Layman  ;  the  polls  to  be  kept  open 
half  an  hour. 

Resolved,  That  the  above  resolution  be  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Canons  to  ascertain  whether  the  proposed  alteration  in  the  present 
mode  of  conducting  elections  does  or  does  not  conflict  with  any  provision 
of  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese. 

Your  Committee  would  also  propose  an  amendment  to  the 
Constitution,  Article  VI,  page  16,  to  insert  in  the  bottom  line, 
after  the  word  ''session  *'  the  words,  **  When  a  ballot  is  neces- 
sary the  polls  to  be  kept  open  one-half  hour  under  such  regulations 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Convention  from  time  to  time.''

The  Rev.  Mr.  Leroy  presented  the  Charter  of  the 
Church  of  Saint  Martin-in-the-Fields,  Wissahickon, 
which  has  been  approved  by  the  Bishop  and  Standing 
Committee ;  and  the  Charter  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Charters. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Hodge  read  the  Report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Diocesan  House,  as  follows : 

The  Committee  on  Diocesan  House  is  happy  to  report  that 
its  labors  which  have  extended  over  a  period  of  six  years  are 
now  practically  finished,  the  House  which  it  was  charged  to 
erect  having  been  completed,  and  for  over  five  months  occu- 
pied by  the  various  officers  and  agencies  of  the  Diocese  for 
whom  it  was  intended. 

The  Committee  was  fortunate  enough  after  the  adjourn- 
ment of  the  last  Convention  to  secure  sufficient  funds  to  pro- 
ceed with  the  work  without  intermission.  By  the  end  of 
November  it  was  ready  for  occupancy,  and  on  the  twenty-fifth 
of  that  month  it  was  formerly  opened  with  religious  ceremonies 
and  taken  possession  of  by  the  Bishop.  At  the  same  time  in 
accordance  with  the  resolution  adopted  at  the  last  Convention, 
the  care  of  the  building  was  duly  transferred  to  the  Board  of 
Custodians  which  had  been  appointed  for  the  purpose. 
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The  building,  we  believe,  has  been  found  well  adapted  for 
the  objects  for  which  it  was  erected,  and  has  already  proved  its 
great  utility  to  the  Diocese. 

Attached  to  this  report  is  a  full  statement  of  all  the  receipts 
and  disbursements  made  by  the  Committee,  including  a  list  of 
all  subscriptions,  and  the  total  cost  of  the  building. 

The  Committee  regret  to  say  that  there  is  due  for  contracts 
some  $3000,  over  and  above  the  amount  of  the  mortgage  on 
the  property,  needed  to  free  it  from  all  indebtedness. 

The  Committee  has  made  strenuous  efforts  to  secure  this 
amount,  but  not  having  been  able  to  do  so,  and  there  being  no 
prospect,  apparently,  of  its  being  met  by  subscriptions,  the 
Committee  recommend  that  the  Convention  authorize  the 
proper  authorities  of  the  Diocese  to  increase  the  mortgage  on 
the  property  to  an  extent  suflScient  to  cover  this  amount, 
and  that  the  Committee  be  discharged  from  all  further  consid- 
eration of  the  subject. 

The  Committee  suggests,  therefore,  the  passage  of  the 
following  resolutions : 

Resolved^  That  the  President  of  the  Convention  be  requested  to 
appoint  two  Auditors  to  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Committee. 

Resolved ,  That  so  soon  as  the  Auditors  shall  report  that  the  accounts 
have  been  audited  and  found  correct,  the  Committee  on  Diocesan  House 
be  discharged.

On  July  2  the  Committee  gave  consent  to  the  consecration 
of  the  Rev.  Frank  Rosebrook  Millspaugh,  D.  D.,  elected  to  be 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Kansas. 

On  the  same  day  the  Committee  gave  consent  to  the  sale 
by  the  Rector,  Church  Wardens  and  Vestry  of  the  Church  of 
the  Atonement,  of  the  Church  property  at  Seventeenth  and 
Summer  streets,  provided  that  arrangements  be  made  satisfying 
the  Bishop  that  services  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
would  be  continued  on  that  site. 

On  July  9  the  Committee  advised  the  Bishop  to  consent  to 
the  organization  of  a  proposed  Parish  at  Rockledge,  Mont- 
gomery County,  and  to  the  transfer  of  the  land  and  building 
thereon,  now  occupied  by  a  Mission  of  Trinity  Church, 
Oxford,  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

On  October  i  the  Committee  authorized  the  Secretary  of 
the  Convention  to  employ  an  amanuensis  to  transcribe  the 
minutes  of  the  Convention  for  the  past  nine  years  at  a  cost  not 
exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  year. 

On  November  5  the  Committee  gave  consent  to  the  sale  by 
the  Rector,  Church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  of  the  Church  of 
the  Holy  Comforter,  West  Philadelphia,  of  the  lot  of  ground  at 
Forty-eighth  street  and  Haverford  avenue,  with  the  Church 
buildings  thereon  to  the  Rector,  Church  Wardens  and  VeAry- 
men  of  St.  Stephen's  Church.

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On  December  3  the  Committee  gave  consent  to  the  conse- 
cration of  the  Rev.  Gershom  Mott  Williams,  M.  A.,  elected  to 
be  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Marquette. 

On  the  same  day  the  Committee,  at  the  request  of  the 
Bishop,  gave  another  hearing  to  the  Rector  and  Vestry  of  the 
Church  of  the  Epiphany  on  their  application  for  consent  to  the 
change  of  site  of  the  Church  to  the  Tabernacle  Baptist  Church 
on  Chestnut  street,  above  Eighteenth  street.  The  Committee 
declined  to  reverse  their  former  action. 

On  January  7  there  was  received  a  protest  against  the 
consecration  of  the  Rev.  Gershom  Mott  Williams,  M.  A., 
Bishop-elect  of  the  Diocese  of  Marquette,  but  the  Committee 
declined  to  reconsider  their  consent. 

On  the  same  day  the  Committee  gave  consent  to  the  con- 
secration of  the  Rev.  Joseph  H.  Johnson,  D.  D.,  elected  to  be 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Los  Angeles. 

On  the  same  day  the  Committee  gave  consent  to  the 
consecration  of  the  Rev.  Lewis  William  Burton,  M.  A.,  elected 
to  be  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Lexington. 

On  the  same  day  the  Committee  gave  consent  to  the  sale 
of  the  Rectory  property  of  St.  Luke's  Church,  Germantown. 

On  February  4  the  Committee  gave  consent  to  the  conse- 
cration of  the  Rev.  Henry  Yates  Satterlee,  D.  D.,  elected  to  be 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Washington. 

On  the  same  day  the  Committee  consented  to  the  election 
of  the  Rev.  Alexander  C.  Garrett,  D.  D.,  LL.

The  Stewards  are  happy  to  state  that  all  but  two  Parishes 
■e  responded  to  the  request  for  contributions  to  this  most 
erving  cause ;  and  these  two  Parishes  that  failed  to  contribute 
by  no  means  weak  or  unable,  but  unwilling.  It  is  diflBcult 
understand  how  a  Fund  which  has  so  worthy  a  purpose 
ore  it,  should  fail  to  secure  a  ready  response  from  all.  To 
sure  the  recipients  of  its  bounty  are  most  unobtrusive,  and 

benefits  conferred  are  in  all  cases  greatly  appreciated. 

The  Stewards,  in  the  administration  of  this  Fund,  claim 

confidence  of  the  members  of  the  Convention,  in  that  the 
•hop  of  the  Diocese  is  not  only  ex  officio  the  head,  but  in 
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every  instance  the  final  adviser  of  the  appropriations.  He 
surely  knows  best  the  needs  and  worthiness  of  the  Clergy  of 
his  Diocese,  and  this  assurance  should  certainly  beget  a  corre- 
sponding confidence  in  them  that  have  so  promptly  and  cheer- 
fully given  the  amount  asked  of  them. 

The  Stewards  have  not  only  received  the  usual  applications 
for  the  continuance  of  the  appropriations  heretofore  made,  but 
have  been  advised  of  new  ones  to  be  made  for  the  ensuing  year. 
These  latter  cannot  be  considered  unless  the  amount  now  appro- 
priated by  the  Convention  be  increased,  or  those  already  on  the 
list  be  reduced.

The  Report  of  the  Commission  on  Church  Work 
among  the  Deaf  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hill,  as 
follows : 

Sixteenth  Annual  Report  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Diocesan  Commission  on  Church  Work  Among 
THE  Deaf. 

In  this  Sixteenth  Annual  Report  the  Commission  desires 
to  call  your  attention  to  the  success  of  the  work  and  its  wide- 
spread character.  It  is  like  a  General  Missionary,  with  a 
Parish  in  addition— the  whole  State  of  Pennsylvania,  Delaware, 
part  of  New  Jersey,  and  the  two  cities  of  Baltimore  and  Wash- 
ington, all  in  connection  with  All  Souls'  Parish  in  this  city. 
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Philadelphia  is  the  great  centre  of  work,  inasmuch  as  a 
very  large  number  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  have  made  this  their 
home,  and  because  the  great  institution  for  the  teaching  of  their 
children  is  located  at  Mt.  Airy. 

The  work  is  peculiar,  and  that  is  the  reason,  no  doubt,  of 
its  being  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  special  Commission,  but  we 
desire  you  would  always  bear  in  mind  that  it  is  a  Mission  of 
this  Diocese  to  a  part  of  God's  afflicted  children,  who  are  less 
able  to  care  for  themselves,  physically  and  morally,  than  many 
to  whom  you  are  anxious  to  send  the  Gospel.  It  is  difficult 
for  the  Board  to  raise  funds  sufficient  to  pay  the  salaries  of  the 
Missionary  and  his  Assistant;  in  fact,  we  have  just  been  able 
to  balance  the  account  through  a  special  eflFort  this  year,  and  it 
is  less  than  $28.00  that  we  need. 

The  Board  would  like  to  see  not  only  the  Church  of  All 
Souls'  well  cared  for,  but  a  Parish  House  built,  where  there 
could  be  a  Reading  Room  and  place  of  assembling,  which  the 
Deaf  and  Dumb  need  more  than  the  speaking  and  hearing 
people.  Could  not  some  Church,  or  some  individual,  undertake 
this  as  a  thank-offering,  or  will  not  some  one  be  moved  to  remem- 
ber this  in  his  or  her  will  ?  There  is  no  better  Mission  work 
done,  and  needed  to  be  done,  than  this  in  connection  with  All 
Souls'  Chapel  for  the  Deaf.

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On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Duhring,  the  resolu- 
tion recommended  by  the  Commission  was  adopted. 

The  Registrar  of  the  Diocese,  the  Rev.  S.  F. 
Hotchkin,  read  his  report,  as  follows : 

Report  op  the  Registrar. 

The  Diocese  may  thank  God  for  the  Church  House  as 
giving  it  a  safe  place  to  preserve  the  history  of  the  Church  of 
Christ. 

The  fireproof  vault  is  at  the  service  of  any  Parish  wishing 
to  deposit  ancient  records  or  relics  within  it.  One  Parish 
thinks  of  placing  such  matter  there. 

The  Registrar  gratefully  acknowledges  the  following  dona- 
tions since  he  assumed  his  office :  a  box  of  books  and  Diocesan 
Journals  from  the  McCallagh  family,  of  Germantown,  and 
similar  gifts  from  the  widow  of  Rev.  Edmund  Roberts,  and  the 
widow  of  Rev.  Dr.  E.  H.  Supplee ;  also  books  from  Matthias 
W.  Baldwin's  family  ;  *' Christ,  the  Patron  of  All  Learning,'* 
from  the  author.  Rev.  Dr.  Charles  Frederick  Hoffinan  ;  *'The 
Genesis  of  the  American  Prayer  Book,'*  by  Bishops  Coxe,  Sey- 
mour, Perry  and  W.  C.  Doane,  and  Drs.  Samuel  Hart  and  C. 
Ellis  Stevens,  presented  by  Dr.  Stevens  ;  the  **  History  of  All 
Saints*  Church,  Lower  Dublin,  Pa./*  from  Dr.  Chas.  R.  King, 
the  author ;  and  of  **  Emmanuel  Church,  Holmesburg,**  by  the 
author,  Wm.  B.  Wilson.  Would  that  more  local  historians 
would  thus  faithfully  write  chronicles  of  their  Parishes  !  The 
lives  of  railway  and  business  leaders  are  properly  noted,  and 
war  claims  its  heroes ;  those  who  fight  the  Holy  Wars  in 
modern  crusades  against  sin  under  Christ's  banner  should  be 
commemorated.  Several  volumes  of  the  Church  Standard  have 
been  presented  to  the  Registrar's  Library. 

Mr.  Thomas  P.  Chambers,  of  Newtown,  Pa.,  has  given 
fifteen  bound  volumes  of  the  Banner  of  the  Cross,  and  one  of  the 
Church  Register.  Such  gifts  are  specially  valuable.  Collections 
made  by  Bishop  Morris  and  Dr.  John  A.  Harris  are  preserv^ed. 

General  Pennock  Huey,  of  Bustleton,  presented  several 
volumes  of '^Census  Reports,'*  including  that  of  the  Churches. 
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Rev.  C.  M.  Armstrong,  Rector  of  St.  Andrew's,  West 
Philadelphia,  gave  a  copy  of  **  Bishop  Home  on  the  Psalms,*' 
in  two  volumes,  Oxford  edition,  presented  to  Parson  Duch6,  of 
St.  Peter's  Church,  Philadelphia,  by  Lady  Juliana  Penn,  in 
A.  D.  1779.  This  had  been  given  by  Dr.  Duchy's  daughter, 
Mrs.  Hill,  to  Mr.  Gibson,  and  is  a  State  relic.  The  beautiful 
Standard  Prayer  Book  has  also  been  received. 

The  Registrar  has  carefully  assorted  the  mass  of  Diocesan 
and  General  Convention  Journals,  which  have  been  in  con- 
fusion for  years  in  temporary  abodes,  having  survived  two 
removals.  He  thanks  the  faithful  Diocesan  worker,  Mr.  Ar- 
thur J.  H.  Nichols,  for  arranging  the  removal  from  the  Epis- 
copal Academy  to  1102  Walnut  street,  and  Rev.  Professor 
Lucien  M.  Robinson,  of  the  Philadelphia  Divinity  School,  and 
Rev.  Gideon  J.  Burton,  and  Mr.  Robert  J.  Adams,  the  polite 
janitor  of  the  Church  House,  for  efficient  aid  in  removing  from 
1 102  Walnut  street,  and  the  one  last  named  with  his  assistant, 
Richard  Ormiston,  for  further  help. 

Rev.  G.  J.  Burton  has  also  prepared  a  Scrap  Book  of  cur- 
rent Church  History  which  will  be  valuable  in  coming  time. 

Many  Diocesan  Journals  are  to  be  sent  to  Sydney  W. 
Flamank,  Esq.,  the  Secretary  of  the  Church  House  in  Dean's 
Yard,  Westminster,  London,  of  which  your  Registrar  is  Dio- 
cesan Secretary,  to  add  to  the  valuable  collection  of  Colonial 
and  United  States  documents  there,  and  give  the  old  Diocese 
of  Pennsylvania  representation  among  her  sister  Churches  in 
the  home  land,  which  cannot  be  foreign  to  us. 

Rev.  Dr.  J.  Livingston  Reese,  Registrar  of  the  General 
Convention,  is  to  receive  some  Pennsylvania  Journals  which  he 
has  requested ;  and  the  new  Diocese  of  Los  Angeles,  Cali- 
fornia, of  which  Rev.  Henderson  Judd  is  Registrar,  will  obtain 
Journals  of  this  Diocese  to  aid  in  starting  its  collection. 

At  home  or  abroad,  such  collections  of  the  histories  of  the 
dead  in  Christ,  and  of  Clergy  who  were  often  martyrs  indeed, 
should  be  sacredly  kept  as  the  lock  of  a  dead  mother's  hair,  or 
a  father's  portrait.  Americans  rejoice  in  foreign  antiquities, 
and  pull  down  their  own  old  Churches. 

The  thin  Journals  of  the  early  day  in  this  Diocese  cover 
a  few  pages.     Those  of  A.  D.  1799,  1800  and  1801  are  printed 
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together  in  one  very  small  pamphlet,  under  the  secretaryship 
of  Rev.  Drs.  Robert  Blackwell  and  James  Abercrombie ;  now 
a  large  volume  is  needed.  A  Journal  of  the  Eastern  Diocese 
shows  the  day  of  small  things  in  New  England.  ''  What  hath 
God  wrought?''  I  shall  be  glad  to  show  the  historical  collec- 
tion to  Clergy  or  Laity  wishing  to  see  it. 

An  apocryphal  story  tells  of  a  parent  displeased  because 
his  daughter  failed  in  an  examination  for  a  teacher's  place, 
because  she  was  asked  questions  about  what  happened  before 
she  was  born  ;  but  I  fear  that  many  Clergy  and  Laity  in  Penn- 
sylvania need  to  be  informed  about  local  Church  histor^*^  since 
they  were  bom. 

The  Registrar's  Library  will  help  us  to  obey  the  Scriptures 
and  to  consider  those  who  bore  rule  in  older  times,  the  vener- 
able Bishop  White,  and  the  wise  and  statesmanlike  Potter,  and 
the  devoted  Bowman,  and  the  godly  and  faithful  Stevens. 
Here  may  we  recall  the  days  when  good  Dr.  Evans  of  Christ 
Church  oversaw  country  missions ;  and  the  Swedes  prepared 
for  our  modern  work,  and  Dr.  Pilmore  thundered  at  St.  Paul's, 
where  Benjamin  Allen  followed  up  the  good  work,  and  the 
wonderful  Dr.  Tyng  gathered  his  flock  to  a  five  o'clock  morn- 
ing prayer-meeting  on  a  week-day ;  and  afterward  built  Epi- 
phany Church  out  in  the  suburbs ;  and  Dr.  Suddards  drew 
crowds  to  the  infant  Grace  Church  ;  while  the  courtly  Bishop 
De  Lancey    was   Secretary    of   the  Convention,   and  whose 
minutes  are  now  in  the  safe  at  the  Church  House.     In  Dr. 
Bedell's  day  St.  Andrew's  was  thronged  to  hear  that  man  of 
God  discourse  lovingly  of  Christ,  and  his  influence  lives  to  day. 
Rev.  John  A.  Clark,  and  the  venerable  Bishop  Clark,  were  fit 
successors. 

In  modem  days.  Dr.  Goodwin,  great  in  logic,  and  Dr. 
Morton  with  his  wide  heart,  and  the  poetic  genius  of  the  gifted 
and  earnest  Bishop  Phillips  Brooks  must  be  remembered. 

A  number  of  manuscript  histories  of  Parishes,  written 
before  the  original  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  embracing  the 
whole  State,  was  divided,  are  in  the  fireproof  vault. 

Philadelphia  was  highly  honored  in  being  the  scene  of  the 
early  labors  of  Bishop  Kemper,  and  Dr.  Muhlenberg ;  and  the 
Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  records  in  the  Registrar"  s 
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Library,  and  the  invaluable  Diocesan  Library  adjoining  it,  give 
noble  examples  of  Christlike  work — may  similar  lives  keep  up 
the  sacred  list. 

With  the  advice  of  the  Bishop,  I  style  the  historical  room 
the  Registrar's  Library,  to  distinguish  it  from  the  Diocesan 
Library,  and  any  gifts  sent  to  it  should  be  marked  accordingly, 
and  contain  the  name  of  the  Registrar  to  avoid  confusion.  All 
such  gifts  are  pleaded  for  by  the  custodian. 

A  few  dollars  from  some  good  historic  soul  to  procure 
pasteboard  covers  for  numerous  pamphlets  would  be  an  accept- 
able gift,  and  make  the  shelves  more  attractive  and  presentable. 
Any  one  who  had  waded  through  pamphlets  as  I  have  done  for 
several  weeks  would  understand  this  final  petition.

The  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  beg  to  report  that  they  have  taken 
title  from  Trinity  Church,  Oxford,  Phila.,  to  property  on  Hun- 
tingdon turnpike  and  Jarrett  avenue,  Rockledge ;  to  property 
in  Concordville  from  Alexander  Scott  and  wife ;  to  two  lots 
of  ground  in  Bensalem  Township  in  the  County  of  Bucks.

The  Report  of  the  Custodians  of  the  Church 
House  was  read  by  Mr.  Francis  A.  Lewis,  as  follows : 

Report  of  the  Custodians  of  the  Church  House. 

The  Custodians  of  the  Church  House  of  the  Diocese  of 
Pennsylvania  beg  leave  to  report  : 

That  they  received  formal  possession  of  the  House  at 
the  opening  on  Monday,  November  25,  1S95,  on  which  date

the  furniture  was  in  place  and  the  building  in  condition  for  the 
uses  to  which  it  was  to  be  put. 

The  opening  was  a  notable  event,  and  at  all  the  services, 
commencing  at  7.30  a.  m.,  large  audiences  were  present  and 
much  interest  was  manifested  in  the  inspection  of  the  building. 
The  total  cost  of  furnishing  the  House  has  been  $6221.86. 
This  comprises  not  only  furniture  and  carpets,  but  also  every 
description  of  gas  and  electric  fixtures,  mantels,  fire-places, 
range,  pump  for  supplying  tank  at  top  of  building  with  water, 
etc.,  etc.;  in  fact,  almost  everything  except  the  actual  building. 
The  cost  of  furnishing  the  Bishop's  room  was  defrayed  by 
three  lay  members  of  the  Diocese.  There  has  been  donated  to 
the  Custodians  for  the  furnishing  fund  $3029.29,  and  there  are 
unpaid  bills  amounting  to  $3192.57,  with  urgent  requests  for 
settlement  on  the  part  of  our  creditors. 

Your  Custodians  have  apportioned  all  of  the  rooms  in  the 
building  except  two  on  the  third,  and  three  on  the  fourth  floors. 
The  seventeen  rooms  so  apportioned  are  all  in  more  or  less 
constant  use  by  the  officers  of  the  Diocese  and  Diocesan  organi- 
zations. As  an  indication  of  the  utility  of  the  House,  the 
register  of  all  meetings  held  in  it  between  March  16  and  April  30 
shows  a  total  of  eighty-seven  (87),  an  average  of  over  two 
meetings  per  day,  with  three  days  with  as  many  as  five  meet- 
ings in  each;  all  Diocesan  work,  and  exclusive  of  Church  Club 
meetings. 

The  two  stores  on  Twelfth  street  have  been  leased  for  two 
and  three  years  respectively,  at  a  total  annual  rental  of  $3500, 
and  the  Diocesan  organizations  will  contribute  about  $1500 
annually  toward  the  maintenance.  These  organizations  com- 
prise the  following : 

Hospital  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 
Protestant  Episcopal  City  Mission. 
Divinity  School  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 
Seamen's  Mission. 
Bishop  White  Prayer  Book  Society. 
Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew. 
Girls*  Friendly  Society. 

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  the  receipts  from  all 
sources  will  aggregate  about  $5000  per  annum. 
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The  cost  of  maintenance  includes  interest  on  mortgage, 
taxes,  water  rent,  heating,  lighting,  elevator  service,  insurance, 
salaries  of  janitor  and  elevator  boy,  and  will  amount  to  about 
$7000,  showing  a  yearly  deficit  of  about  $2000.  Your  Custo- 
dians expect  that  this  amount  will  not  be  exceeded,  and  antici- 
pate a  reduction,  provided  we  do  not  suffer  from  loss  of  tenants 
of  the  Twelfth  street  stores.

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Since  the  last  meeting  of  this  Convention  six  of  our  Clergy 
have  died. 

The  Rev.  Richard  Samuel  Adams  died  December  29,  1895, 
in  the  eighty-sixth  year  of  his  age,  and  in  the  fifty-sixth  year 
of  his  Ministry.  The  son  of  a  rich  planter  of  British  Guiana, 
he  was  educated  in  Trinity  College,  Hartford,  to  which  his 
father  had  been  one  of  the  first  contributors.  He  was  ordained 
Deacon  by  Bishop  Smith,  of  Kentucky,  and  to  the  Priesthood 
by  Bishop  Kemper.  The  greater  part  of  his  Ministry  was  in 
pioneer  Missionary  work  in  Indiana,  Michigan  and  Kansas. 
He  was  an  earnest  Missionary,  and  so  long  as  his  patrimony 
lasted,  used  it  for  building  Churches  and  the  support  of  Missions. 

He  came  into  this  Diocese  in  1887,  and  was  for  some  time 
assistant  at  St.  Matthias*,  but  within  two  years  advancing  age 
unfitted  him  for  active  service,  and  though  he  officiated  occa- 
sionally he  gradually  failed  in  strength  until  without  disease 
or  pain  he  died  of  the  infirmities  of  old  age. 

The  Rev.  William  R.  Stockton  died  February  11,  in  his 
seventy-seventh  year.  He  was  a  native  of  Philadelphia  and 
received  his  theological  training  in  the  Philadelphia  Divinity 
School.  He  was  made  a  Deacon  by  Bishop  Bowman  in  1858, 
and  advanced  to  the  Priesthood  by  Bishop  Alonzo  Potter  in 
1859.  Before  his  ordination  to  the  Diaconate  he  was  elected 
Rector  of  St.  Peter* s  Church,  Phoenixville,  and  began  officiat- 
ing there  as  Lay  Reader,  taking  full  charge  after  his  Ordination. 
His  history  presents  the  admirable  record  of  a  Rector's  lifelong 
connection  with  a  single  Parish.  During  thirty-six  years  he 
was  Rector  of  St.  Peter's,  the  active  charge  of  which  he 
resigned  on  account  of  the  infirmities  of  age  two  years  before 
his  death,  but  continued  to  be  connected  with  the  Parish  as 
Rector  Emeritus.  In  the  course  of  these  years  besides  caring 
for  St.  Peter's  he  had  charge  for  var>'ing  periods  of  St.  James*, 
Evansburg  ;  St..Mary's  Warwick  ;  St.  Andrew's,  West  Vincent, 
and  St.  Peter's,  Great  Valley.  In  1862  he  was  appointed  by 
Governor  Curtin,  Chaplain  of  the  Sixty-First  Regiment  of 
Pennsylvania  Volunteers,  and  at  the  battle  of  Fair  Oaks  was 
captured  while  caring  for  the  wounded  of  his  regiment,  and 
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was  confined  for  some  time  in  Libby  prison,  and  in  Salisbury, 
North  Carolina. 

Returning  to  his  Parish  he  devoted  himself  with  renewed 
energy  to  its  interests.  During  his  long  Ministry  he  received 
the  unbroken  confidence  and  affection  of  his  parishioners,  and 
commanded  respect  wherever  he  was  known.  Naturally  ener- 
getic he  found  it  hard  to  withdraw  from  active  duty.  He 
loved  to  preach  and  to  be  doing  good  to  others.  He  brought 
np  a  large  and  useful  family,  and  through  them  and  the  work 
which  he  did  in  St.  Peter's  his  influence  will  continue  to  be 
felt,  and  his  memory  honored. 

The  Rev.  W.  W.  Spear,    D.  D.,  a  prominent  Presbyter 
of  this  Diocese  fifty  years  ago,  died  in  June,  at  his  residence  in 
Epbrata,  in  the  eighty-third  year  of  his  age.     He  was  a  grad 
nate  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  and  was  ordained 
in  1834  by  Bishop  Ives,  of  North  Carolina.     He  came  to  Phila- 
dlelphia  in  1835,  and  was  for  the  next  forty  years  closely  identi- 
fied with  the  history  of  the  Church  in  Pennsylvania.     He  was 
Hector  of  St.  Luke's  and  of  the  Mediator,  and  of  St.  James', 
Bristol,  and  for  some  time  was  Chaplain  of  the  Episcopal  Hos- 
pital,  and  editor  of  the  Episcopal  Recorder,      He  was  of  an 
active  temperament,  full  of  Missionary  zeal,  and  energetic  in 
"the  organization  of  new  enterprises.     He  was  very  desirous  of 
establishing  a  Home  for  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy,  and  wrote 
much  upon  the  subject,  but  his  project  was  only  partially  real- 
ized.    For  ten  years  befor^  his  death  his  failing  sight  obliged 
liim  to  withdraw  from  all  active  service,  and  he  became  at 
length  entirely  blind.     He  was  a  voluminous  and  interesting 
talker,  and  his  mind  was  full  of  reminiscences  of  his  earlier 
Mitiistry,  and  especially  of  the  period  of  Bishop  Potter's  admin- 
istration  of  the  Diocese.     The  year  before  he  died  he  was  for 
some  time  in  the  George  L.  Harrison  Memorial  House.     One

K  >n  a  lovely  day  in  July  there  gathered  in  North  Laurd 
Hill  iVuietciy  a  cx>nipany  of  prominent  Churchmen  and  women 
<iu\l  v.Mei>*v  of  the  Uiivese  who  had  known  Dr.  Spear  in  the 
vi);oi  ot  his  nianluHxl,  and  there  reverently  laid  his  mortal 
iKMuaius  to  tx\«(t.  feclin>;:  sure  that  he  had  passed  awaj*  as  we  all 
h\^\v  to  vlo  "  in  the  Communion  of  the  Catholic  Church,  in  the 
\vu(idence  of  a  iXTtain  faith:  in  the  comfort  of  a  reasonable  rdi- 
jiious  and  holy  hojx^  in  tavor  with  our  God,  and  in  charity 
with  tho  wofM."

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The  Rev.  Stewart  Stone  departed  this  life  on  the  twelfth  of 
December,  so  suddenly  that,  although  he  had  been  ill  for  some 
weeks,  his  death  came  upon  his  friends  and  the  Church  as  a 
great  shock. 

He  was  bom  in  Philadelphia  in  1854,  graduated  from  Trinity 
College,  Hartford,  and  studied  theology  at  the  Berkeley  Divinity 
School,  Middletown  ;  ordained  Deacon  in  1883  by  Bishop 
Williams,  and  Priest  in  1884  by  Bishop  Doane,  of  Albany. 
For  about  two  years  he  was  Assistant  at  St.  Peter*  s,  Albany,  and 
then  took  charge  of  the  Memorial  Church  of  the  Holy  Com- 
forter, in  which  position  he  continued  until  the  time  of  his 
leath.  He  combined  in  a  large  degree  energy  and  practical 
efficiency  with  intense  devotion.  His  unselfishness  drew  to 
lim  the  hearts  of  young  and  old,  and  few  men  have  been  more 
oved  than  he  by  those  to  whom  he  ministered.  In  his  minis- 
rations  to  the  people  of  his  charge  he  entirely  forgot  himself. 
Ele  was  so  gentle  and  modest  that  those  who  met  him  only 
xrcasionally  would  not  be  likely  to  understand  the  strength  and 
positiveness  of  his  character.  He  was  as  persistent  in  follow- 
ing out  his  convictions  to  their  logical  result  as  he  was  inde- 
fatigable in  all  his  labors. 

In  the  death  of  the  Rev.  William  Marshall  Harrison  the 
X)iocese  has  lost  a  man  of  rare  attainments  and  singular  sweet- 
ness of  character,  and  the  Episcopal  Hospital  has  lost  a  chaplain 
"^ho  so  filled  the  position  which  he  occupied  that  there  was  no 
place  for  suggestion  of  any  change  whereby  his  ministrations 
could  be  made  more  acceptable  or  useful.     His  academic  edu- 
cation was  in  Kenyon  College,  and  he  studied  theology  in  the 
Philadelphia  Divinity  School,  graduating  in  1882.     He  early 
manifested  ability  in  classical  studies,  and  retained  his  interest 
in  them  in  his  later  years.     He  was  appointed  to  a  professor- 
ship in  Latin  soon  after  leaving  college,  and  instructor  in 
Hebrew  soon  after  finishing  his  course  in  the  Divinity  School. 
He  held  two  parochial  charges  in  this  city,  in  each  of  which  he 
showed  himself  a  helpful  preacher,  a  winning  pastor,  and  a 
diligent  worker.     But  the  oflBce  for  which  he  was  most  per- 
fectly adapted  was  that  to  which   he  came  in    1891,  when 
appointed  to  the  chaplaincy  of  the  Episcopal  Hospital.  In  this 
his  daily  life  was  a  manifestation  of  sympathy  and  tenderness, 
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of  patience  and  fidelity,  of  strength  and  firmness,  of  knowledge 
of  human  natnre.  and  power  of  adaptation  to  its  varying  needs ; 
and  of  what  gave  a  peculiar  grace  to  each  <^  these,  a  personal 
experience  of  the  reality  of  the  Saviour's  love,  and  the  piecioas- 
tiess  of  His  salvation. 


It  IS  not  my  custom  to  refer  to  the  deaths  of  bishops  in 
Annttal  Conventioa  Address,  but  it  would  be  a  strange  omisskm 
if  at  this  CoaventioQ.  meeting  in  St.  Luke's  Churdi,  wfacte 
the  late  honored  Bishop  of  Oeatral  Pennsylvanxa  was  Rector 
for  twentv-six  vears.  some  reieiecbce  should  cboc  be  made  to  his 
great  ability  and  his  worth  of  character.     During  this  rector- 
ship he  esKleflLred  hims^  to  a  numerous   constrttaeiiCT.  and 
exerted  an  influeace  in  moulding  the  Chrtstcan  Gharaders  of 
thousands^  who  owe  to  him  dearer  cocBcepCoons  of  the  tmxh.  as 
the  truth  is-  is  Jesu:^  than  they  had  ever  gaiiBid  bc&xe.  and 
whoee  lives  w^^e  permazsectly  isjixRnced  by  his  fgachyirg      As 
a  preacher  he  was  dzstrogtrcshed  for  cLeamess  of  thmijght  and 
power  oc  expcesskwL  btit  it  was  still  more  as  a  pcstsr  tiiat  he 
gaissed  d!r!e  power  which  he  exercised  ovier  his  congregatfiQo.

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In  the  death  of  Henry  Howard  Houston  the  Church  not  only 
lost  one  of  its  largest  minded  and  generous  supporters,  but 
Philadelphia  lost  one  of  its  most  public  spirited  and  valuable 
citizens.  He  was  a  man  of  wonderful  foresight  in  business, 
and  of  almost  unfailing  judgment.  He  combined  all  the 
elements  necessary  to  a  great  business  man.  Fond  of  details, 
yet  capable  of  mastering  the  broadest  principles.  Dignified  in 
manner,  yet  one  of  the  most  affectionate  of  men.  With  the 
keenest  perception  of  opportunities  for  the  increase  of  wealth, 
and  promptness  to  engage  in  them,  he  never  set  his  heart  on 
riches,  nor  was  ever  led  to  employ  any  means  in  their  acquisi- 
tion which  would  not  bear  the  light.  He  was  one  of  the 
largest  givers  to  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Church,  and  his 
benefactions  for  many  years  have  cheered  the  heart  of  Mission- 
ary Bishops,  and  many  a  laborer  in  every  mission  field. 

The  last  time  I  saw  him  living,  I  called  his  attention  to 
the  embarrassment  of  the  Board  of  Missions  by  reason  of  the 
accumulation  of  a  debt  of  $100,000,  and  that  the  whole 
amount  had  been  subscribed  conditionally,  with  the  exception 
of  the  last  $5000.  He  said:  **You  want  me  to  give  you 
that  $5000?*'  I  said:  '*  I  would  like  it  very  much  if  you 
would."  Putting  his  arm  around  me  affectionately,  he  said  : 
'•  You  shall  have  it."  It  is  only  justice  to  him  to  say  that  this 
was  the  last  of  many  requests  which  I  made  him,  and  the 
answer  was  always  the  same. 

He  took  particular  interest  in  erecting  the  Church  of  St. 
Martin-in-the- Fields,  near  his  residence  at  Wissahickon 
Heights,  with  the  intention  of  presenting  it  to  the  congrega- 
tion when,  in  his  judgment,  the  time  had  arrived  for  organizing 
it  as  a  Parish.  Providentially  this  time  had  arrived  just  before 
his  death,  and  he  had  made  out  the  papers  transferring  the 
property  to  the  Parish  that  should  be  organized.  He  presented 
it  to  the  congregation  as  a  memorial  of  his  daughter-in-law, 
and  on  the  occasion  of  my  last  visit  to  the  Church  there  was 
dedicated  a  double  mural  tablet,  upon  one  panel  of  which  is 
inscribed  the  name  of  Henry  Howard  Houston,  and  on  the  other 
the  name  of  Edith  Attely  Codies  Houston,  thus  giving  an  out- 
ward sign  of  the  loving  association  in  which  the  members  of 
the  congregation  will  forever  hold  the  memory'  of  this  noble 
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Christian  man,  and  the  lovely  Christian  woman  of  whom  it 
was  his  pleasure  to  make  the  Church  a  memorial. 

Mr.  Robert  W.  Ryerss  was  known  to  this  community,  and 
widely  beyond  it,  as  a  philanthropist.  His  sympathy  went  out 
to  every  form  of  suffering  and  much  of  his  time  and  wealth 
were  expended  in  the  alleviation  and  prevention  of  pain.  With 
every  movement  which  tended  to  make  men  realize  the  sacred- 
ness  of  life,  human  or  animal,  he  was  in  hearty  sympathy.  He 
was  a  lawyer  of  no  mean  ability,  and  successful  as  a  business 
man,  but  the  first  place  in  his  heart  and  thought  was  given  to 
the  relief  of  distress.  For  many  years  Mr.  Ryerss  was  a  com- 
municant of  St.  Andrew's  Church,  but  afterward  became 
connected  with  St.  Stephen's.  About  two  years  before  his 
death  he  became  interested  in  the  work  of  establishing  a 
Church  at  Rockledge,  a  short  distance  from  his  residence,  and 
had  it  not  been  for  his  failing  health  the  Parish  would  doubt- 
less have  been  organized  and  placed  on  a  permanent  foundation 
before  his  death.  He  provided  for  it,  however,  in  his  will,  and 
left  everything  pertaining  to  its  care  and  administration  in 
such  a  manner  that  all  his  purposes  concerning  the  organiza- 
tion of  a  parish  and  the  erection  of  suitable  buildings,  and  the 
maintenance  of  the  worship  and  work  of  the  Church  may  be 
realized. 

Another  Churchman,  foremost  for  many  years  in  business 
circles  and  in  different  organizations  of  the  Church,  was  Mr. 
William  C.  Houston,  who  died  only  two  weeks  ago.  He  was 
a  member  of  the  Church  of  the  Atonement,  and  at  one  period 
of  his  life  was  very  active  in  promoting  the  interests  of  the 
Church,  especially  in  its  missionar\-  and  educational  depart- 
ments. For  se%*eral  years  past  he  had  been  in  falling  health, 
and  suflfered  much  from  the  nature  of  his  ailment.  A  man  of 
the  highest  integrity,  of  generous  disposition,  an  exceedingly 
nadulman. 

There  are  others  worthy  of  mention  in  this  list,  but  time 
would  fiul  to  speak  of  them  aU.  Amongst  these  may  be  men- 
tioned  Dr.  Isaac  W,  Hughes,  the  Christian  physician,  the 
Sicctor^s  Warden  of  St.  Mar>-*s  Parish,  and  a  Vestryman  for 
fcrty  years: 
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Mr.  William  M.  Stewart,  a  Vestryman  of  St.  Stephen's 
Church,  who  had  done  brave  service  for  the  Church  in  Phila- 
delphia, and  in  the  western  part  of  the  State ; 

Mr.  John  J.  Brock,  for  thirty-five  years  a  Vestryman  of  St. 
Paul's,  Doylestown,  in  whose  death  the  Church  in  that  com- 
munity suffered  an  irreparable  loss  ; 

Mr.  Joseph  M.  Shoemaker,  a  member  of  the  Vestry  of 
Christ  Church,  Germantown,  whose  genial  presence  and  faith- 
ful service  had  endeared  him  deeply  to  the  Sunday  School  and 
congregation ;  and 

Mr.  Henry  M.  Kimmey,  long  known  as  a  prominent  Ves- 
tryman of  the  Church  of  the  Incarnation. 

The  deaths  among  the  godly  women  of  the  Church  have 
l>een  not  a  few  :  Conspicuous  in  the  towns  in  which  they  lived 
for  their  loving  devotion  to  the  Church,  and  their  sweetness  of 
character,  Mrs.  Phoebe  A.  Comfort,  of  Lansdale,  and  Mrs. 
Samuel  W.  Gumbes,  of  Upper  Providence,  will  long  be  held  in 
loving  remembrance. 

No  more  beautiful  life  has  been  lived  amongst  us  than  that 
of  Miss  Anna  Dulles  Stille.     Her  influence  was  felt  as  an  up- 
lifting power.     It  seemed  her  mission  unconsciously  to  draw 
out  the  faculty  of  reverence  in  those  who  knew  her.     As  a 
teacher  of  Bible  classes  she  exercised  an  inspiring  influence, 
and  by  her  singular  sweetness  and   gentleness  she  won  all 
hearts.     The  range  of  her  sympathies  was  wide,  and  she  took 
an  intense  interest  in  making  known  the  power  of  the  Gospel 
of  Jesus  Christ.     Her  memory  will  be  revered  by  all  who  knew 
her. 

THE  CONDITION  OF  THE  DIOCESE. 

The  condition  of  the  Diocese  as  a  whole  is  encouraging. 
At  not  more  than  one  or  two  points  has  there  been  any 
apparent  loss,  and  in  many  places  there  has  been  a  decided 
gain.  The  number  of  Confirmation  services  has  been  larger 
than  in  any  preceding  year,  the  number  of  persons  confirmed 
above  the  average,  and  almost  equal  to  the  largest  number  ever 
presented.     A  gratifying  feature  of  the  Confirmations  is  the 
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increase  in  the  number  of  men  confirmed  this  year.  In  several 
Churches  more  men  than  women  have  been  presented  ;  and  in 
view  of  the  statement  that  is  sometimes  carelessly  made  that  the 
Church  is  losing  its  hold  upon  men,  this  is  a  fact  of  hopeful 
significance. 

Notwithstanding  the  depression  in  business  the  missionary 
and  other  contributions  have  been  fully  up  to  the  average  of 
the  past  five  years,  and  with  a  few  exceptions  the  Parishes  and 
Mission  stations  have  responded  promptly  to  the  calls  that 
have  been  made  upon  them. 

While  there  has  been  no  remarkable  activity  in  Church 
building,  in  a  number  of  parishes  there  has  been  decided  prog- 
ress in  this  respect.  The  completion  of  the  graceful  spire  of 
St.  James*  Church  with  its  beautiful  bas-reliefs,  and  its  chime 
of  ten  bells,  the  gift  of  the  family  of  Henry  C.  Gibson  as  a 
memorial  of  him,  and  the  erection  of  the  noble  tower  of  St. 
Matthias*  Church,  with  its  chime  of  ten  bells,  the  gift  of 
William  V.  Lippincott  as  a  memorial  of  his  wife,  have  added 
greatly  to  the  beauty  of  both  these  edifices,  and  to  the  appear- 
ance of  the  cilv. 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  the  erection  of  the 
Memorial  Church  of  the  Advocate.  A  new  and  beautiful 
Gothic  stone  Church  has  been  erected  in  Trinity  Parish, 
Coatesville,  and  the  total  amount  of  its  cost  has  been  paid  by 
the  cong^gation,  so  that  the  building  is  now  ready  for  conse- 
cration. A  fine  Rectory  is  nearly  finished  in  St.  Paul's  Parish, 
Aramingo.  St.  Mark*s  Parish,  Frankford,  is  moving  vigor- 
ously in  the  erection  of  a  new  Parish  building,  and  under  the 
auspices  of  the  same  there  has  been  erected  a  Chapel  at  Wiss^ 
noming.  Encouraging  progress  has  been  made  toward  the 
enlargement  of  St.  Stephen's,  Manayunk,  and  the  greater  part 
of  the  money  is  in  hand  for  erecting  the  proposed  Chapel  at 
Royersford.  The  re-opening  of  St.  John's,  Lower  Merion, 
under  the  charge  of  the  Rev.  H.  A.  F.  Hoyt,  has  been  attended 
with  such  results  in  an  increasing  congregation  and  manifesta- 
tion of  interest  in  the  neighborhood  that  it  is  hoped  the  work 
there  may  become  permanent. 

The  noble  bequest  of  Mr.  Robert  W.  Ryerss,  for  a  Church^ 
at  Rockledge,  furnishes  the  basis  for  the  hope  that  a  vigorous 
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parish  will  soon  be  established  at  that  point.  A  very  neat  and 
commodious  Rectory  has  been  built  and  paid  for  at  Paoli.  The 
cornerstone  has  been  laid  for  a  handsome  stone  Church  at 
Wyncote,  and  a  great  part  of  the  necessary  funds  is  in  hand 
for  its  completion.  A  new  Church  had  become  a  necessity 
from  the  crowded  condition  of  the  present  frame  edifice.  A 
very  pretty  Chapel  has  been  erected  for  the  Mission  at 
Swarthmore,  and  the  debt  upon  the  property  is  being  steadily 
reduced. 

The  Episcopal  Hospital  has  received  a  large  donation  for 
establishing  a  Ward  for  Convalescent  Children  ;  and  the  City 
Mission  has  received  a  magnificent  legacy  by  the  will  of  Mrs. 
fames  C.  Smith.  It  comprises  a  tract  of  thirty-five  acres, 
k)eautifully  situated  at  Oakboume,  near  West  Chester,  with 
mitable  buildings  to  be  used  as  a  Convalescent  Home  for 
W^omen.  The  City  Mission  for  years  has  needed  just  such  an 
nstitution  as  this  will  provide,  and  accompanying  the  bequest 
>f  the  ground  and  building  was  a  gift  of  other  property  which, 
,t  is  estimated,  will  afford  an  income  nearly  suflBcient  for  the 
cxiaintenance  of  its  work.  The  main  building  is  to  be  opened 
vvith  appropriate  services  on  May  9,  and,  God  willing,  I  hope 
tx>  speak  in  the  Convention  address  next  year  more  fully  con- 
cerning this  beautiful  charity  than  I  am  prepared  to  speak  at 
present. 

The  number  of  students  in  the  Divinity  School,  and  also 
in  the  Church  Training  and  Deaconess*  House,  has  been  larger 
the  past  year  than  ever  before.  The  increase  in  the  Deaconess* 
House  has  been  remarkable,  there  having  been  eighty  day  stu- 
dents in  place  of  twenty-five  last  year,  and  the  boarding  depart- 
ment of  the  House  has  been  nearly  full  throughout  the  term. 

The  greatest  work  upon  which  the  Diocese  may  congratu- 
late itself  during  the  year  has  been  the  completion  of  the 
Church  House.  Its  exterior  is  so  beautiful  that  it  is  an 
architectural  ornament  to  the  city,  and  its  adaptation  to  the 
^ises  for  which  it  was  built  has  been  found  satisfactory  in  so 
large  a  degree  that  those  who  use  it  most  can  hardly  understand 
W  they  got  along  without  it.  It  is  true  that  there  is  a  large 
indebtedness  on  the  building,  but  its  value  to  the  Diocese  as  a 
centre  of  all  Church  work  is  so  great  that  all  who  are  familiar 
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with  its  benefits  must  admit  the  wisdom  of  the  expenditure.  It 
brings  together  the  Church  workers  of  the  Diocese  at  a  common 
centre  in  such  a  manner  that  not  only  is  the  convenience  of  all 
greatly  promoted,  but  there  is  a  strong  and  continuing  tendency 
to  bind  together  all  the  different  organizations  and  interest  of 
the  Diocese  into  a  body  that  is  conscious  of  its  corporate  life. 
The  absence  of  such  a  sense  of  oneness  has  hitherto  been  one 
of  the  weaknesses  of  this  Diocese,  and  it  is  not  to  be  expected 
that  it  can  be  overcome  in  a  single  year,  nor  perhaps  in  many; 
but  everything  that  tends  to  deepen  that  sense  and  to  do  away 
with  the  evils  of  an  excessive  parochial  spirit,  or  the  segregat- 
ing influences  of  other  organizations,  should  be  heartily  wel- 
comed and  thankfully  used.  It  is  much  to  bring  together  under 
one  roof  the  Churchmen  of  the  city  in  the  Church  Club;  the 
Clergy  in  their  different  organizations  of  Brotherhood;  the 
Sunday  School  teachers  for  their  instruction;  the  Tract  Society ; 
the  Girls*  Friendly;  the  Episcopal  Hospital;  the  Divinity 
School;  the  City  Mission;  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese;  the 
Bishop  and  his  Secretary ;  the  Archdeacon ;  the  Trustees  of  the 
Diocese;  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  with  all  its  departments  of 
organization;  the  Board  of  Missions,  and  the  many  other  bodies 
of  Churchmen  and  women  who  meet  here  for  conference  and 
the  transaction  of  business  pertaining  to  the  Diocese.  It  is 
much  as  a  convenience  for  all  concerned,  but  it  is  far  more  as^ 

an  educating  influence,  and  in  its  development  of  a  right  ideal 

of  Diocesan  Church  life  and  work. 

There  are  two  institutions  having  their  headquarters  in  th^= 
Church  House  to  which  I  desire  to  call  special  attention  ;  on^= 
of  these  is 

THE  DIOCESAN  LIBRARY  AND  READING  ROOM. 

So  long  ago  as  i860.  Bishop  Alonzo  Potter,  realizing  t 
need  of  works  of  reference  for  the  Clergy,  took  the  prelimina 
steps  for  establishing  a  Library  especially  for  the  use  of  t 
Clergy  and  gave  to  it  a  large  proportion  of  his  own  books.  T 
breaking  out  of  the  war  and  Bishop  Potter's  failing  health,  a 
his  death  in  1865.  diverted  attention  from  the  project,  a 
nothing  more  was  done  toward  carrying  the  original  plan  i

effect  until  four  years  ago  a  prominent  Clergyman  of  this 
Diocese  bequeathed  his  valuable  library  to  become  the  nucleus, 
after  his  death,  of  a  Library  which  should  be  a  memorial  of 
Bishop  Potter.  After  further  consideration  he  wisely  decided 
to  inaugurate  the  plan  which  he  had  in  mind  while  he  might 
be  instrumental  in  giving  it  such  a  form  as  he  believed  would 
be  most  efficient  for  its  usefulness. 

Accordingly  in  the  Convention  of  '93,  upon  the  motion  of 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Matlack,  it  was  resolved  that  a  Committee  be 
appointed  by  the  Bishop  to  take  into  consideration  the  matter 
of  founding  a  Diocesan  Library.  At  the  Convention  of  ^94 
the  Committee  reported  the  plan  of  organization.  At  the  Con- 
vention of  '95, on  the  report  of  this  Committee,  the  Convention 
responded  heartily  to  the  statement  of  Dr.  Matlack* s  plan,  and 
appointed  a  Board  of  Control,  to  which  the  management  of  all 
affairs  pertaining  to  the  Library  should  be  committed. 

Dr.  Matlack  was  convinced  of  the  needs  of  a  Church  Li- 
brary for  the  Clergy,  Sunday  School  teachers  and  Christian 
"workers  generally,  and  so  proposed  giving  the  books  which  he 
]>ossessed  as  soon  as  a  suitable  place  should  be  prepared  for 
tlieir  reception.     The  Rev.  Thomas  K.  Conrad,   D.  D.,  also 
expressed  to  the  Bishop  before  his  death  his  desire  to  give  his 
tilieological  librar>'^  to  the  Diocese  so  soon  as  a  fire-proof  room 
^liould  be  prepared.     In  making  the  plans  for  the  erection  of 
tlie  Church  House,  the  largest  and  most  accessible  room  in  the 
t>uilding  was  set  apart  for  the  purposes  of  a  Diocesan  Library, 
SLud  it  was  opened  with  a  public  service  on  the  evening  of  Mon- 
d.ay,  January  20,  1896.     The  Bishop  opened  the  ser\nce  with 
a.ppropriate  prayers.     Dr.  Ashhurst,  in  behalf  of  the  Board  of 
Control,   presented  the   Library  to  the   Diocese,  and  it  was 
accepted  by  the  Bishop.     Addresses  were  made  by  the  Right 
"Rev.  Henry  C.  Potter,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  New  York,  and  the 
Hev.  S.   D.  McConnell,  D.  D.      Dr.  McConnell  spoke  of  the 
present  Library  as  being  remarkable  for  its  large  proportion  of 
valuable  books.     Bishop  Potter  spoke  of  the  great  advantages 
"Which  the  Clergy  and  the  teachers  of  the  Diocese  might  derive 
from  the  opportunities  which  this  Library  will  afford,  and  con- 
trasted the  facilities  of  the  Clergy  of  this  generation  with  those 
which  were  provided  for  the  men  of  forty  years  ago. 
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The  Library  comprises  now  .three  bequests,  amounting 
altogether  to  about  six  thousand  volumes.  Firsl^  the  books 
given  by  Dr.  Matlack,  which  are  placed  in  cases  marked  **  The 
Bishop  Potter  Memorial ;  '*  second,  the  theological  books  of  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Conrad,  and  also  the  literary  portion  of  his  library, 
which  Mrs.  Conrad  generously  presented,  together  with  the 
cases  and  a  part  of  the  present  furnishing  of  the  Library;  third, 
a  selection  of  the  most  valuable  books  belonging  to  the  late 
Rev.  John  A.  Childs,  D.  D.,  and  which  have  been  given  by  his 
son  as  a  memorial. 

Prior  to  the  opening  of  the  Library,  Miss  Luisa  G.  Price 
had  been  appointed  Librarian,  and  since  January  the  Library 
has  been  open  daily,  except  Sundays  and  legal  holidays,  from 
ID  A.  M.  to  5  p.  M.,  and  the  Librarian  reports  that  2242  persons 
have  made  use  of  the  books,  and  177  persons  have  become 
members.  The  tables  are  supplied  with  current  magazines  and 
periodicals,  but  the  chief  attraction  of  the  Library  seems  to  be 
the  valuable  books  of  reference,  rather  than  the  lighter  litera- 
ture.    Its  use  for  reading  and  consultation  is  absolutely  free. 

The  current  expenses  have  thus  far  been  moderate,  and  have 
been  met  by  a  few  persons,  but  it  is  very  desirable  to  provide 
an  assured  income  from  an  endowment.  The  Board  of  Control 
should  have  the  means  not  only  for  meeting  current  expenses, 
but  for  making  constant  additions  to  the  contents  of  the  Librar>^ 
Only  in  this  way  will  its  value  be  permanently  appreciated  and 
continued.  We  cannot  but  regard  it  as  a  privilege  to  bear  any 
part  in  carrying  to  completion  any  plan  which  the  large-minded 
and  far-seeing  Bishop  Potter  undertook,  and  I  cannot  think  it 
too  much  to  hope  that  many  of  those  who  appreciate  the  great 
services  which  he  rendered  to  this  Diocese  and  to  the  Church 
at  large  will  be  glad  to  take  part  in  placing  this  Diocesan 
Library  on  a  permanent  foundation,  by  making  contributions 
toward  its  endowment  in  their  wills,  or,  which  is  still  better, 
while  they  are  able  to  see  the  benefit  of  their  gift. 

In  the  rear  of  the  Diocesan  Library  is  the  Registrar's 
Office,  and  in  the  cellar  below  is  an  iron  vault  in  which  the 
most  important  records  of  the  Diocese  are  deposited  ;  but  it  is 
considered  that  the  Library  itself  and  the  Registrar's  room  are 
both  nearly  as  fireproof  as  any  structures  have  been  found  to 
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be.  The  Registrar  has  given  much  time  to  the  rearranging  of 
the  collection  of  books,  pamphlets  and  papers  in  his  depart- 
ment, and  has  brought  some  order  out  of  vast  confusion.  Your 
Registrar  is  an  expert  in  historical  records,  and  knows  the 
value  of  a  stray  journal  or  report,  and  he  gives  to  the  work  to 
which  you  have  appointed  him  much  time  and  zeal.  His  work 
could  be  done  to  better  advantage,  however,  if  he  were  author- 
ized to  make  a  moderate  expenditure  in  the  exchange  of 
documents,  and  for  the  preservation  of  others,  beyond  that 
which  is  already  authorized  by  the  Canons. 

THE  CHURCH  CLUB. 

The  Church  Club  was  organized  before  the  Convention  of 
last  year,  but  its  membership  was  small  until  it  entered  its 
rooms  in  the  Church  House.  The  rooms  are  on  the  fourth 
floor,  tastefully  fitted  up  with  an  eye  to  general  appearance, 
and  to  the  convenience  of  the  members.  The  membership  has 
increased  until  it  is  now  somewhat  more  than  two  hundred, 
but  there  is  no  reason  why  the  Club  should  not  have  a  mem- 
bership of  two  or  three  times  that  number.  It  has  been  already 
demonstrated  that  the  bringing  together  of  Churchmen  in  a 
social  manner  for  the  consideration  of  matters  pertaining  to  the 
life  and  work  of  the  Diocese  is  most  helpful  to  all  participants, 
and  if  this  increase  should  take  place  there  is  no  reason  to 
doubt  that  the  beneficial  results  already  experienced  from  the 
operation  of  the  Club  would  be  largely  increased. 

Important  questions  have  been  discussed  at  these  meetings, 
in  the  right  decision  of  which  every  Parish  is  vitally  interested  ; 
fundamental  principles  have  been  considered,  in  respect  of 
which  every  Churchman  ought  to  be  thoroughly  informed  ; 
methods  of  work  have  been  proposed,  the  discussion  of  which 
has  been  helpful  and  stimulating  to  those  who  took  part  in 
them  ;  and  I  regard  the  Church  Club  as  a  most  valuable 
agency  for  the  dissemination  of  the  truths  which  we  all  ought 
to  believe  and  understand,  and  the  employment  of  methods  by 
which  these  truths  can  be  made  operative  in  the  regeneration 
of  society.  As  a  place  of  rest  and  recreation  it  seems  to  me 
very  attractive,  but  its  great  value  is  in  the  practical  use  which 
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may  be  made  of  it  for  the  advancement  of  the  religion  which 
we  profess,  and  the  application  of  its  principles.  With  its 
limited  membership,  the  influence  of  the  Church  Club  has  been 
felt  in  society  during  the  past  year,  and  I  sincerely  hope  that 
before  another  year  shall  have  passed,  it  will  have  on  its  list  of 
members  hundreds  of  others  who  will  add  to  its  influence,  and 
be  benefited  by  their  membership. 

THE  BISHOP'S  FUND. 

For  the  Bishop* s  Fund  during  the  year  I  have  received 
from  a  member  of  this  Convention  S500,  from  another  member 
of  the  .Convention  $100,  from  another  $50,  from  a  devout 
Churchwoman  $50,  from  a  non-resident  Priest  of  the  Diocese  $20, 
from  the  Girls'  Friendly  Society  of  Holy  Comforter  Memorial 
$14,  from  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  of  two  Parishes  $9.50,  and 
from  nineteen  Parishes  $453.39,  which,  with  the  balance  $7.29 
brought  forward  from  last  > ear's  account,  makes  the  total  of 
receipts  $1204.50.  Of  this,  $1187.80  have  been  expended, 
leaving  a  balance  of  $16.38. 

I  have  so  often  spoken  of  the  uses  and  benefits  of  the 
Bishop's  Fund,  that  I  will  not  enter  into  any  detailed  statement 
concerning  it  at  this  time.  I  \insh,  however,  to  express  my 
hearty  thanks  to  the  individuals  and  to  the  congregations  who 
have  contributed  to  it  during  the  past  year,  and  to  assure  them 
that  their  gifts  have  been  a  great  comfort  to  me,  and  have 
made  many  lives  more  comfortable  and  useful  than  they  would 
otherwise  have  been. 

THE    ARCHDEACON. 

At  the  Convention  of  1S95  the  Canon  of  Diocesan  Missions 
wk.'i  amended  by  the  introduction  of  the  following  words : 
"Tht  Bishop  stall,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Board  of 
Mit^fon^  hereinafter  pro\-ided  for.  appoint  a  Presbyter  who 
tbAlI  nr/t  while  in  oflSce  hold  a  Parochial  charge,  to  be  Arch- 
/Utii///n  of  the  Diocese,  to  ser\-e  until  the  consecration  of  a  new 
HMu/f»,  provided  that  the  Bishop  at  any  time,  for  cause  sat's- 
l%ffu,fy  if9  hirafielf,  may  remove  the  Archdeacon,  and  shall 
f4m///^  him  np'/n  the  request  of  two-thirds  of  the  Board." 
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In   accordance  with  this  provision   I   appointed   on   the 
eighth  day  of  November  the   Rev.  Cyrus  T.    Brady  Arch- 
deacon of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania.     He  promptly  accepted 
the   appointment,  and  arrived  with   his  family   in   Philadel- 
phia   on    November  30,   and    on  the  first  day  of  December 
entered  upon  his  duties.     He  had  been  for  three  years  Arch- 
deacon of  Kansas,  and  his  whole  Ministry  has  been  spent  in 
the  mission  field.     During  the  five  months  that  he  has  been 
with  us  he  has  demonstrated  his  ability,  energy,  missionary 
zeal,  earnestness,  and  general  adaptedness  to  the  work  to  which 
he  has  been  appointed.     He  has  devoted  himself  first  of  all  to 
learning  the  Diocese,  its  missionary  condition,  methods,  and 
opportunities.     He  has  thrown  himself  vigorously  into  this 
work,  and  has  already  by  the  system  of  meetings  which  he  has 
promoted,  and  by  speaking  on  numerous  occasions,  become  felt 
as  a  potent  factor  in  energizing  and  carrying  on  the  Missionary 
i^ork  of  the  Diocese.    I  am  sure  that  it  is  not  too  much  to  say 
tbat  while  he  has  been  with  us  he  has  commended  himself  to 
all  who  have  met  him  as  being  eminently  fitted  by  natural 
ability  and  experience  and  missionary  spirit  for  the  work  to 
wliich  he  has  been  called. 

As  his  residence  in  the  Diocese  has  not  been  long  enough  to 
entitle  him  to  a  seat  and  voice  in  this  Body,  it  will,  I 
b.ave  DO  doubt,  be  agreeable  to  the  Convention  to  extend  its 
courtesy  to  the  Archdeacon  in  an  invitation,  at  the  proper 
time,  to  speak  of  the  interests  with  which  he  is  especially 
charged. 

I  have  been  gratified  by  the  reception  which  has  been 

accorded  Mr.  Brady  in  every  part  of  the  Diocese,  and  sincerely 

^ope  that  the  coming  years  may  strengthen  the  bonds  which 

are  already  recognized  as  binding  him  to  all  whose  chief  desire 

^s  the  extension  and  building  up  of  the  Kingdom  of  Our  Lord 

lesus  Christ. 

There  are  several  other  topics  concerning  which  I  had  pur- 
posed to  speak,  but  the  sudden  illness  from  which  I  have 
suffered  during  the  past  week,  and  from  which  I  have  by  no 
^eans  recovered,  makes  it  impossible  for  me  to  present  this 
address  in  the  manner  in  which  I  had  originally  purposed,  and 
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the  consideration  of  other  topics  must  be  postponed  to  another 
time. 

And  now,  brethren,  the  time  is  short.  We  stand  yet  in 
the  Master's  vineyard,  but  the  fleeting  days,  and  the  recollec- 
tion of  those  who  have  passed  away  since  we  last  assembled 
here,  warn  us  that  the  time  will  soon  copie  when  all  our  earthly 
work  will  be  ended.  May  God  help  us  all  to  realize  it,  and  to 
consecrate  what  remains  to  His  service.

This  unusually  large  balance  will  be  reduced  by  a  Mort- 
gage Investment  of  $2500,  awaiting  settlement,  to  $4292.57.

In  presenting  this  the  Thirty-seventh  Annual  Report  oC 
the  Board  of  Missions,  attention  is  called  to  the  three  largely 
attended  Missionary  mass  meetings,  which  have  been  held 
since  the  coming  of  Archdeacon  Brady,  to  stir  up  the  interest 
in  Missions.  The  first,  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  on 
Sunday  afternoon,  March  8 :  speakers,  the  Rev.  Dr.  J.  Lewis 
Parks,  the  Rev.  Dr.  H.  Richard  Harris  and  Archdeacon  Brady; 
the  second  was  at  Calvary  Church,  Germantown,  on  Sunday 
afternoon,  April  12,  when  addresses  were  made  by  the  Rev. 
Leverett  Bradley,  on  Foreign  Missions,  the  Rev.  Dr.  T.  A.  Tid- 
ball,  on  Domestic  Missions,  and  Archdeacon  Brady,  on  Diocesan 
Missions;  the  third  was  held  at  St.  James*  Church  on  Sunday 
afternoon,  April  19,  when  the  Rev.  H.  F.  Fuller  spoke  for  the 
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Jews,  the  Rev.  Dr.  J.  DeWolf  Perry  for  the  Italians  and  the 
Rev.  Llewellyn  N.  Caley  for  the  Chinese. 

It  would  also  record  the  loss  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  S.  D.  McCon- 
nell,  by  his  removal  to  Brooklyn,  to  whom  in  a  large  measure, 
our  successful  Convocation's  system  is  due. 

The  Board  of  Missions  would  recommend  the  adoption  of 
the  following  resolution : 

Resolvedy  That  the  Parishes  of  the  Diocese  be  requested  to  con- 
tribute during  the  current  year  an  aggregate  sum  of  at  least  sixteen 
thousand  dollars.

The  Rev.  Dr.  Matlack  read  the  Report  of  Board 
of  Control  of  Diocesan  Library,  as  follows : 

REPORT  OF  DIOCESAN  LIBRARY. 

The  Board  of  Coutrol  of  **  The  Diocesan  Library  and  Read- 
ing Room  '  *  would  respectfully  report  that  they  held  their  first 
meeting  Wednesday,  October  30,  1895,  ^t  four  o'clock,  in  the 
ofl5ce  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  who  is,  ex- officio^  President. 

The  Bishop  took  the  chair,  and  the  Board  organized  by 
electing  the  Rev.  Robert  C.  Matlack,  D.  D.,  Secretary,  and 
John  Ashhurst,  Jr.,  M.  D.,  Treasurer.  The  Officers  of  the 
Board  were  appointed  a  Committee  to  receive  books  and  solicit 
contributions. 

Drs.  Lewis,  Matlack  and  Ashhurst  were  appointed  a  Com- 
mittee to  draft  By-Laws  and  Regulations  for  the  government  of 
the  Board  and  the  regulation  of  the  Library. 

The  Committee  reported  the  following,  which  were 
adopted  : 

BY-LAWS  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  CONTROL. 

1.  The  Board  shall  meet  the  first  Wednesday  of  each  month,  at 
3  o'clock  p.  M.,  and  at  other  times  if  called  together  by  the  President. 

2.  The  Board  shall  elect  annually  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  who 
shall  discharge  the  duties  belonging  to  their  respective  ofiices. 


\ 
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3.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  authority  to  pay  all  bills  approved  by 
e  Executive  Committee  and  endorsed  by  its  Chairman. 

4.^  The  Board  shall  elect  annually  an  Executive  Commitiee  of.  three, 
10  shall  have  the  oversight  of  the  Library  and  Reading  Room,  subject 
the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Control. 

5.  The  Executive  Committee  may  appoint  an  Auxiliary  Commit' 
\  of  twelve  or  more  members,  representing  various  parishes,  to  aid  them 

increasing  the  Library,  extending  its  influence  and  providing  for  its 
pport. 

6.  The  Board  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Convention  of  the 
ocese. 

REGULATIONS  OF  THE  LIBRARY  AND  READING  ROOM. 

1.  The  Library  and  Reading  Room  shall  be  open  daily,  except  Sun- 
ys  and  legal  holidays,  from  lo  a.  m.  to  5  p.  M. 

2.  Each  member  may  take  out  two  books  at  a  time,  but  no  book 
all  be  kept  longer  than  two  weeks  without  renewal,  nor  shall  the  loan 
any  book  be  renewed  more  than  once  without  permission  of  the  Execu- 
\re  Committee. 

3.  No  book  shall  be  taken  from  the  Library  without  a  proper  record 
ith  the  name  of  the  borrower  being  first  made. 

4.  All  books  lost  or  injured  shall  be  replaced  or  paid  for  by  the  bor- 
3wer,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board. 

5.  Fines,  etc, — For  keeping  a  book  longer  than  the  time  allowed 
lere  shall  be  a  fine  imposed  of  ten  cents  for  each  week  or  portion  there- 
',  and  any  one  neglecting  or  refusing  to  pay  the  fines  imposed,  or  to 
place  or  make  good  the  value  of  a  book  lost  or  injured,  shall  be 
prived  of  the  use  of  the  Library  until  the  Rules  have  been  complied 
th. 

6.  Books  of  great  value,  or  such  as  cannot  readily  be  replaced,  shall 
t  be  taken  out. 

A  communication  from  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  and  the 
cstodians  of  the  Church  House  was  received,  requesting  the 
>ard  of  Control  to  make  such  changes  in  the  Fundamental 
iws  of  the  Library  as  would  enable  them  to  secure  exemption 
om  taxation. 

Legal  advice  was  sought,  and  the  opinion  expressed,  that 
ae  Convention  had  given  the  Board  of  Control  such  large 
owers  that  they  might  safely  yield  to  the  request  of  the  Trus- 
ees  and  Custodians.  We  therefore  made  the  required  changes, 
Lud  now  submit  the  amended  laws  and  ask  your  approval  of 
^ur  action. 
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FUNDAMBNTAL  I«AWS  OP  THB  LIBRARY  AND  RBADINC  ROOM. 

/.     Diocesan  Library, 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  **  The  Diocesan  Library  and 
Reading  Room  **  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of 
Pennsylvania. 

//.     Object, 

The  object  of  the  organization  shall  be  to  secure  and  maintain  a 
Library  and  Reading  Room  by  the  donation  and  purchase  of  books,  pam- 
phlets, maps  and  manuscripts  for  public  use,  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
specified. 

///.    Membership, 

(a)  Open  Freely.  The  Library  and  Reading  Room  shall  be  open 
freely  for  reference  and  reading  to  all  persons  above  fifteen  years  of  age, 
who  shall  register  name  and  residence,  and  promise  compliance  with  the 
laws  and  general  regulations  of  the  Library. 

{Jb)  Priznleged  Members,  The  Clergy,  Sunday  School  Officers  and 
Teachers  shall  enjoy  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  Ui^xdxy  free  of 
expense,  after  they  shall  have  duly  registered  as  above. 

(c)  Annual  Metnbers,  Other  persons,  above  fifteen  years  of  age,  may 
become  Annual  Members  by  the  payment  of  five  dollars  a  year,  and  duly 
registering. 

(flO  Life  Members.  The  payment  of  one  hundred  dollars  shall 
entitle  any  person,  above  fifteen  years  of  age,  to  all  the  rights  and  privi- 
leges of  the  Library  during  the  life  of  the  person  for  whose  benefit  the 
money  is  paid. 

I  v.    Board  of  Control. 

The  Management  of  *'  The  Diocesan  Library  and  Reading  Room  ** 
shall  be  vested  in  a  Board  of  Control,  consisting  of  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  who  shall  be  the  President,  and  three  other  Clergymen  and  three 
Laymen,  to  be  elected  tri-annually  by  the  Convention. 

This  Board  shall  have  full  power  to  make  all  laws  and  regulations 
necessary  to  give  efficiency  to  the  organization,  including  the  loaning  of 
books,  and  shall  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  occur  in  its  body. 

It  will  be  observed  that  while  these  changes  make  the 
Library /r^^  to  the  public  for  reading  and  reference,  we  are  still 
permitted  to  enroll  Life  Members,  by  the  payment  of  $ioo;  and 
Annual  Members,  by  the  payment  of  $5  a  year. 

We  would  suggest  for  your  action  that  the  class  of  persons 
who  may  become  Privileged  Members  be  enlarged,  so  as  to  in- 
clude Theological  Students,  Lay  Readers,  Bible  Readers,  Dea- 
conesses and  Missionaries,  or  Christian  workers  generally. 
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The  section  will  then  read  : 

Privileged  Members. — The  Clergy,  Sunday  School  Officers  and 
Teachers,  Theological  Students,  Deaconesses,  Missionaries,  Lay  Readers, 
and  Christian  workers  generally,  shall  enjoy  all  the  rights  and  privileges 
of  the  Library y>r^  of  expense ^  after  they  shall  have  duly  registered. 

We  acknowledge  with  gratitude  the  very  generous  provi- 
sion which  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  and  the  Custodians  of 
the  Church  House  have  made  for  the  Library,  in  the  large  and 
handsome  fire-proof  room  which  they  have  placed  freely  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Board  of  Control  of  the  Library. 

As  soon  as  the  room  was  ready  for  occupancy,  it  was  well 
furnished,  by  a  few  friends  of  the  Library,  and  the  Board  placed 
upon  the  tables  various  Church  papers,  reviews  and  magazines, 
Church  Almanacs,  City  Directories,  and  writing  materials,  for 
y^^free  use  of  all  visitors. 

The  first  gift,  of  two  thousand  volumes  and  suitable  cases, 
which  forms  the  basis  of  the  Library,  was  made  by  the  Rev. 
Robert  C.  Matlack,  D.  D.,  to  the  Convention  of  1892,  as  a 
Memorial  of  the  Rl,  Rev.  Aionzo  Potter,  D.D.,  LL.  D.,  the 
third  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

To  this  Memorial  the  donor  is  adding  such  books  as  are 
suggested  by  the  Clergy  and  approved  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  Board. 

It  is  an  interesting  fact  that,  the  two  large  collections  of 
books  which  are  the  foundation  of  the  Bishop  Potter  Memorial 
and  the  Diocesan  Library  were  the  libraries  of  two  Clergymen 
who  were  friends  and  fellow  students  in  early  life,  and,  after 
graduating  from  college,  pursued  their  theological  studies 
under  the  direction  of  Bishop  Potter,  were  ordained  by  him  at 
the  same  time.  May  24,  1857,  and  became  Rectors  of  Churches 
in  Philadelphia. 

Other  firiends  of  Bishop  Potter  are  also  adding  to  this 
Memorial,  and  it  is  hoped  that  some  of  them  may  be  led  to 
endow  it. 

The  Executive  Committee  have  also  purchased  a  few  books 
And  added  them  to  this  Memorial. 

Soon  after  the  Bishop  Aionzo  Potter  Memorial  was  placed  in 
^  Library,  Mrs.  Conrad  contributed  a  rare  and  valuable  col- 
lection of  more  than  3000  books,  with  substantial  cases,  as  a 
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memorial  of  her  husband,  the  late  Rn\  Thomas  KitUra  Ccn- 
rad,  D.  D. 

A  third  collection  of  about  500  volumes,  with  an  appropri- 
ate case«  has  been  presented  to  the  Library  by  the  £unily  of 
the  late  Rev.  John  A.  Childs,  D.  D.,  zs  a  memorial  of  their 
father. 

Other  contributions  of  books  hare  been  made  by  the  Rt 
Re\\  O.  W.  Whitaker.  D.  D..  Rev.  G.  Woolsey  Hodge,  Rev. 
Daniel  Kendig,  Rev.  Alfred  L.  Elwyn,  Rev.  S.  F.  Hotchkin, 
Rev.  Gideon  L.  Burton.  Thomas  H.  Montgomery.  J.  Vaughan 
Merrick.  Dr.  Benjamin  Lee,  Dr.  Thomas  G.  Morton,  Mr. 
George  W.  Jacobs,  Mrs.  Theodore  S.  Rumney,  Mrs.  Juliet  C. 
Walker,  and  others. 

We  have  also  recei\*ed  three  fine  oil  portraits,  \4z. ,  of  Bisho[^ 
Alonzo  Potter,  from  Edward  A.  Souder;  of  Bishop  William. 
Bacon  Stevens,  from  Rev.  Dr.  S.  D.  McConneU;  and  of  Bishof^ 
Arthur  Cleveland  Coxe.  from  Mr.  W.  W.  Frazier;  also  a  sted. 
engraving  of  Bishop  William  White,  from  the  Rev.  Gideon  J. 
Burton,  and  a  lithograph  portrait  of  Bishop  William  J.  Boone, 
our  first  Bishop  to  China. 

We  would  be  glad  to  ha\'e  portraits  of  the  remaining  three 
Bishops  of  the  Diocese,  viz..  Bishops  Onderdonk,  Bowman  and 
WTiitaker. 

Partly  through  the  generosity  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  W.  P.  Lewis 
and  of  Mr.  Thomas  H.  Montgomery-,  the  Library  has  been 
insured  for  S3750.  which  is  thought  to  be  about  half  its 
value. 

Early  in  January  we  elected,  on  the  recommendation  of 
Bishop  Coleman,  the  Rev.  Drs.  Littell  and  McVickar,  and  Dr. 
Benjamin  Lee,  and  after  personal  interviews  with  the  candidate, 
Miss  Luisa  G.  Price  as  Librarian.  She  entered  upon  her  duties 
on  the  seventeenth  of  that  month,  and  has  given  very  gen- 
eral satisfaction. 

The  Library  now  being  in  fairly  good  order,  it  was  formally 
opened  on  Monday,  January  20.  the  Bishop  presiding  and 
making  an  address.  Addresses  were  also  made  by  Bishop 
Henry  C.  Potter,  of  New  York,  son  of  Bishop  Alonzo  Potter, 
and  by  the  Rev.  S.  D.  McConnell.  D  D..  and  Dr.  John  Ash- 
hurst.  Jr. 
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The  Library  has  been  open  daily  from  10  a.  m.  to  5  p.  m. 
for  about  three  months,  and  the  Librarian  reports,  from  her 
records,  that  it  has  been  visited  and  used  by  2242  persons;  that 
she  has  enrolled  8  Life  Members,  26  Annual  Members,  and  142 
Privileged  Members,  or  a  total  of  177  members. 

Only  252  books  have  been  loaned;  many  of  them,  how- 
ever, have  been  renewed,  and  in  some  cases  more  than  once. 
But  the  number  of  books  loaned  does  not  at  all  indicate  the 
use  made  of  the  Library.  Each  week  it  is  more  and  more  vis- 
ited for  reading  and  reference. 

Indeed,  there  has  been  a  larger  daily  average  attendance 
of  visitors  than  was  reported  by  the  great  Ridgway  Library 
for  the  past  year. 

We  feel  greatly  encouraged  with  the  success  of  the  Librar>'. 
It  fills  a  vacant  niche,  as  a  Library  especially  adapted  to  the 
needs  of  Christian  students  and  Church  workers.  It  will  be  more 
and  more  appreciated  when  its  wealth  and  fullness  become 
known.  At  present  we  think  it  unequaled  in  some  depart- 
ments of  saced  literature. 

There  are  on  its  shelves,  according  to  the  classification  of 

the  Librarian,  about  1000  volumes  of  sermons  from  eminent 

preachers  of  all  ages;  400  volumes  on  the  ofl&ce  and  work  of 

the  ministry  and  Christian  biography;  600  volumes  of  Bible 

exposition;   600  volumes  of  Church   History  and  polity;  300 

volumes  of  Liturgies  and  Prayer  Book  exposition;  200  volumes 

of  Missionary  biography  and  records;  200  volumes  of  Bible 

study,  inspiration,  canon,  and  criticism;  200  volumes  of  Chris- 

tology  and  Sociology;  300  volumes  of  Systematic  Divinity  and 

special  doctrines;  200  volumes  of  personal  religion,  and  a  large 

collection  of  miscellaneous  works  not  yet  classified — a  total  of 

about  7000  volumes. 

We  have  had  printed  and  sent  through  the  Diocese,  the 
Fundamental  Laws  and  the  By-Laws  of  the  Board,  the  Rules 
*od  Regulations  of  the  Library,  and  cards  of  membership,  and 
also  an  appeal  for  funds  and  books. 

Up  to  this  time  the  expenses  of  the  Library  have  been  very 
nioderate,  and  met  by  a  few  persons.  It  is  important  that  we 
should  have  a  regular  and  an  assured  income,  though  our 
requirements  are  not  large. 
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The  Library  belongs  to  the  Diocese,  it  will  be  of  great 
service  to  the  Church,  and  to  the  general  public,  and  we 
doubt  not  that  you  will  provide  for  its  support. 

We  earnestly  ask  a  small  annual  collection  or  donation 
from  each  Parish  until  the  Library  shall  be  sufficiently  endowed.

Mr.  J.  Vaughan  Merrick  presented  the  Report  of 
the  Episcopal  Hospital  by  title,  to  be  printed  in 
the  Journal. 

Under  the  head  of  TJnfinished  Business,  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Tidball  moved  the  adoption  of  the  resolution  of 
the  Committee  on  Canons  on  amendments  to  Canon 
XVIII  (Journal,  1895,  p.  158). 

On  motion,  the  rules  were  suspended  and  an  ex- 
tension of  time  was  granted  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Tidball. 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  Rowland  Evans,  the  following 
resolution  was  adopted  as  a  substitute  for  the  resolu- 
tion of  the  Committee  on  Canons : 

Resolved^  That  the  whole  subject  of  the  Parochial  system  of  the 
Diocese,  including  Parochial  boundaries,  the  establishment  of  new  Mis- 
sions or  Parishes,  the  removal  of  Churches  from  one  site  to  another,  and 
the  abandonment  of  places  which  have  been  occupied  by  organized 
Churches,  be  referred  to  a  Committee  of  five  Clergymen  and  four  Laymen, 
of  which  the  Bishop  shall  be  chairman  ;  that  the  said  Committee  shall  be 
instructed  to  report  to  the  next  Convention,  and  to  print  and  circulate 
the  report  among  the  membeis  of  the  Convention  not  later  than  March 

i5»  1897. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Harold  Goodwin,  consideration 
of  the  proposed  amendment  to  Constitution,  Article 
A^II  (Journal,  1895,  P-  ^53))  was  made  the  order  of 
the  day  for  3  o'clock,  on  this  day.

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THE  GENERAL  CONVENTION 

OF 

THE  PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH. 
To  the  Convention  (or  Council)  of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania  : 

In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Article  IX  of  the 
Constitution  I  would  hereby  make  known  that  the  following 
alterations  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Church  are  proposed,  to 
wit :  those  comprised  in  the  resolutions  subjoined,  said  resolu- 
tions having  been  constitutionally  adopted  by  a  General  Con- 
vention of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  held  in  the  city  of 
Minneapolis,  Minnesota,  in  October,  A.  D.  1895,  to  wit : 

First. — It  was  by  concurrent  action  of  the  two  Houses  of 
the  Convention  (z/wfe  Journal,  pages  30,  31,  222), 

Resolved^  That  the  followiag  amendment  be  made  to  the  Constitu- 
tion, and  that  the  proposed  amendment  be  made  known  to  the  several 
Dioceses  in  order  that  it  may  be  finally  agreed  to  and  ratified  in  the  next 
General  Convention,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Article  IX  of 
the  Constitution: 

Strike  out  the  Title  and  insert  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

' '  Constitutions  and  Canons  for  the  Government  of  that  Portion  of 
the  Catholic  Church  Known  in  Law  as  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  the  United  States  of  America;*'  adding  thereto  the  sub-title  "  Con- 
stitutions." 

Second, — It  was  by  concurrent  action  of  the  two  Houses  of 
the  Convention  {vide  Journal,  pages  142,  143,  144,  325,  326, 

327),

Insert  in  place  of  Articles  I,  II  and  III  of  the  Constitution  the 
following: 

CONSTITUTIONS. 

I. 

Section  i.  There  shall  be  a  General  Convention  of  this  Church, 
consisting  of  the  House  of  Bishops  and  the  House  of  Deputies,  which 
Houses  shall  sit  and  deliberate  separately,  and  in  all  deliberations  free- 
dom of  debate  shall  be  allowed.  Either  House  may  4)rigiuate  and  propose 
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gislation,  but  every  act  of  the  General  Convention  must  be  adopted  by 
nh  Houses,  and  be  certified  by  the  signatures  of  the  Presiding  Officer 
id  of  the  Secretary  of  each  House. 

Sec.  2.  Every  Bishop  of  this  Church,  having  jurisdiction,  every 
ishop  Coadjutor,  and  every  Bishop  whose  resignation  of  jurisdiction 
lall  have  been  accepted,  shall  have  a  seat  and  a  vote  in  the  House  of 
ishops.  A  majority  of  all  Bishops  entitled  to  vote,  exclusive  of  those 
ho  have  resigned  their  jurisdictions,  and  those  who  are  Bishops  in 
>reign  lands,  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transac- 
on  of  business. 

Sec.  3.  The  Senior  Bishop  of  this  Church  in  the  order  of  consecra- 
ion,  having  jurisdiction  within  the  United  States,  shall  be  the  Presiding 
)fficer  of  the  House  of  Bishops.  He  shall  discharge  such  duties  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  the  Constitutions  and  Canons  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion, or,  for  its  own  needs  by  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  shall  hold  office 
for  life,  unless  he  resign  or  be  relieved  from  that  office  by  a  vote  of  a 
majority  of  the  Bishops  entitled  to  a  vote  in  the  House  of  Bishops. 

Sec.  4.  The  Church  in  each  Diocese  which  shall  have  been  admitted 
to  the  General  Convention  shall  be  entitled  to  be  represented  in  the  House 
of  Deputies  by  not  more  than  four  Presbyters,  Canon  ically  resident  in  the 
diocese,  and  by  not  more  than  four  Laymen,  communicants  of  this 
Church,  and  having  domicile  in  the  Diocese.  Each  Diocese  shall  pre- 
'<^nbe  the  manner  in  which  its  Deputies  shall  be  chosen. 

A  majority  of  the  Dioceses  entitled  to  representation  shall  be  repre- 
>nted  by  Clerical  Deputies, and  also  a  majority  of  the  Dioceses  so  entitled 
'^^U  be  represented  by  Lay  Deputies,  to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
"^nsaction  of  business.  The  absence  of  a  majority  of  the  Deputies  of 
^ther  Order  of  any  Diocese  shall  not  invalidate  the  representation  of 
icb  Diocese,  so  long  as  there  be  present  one  or  nlore  Deputies  of  either 
'"der.  If  any  Diocese  be  not  represented,  or  be  represented  in  one 
^i^er  only,  such  Diocese  shall  nevertheless  be  bound  by  the  acts  of  the 
»«neral  Convention. 

On  any  question  the  vote  of  the  majority  of  the  Deputies  present 
^11  suffice,  unless  otherMrise  ordered  by  these  Constitutions,  or  unless 
^«  Clerical  or  Lay  representation  from  any  Diocese  require  that  the  vote 
*^  taken  by  Orders;  and  in  all  cases  of  a  vote  by  Orders  the  two  Orders 
'hall  vote  separately;  each  Diocese  having  one  vote  for  its  Clerical  and 
^^e  for  its  Lay  representation,  if  present;  and  the  concurrence  of  the 
^otesof  the  two  Orders,  by  not  less  than  a  majority  in  each  Order  of  all  the 
dioceses  represented  in  that  Order  at  the  time  of  the  vote,  shall  be  neces- 
**ry  to  constitute  a  vote  of  the  House;  Provided^  however,  that  if  it  shall 
appear  that  a  constitutional  quorum  of  the  House  has  not  voted,  the  Pre- 
siding Officer  shall  declare  that  there  has  been  no  vote  of  the  House;  and 
in  such  a  case  the  question  may  be  again  put  to  the  House  when  a  quorum 
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shall  be  present,  at  any  time  before  the  final  adjournment  of  the  Conven- 
tion then  in  session. 

Sec.  5.  In  either  House  any  number  less  than  a  quorum  may 
adjourn  from  day  to  day.  Neither  House  during  the  session  of  the  Gen- 
eral Convention  shall  adjourn  without  the  consent  of  the  other  for  more 
than  three  days,  nor  to  any  place  other  than  that  in  which  the  Conven- 
tion shall  be  sitting. 

Sec.  6.  One  Clerical  and  one  Lay  Delegate  chosen  by  each  Mis- 
sionary District  of  this  Church,  or  by  a  Convocation  of  the  American 
Churches  in  Foreign  Lands,  convened  by  proper  Ecclesiastical  Authority, 
shall  have  seats  in  the  House  of  Deputies,  subject  to  all  the  qualifications 
and  with  all  the  rights  of  Deputies  except  the  right  to  vote. 

Sec.  7.  The  General  Convention  shall  meet  in  every  third  year  on 
the  first  Wednesday  in  October,  unless  a  difierent  day  be  appointed  by  the 
preceding  Convention,  and  at  such  place  as  shall  have  been  determined 
on  by  the  Convention;  and  if  there  shall  appear  to  the  Presiding  Officer 
of  the  House  of  Bishops  sufficient  cause  for  changing  the  place  so 
appointed,  he  may  appoint  another  place  for  such  meeting.  Special 
meetings  may  be  called  in  accordance  with  Canonical  provisions  of  the 
Convention. 

Third, — It  was  by  concurrent  action  of  the  two  Houses  of 
the  Convention  {vide  Journal,  pages  87,  88,  138,  146,  305, 
306,  319,  327,  328,  332), 

Resolved,  That  the  following  amendment  be  made  to  the  Constitu- 
tion, and  that  the  proposed  amendment  be  made  known  to  the  several 
Dioceses  in  order  that  it  may  be  finally  agreed  to  and  ratified  in  the  next 
General  Convention,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Article  IX  of 
the  Constitution. 

In  the  ninth  line  of  Article  V  strike  out  the  words  "any  other  Dio- 
cese,** and  insert  the  words  '*  any  Missionary  District,  nor  by  the  junction 
of  any  two  or  more  Missionary  Districts  or  parts  of  Districts,  or  any 
existing  Diocese  '*;  and  in  the  thirteenth  line  strike  out  the  words  '*  as 
well  as,**  and  insert  after  the  word  "  concerned,**  the  words  "  and,  in  the 
case  of  a  Missionary  District  or  Districts,  of  the  Bishop  and  Convocation 
of  each,  and  in  no  case  without  the  consent," 

so  that  it  shall  read  as  follows : 

' '  No  new  Diocese  shall  be  formed  or  erected  within  the  licdts  of  any 
Missionary  District,  nor  by  the  junction  of  any  two  or  more  Missionary 
Districts  or  parts  of  Districts,  or  any  existing  Diocese,  nor  shall  any 
Diocese  be  formed  by  the  junction  of  two  or  more  Dioceses  or  parts  of 
Dioceses  or  Districts,  unless  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  and  Conven- 
tion of  each  of  the  Dioceses  concerned,  and,  in  the  case  of  a  Missionary 
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District  or  Districts,  of  the  Bishop  and  Convocation  of  each,  and  in  no 
case  without  the  consent  of  the  General  Convention,  and  such  consent 
shall  not  be  given  bj  the  General  Convention  until  it  has  satisfactory 
assurance  of  a  suitable  provision  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  in  the 
contemplated  Diocese.'* 

Fourth. — It  was  by  concurrent  action  of  the  two  Houses  of 
the  Convention  (vtrfif  Journal,  pages  140,  152,  313^314,  337), 

Resolved,  That  tJie  following  alteration  be  made  in  Article  V  of  the 
Constitution,  and  that  the  proposed  alteration  be  made  known  to  the 
several  Diocesan  Conventions,  in  order  that  the  same  may  be  finally 
agreed  to  or  ratified  at  the  next  General  Convention,  in  accordance  with 
tlie  provisions  of  Article  IX  of  the  Constitution. 

Add  at  the  doae  of  the  second  paragraph  the  following  words :  * '  and 
also  of  the  consent  to  the  erection  of  such  Diocese  of  a  majority  of  the 
parishes  or  congregations  in  union  with  the  Diocesan  Convention,  or  of 
the  parishes  or  congregations  Canonically  constituted  in  a  Missionary 
Disttict  within  the  territory  of  the  proposed  new  Diocese," 

SO  that  the  concluding  portion  of  the  second  paragraph  of 
Article  V,  as  thus  amended,  shall  read  as  follows  : 

**  and  such  consent  shall  not  be  given  by  the  General  Convention 
until  it  has  satisfactory  assurance  of  a  suitable  provision  for  the  support 
of  the  Episcopate  in  the  contemplated  new  Diocese  :  and  also  of  the  con- 
sent to  the  erection  of  such  Diocese  of  a  majority  of  the  parishes  or  con- 
gregations in  union  with  the  Diocesan  Convention,  or  of  the  parishes  or 
congregations  Canonically  constituted  in  a  Missionary  District  within  the 
territory  of  the  proposed  new  Diocese." 

Fifth. — It  was  by  concurrent  action  of  the  two  Houses  of

Resolved^  That  the  following  amendment  be  made  to  the  Constitn- 
tion,  and  that  the  proposed  amendment  be  made  known  to  the  several 
Dioceses  in  order  that  it  may  be  finally  agreed  to  and  ratified  in  the  next 
General  Convention,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Article  IX  of 
the  Constitution: 

Strike  out  the  Title  and  insert  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

' '  Constitutions  and  Canons  for  the  Government  of  that  Portion  of 
the  Catholic  Church  Known  in  Law  as  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  the  United  States  of  America;**  adding  thereto  the  sub-title  "Con- 
stitutions."

CONSTITUTIONS. 

I. 

Sbction  I.    There  shall  be  a  General  Convention  of  this  Ch 
consisting  of  the  House  of  Bishops  and  the  House  of  Deputies,  whi 
Houses  shall  sit  and  deliberate  separately,  and  in  all  deliberations 
dom  of  debate  shall  be  allowed.  Either  House  may  4»riginate  and 
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legislation,  bat  every  act  of  the  General  Convention  mast  be  adopted  by 
both  Houses,  and  be  certified  by  the  signatures  of  the  Presiding  Officer 
and  of  the  Secretary  of  each  House. 

Sec.  2.  Every  Bishop  of  this  Church,  having  jurisdiction,  every 
Bishop  Coadjutor,  and  every  Bishop  whose  resignation  of  jurisdiction 
shall  have  been  accepted,  shall  have  a  seat  and  a  vote  in  the  House  of 
Bishops.  A  majority  of  all  Bishops  entitled  to  vote,  exclusive  of  those 
who  have  resigned  their  jurisdictions,  and  those  who  are  Bishops  in 
foreign  lands,  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transac- 
tion of  business. 

Sec.  3.    The  Senior  Bishop  of  this  Church  in  the  order  of  consecra- 
tion, having  jurisdiction  within  the  United  States,  shall  be  the  Presiding 
Officer  of  the  House  of  Bishops.     He  shall  discharge  such  duties  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  the  Constitutions  and  Canons  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion, or,  for  its  own  needs  by  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  shall  hold  office 
for  life,  unless  he  resign  or  be  relieved  from  that  office  by  a  vote  of  a 
majority  of  the  Bishops  entitled  to  a  vote  in  the  House  of  Bishops. 

Sec.  4.  The  Church  in  each  Diocese  which  shall  have  been  admitted 
to  the  General  Convention  shall  be  entitled  to  be  represented  in  the  House 
of  Deputies  by  not  more  than  four  Presbyters,  Canonically  resident  in  the 
Diocese,  and  by  not  more  than  four  Laymen,  communicants  of  this 
^^nrch,  and  having  domicile  in  the  Diocese.  Each  Diocese  shall  pre- 
^nbe  the  manner  in  which  its  Deputies  shall  be  chosen. 

A  majority  of  the  Dioceses  entitled  to  representation  shall  be  repre* 
^Qted  by  Clerical  Deputies, and  also  a  majority  of  the  Dioceses  so  entitled 
^bal]  be  represented  by  Lay  Deputies,  to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
^nsaction  of  business.  The  absence  of  a  majority  of  the  Deputies  of 
^ther  Order  of  any  Diocese  shall  not  invalidate  the  representation  of 
*Uch  Diocese,  so  long  as  there  be  present  one  or  nfore  Deputies  of  either 
^"der.  If  any  Diocese  be  not  represented,  or  be  represented  in  one 
^<^er  only,  such  Diocese  shall  nevertheless  be  bound  by  the  acts  of  the 
^^neral  Convention. 

On  any  question  the  vote  of  the  majority  of  the  Deputies  present 
^^^All  suffice,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  these  Constitutions,  or  unless 
^«  Clerical  or  Lay  representation  from  any  Diocese  require  that  the  vote 
^  taken  by  Orders;  and  in  all  cases  of  a  vote  by  Orders  the  two  Orders 
sUall  vote  separately;  each  Diocese  having  one  vote  for  its  Clerical  and 
^ne  for  its  Lay  representation,  if  present;  and  the  concurrence  of  the 
^otcsof  the  two  Orders,  by  not  less  than  a  majority  in  each  Order  of  all  the 
^oceaes  represented  in  that  Order  at  the  time  of  the  vote,  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  constitute  a  vote  of  the  House;  Provided^  however,  that  if  it  shall 
appear  that  a  constitutional  quorum  of  the  House  has  not  voted,  the  Pre- 
siding Officer  shall  declare  that  there  has  been  no  vote  of  the  House;  and 
iQ  such  a  case  the  question  may  be  ag^in  put  to  the  House  when  a  quorum 
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shall  be  present,  at  any  time  before  the  final  adjoomment  of  the  Conven- 
tion then  in  session. 

Sec.  5.  In  either  House  any  number  less  than  a  qnoram  may 
adjourn  from  day  to  day.  Neither  House  during  the  session  of  the  Gen- 
eral Convention  shall  adjourn  without  the  consent  of  the  other  for  more 
than  three  days,  nor  to  any  place  other  than  that  in  which  the  Conven- 
tion shall  be  sitting. 

Sec.  6.  One  Clerical  and  one  Lay  Delegate  chosen  by  each  Mis- 
sionary District  of  this  Church,  or  by  a  Convocation  of  the  American 
Churches  in  Foreign  Lands,  convened  by  proper  Bcclesiastica]  Authority, 
shall  have  seats  in  the  House  of  Deputies,  subject  to  all  the  qualifications 
and  with  all  the  rights  of  Deputies  except  the  right  to  vote. 

Sec.  7.  The  General  Convention  shall  meet  in  every  third  year  on 
the  first  Wednesday  in  October,  unless  a  different  day  be  appointed  by  the 
preceding  Convention,  and  at  such  place  as  shall  have  been  determined 
on  by  the  Convention;  and  if  there  shall  appear  to  the  Presiding  Officer 
of  the  House  of  Bishops  sufficient  cause  for  changing  the  place  so 
appointed,  he  may  appoint  another  place  for  such  meeting.  Special 
meetings  may  be  called  in  accordance  with  Canonical  provisions  of  the 
Convention. 

Third, — It  was  by  concurrent  action  of  the  two  Houses  of 
the  Convention  {vide  Journal,  pages  87,  88,  138,  146, 305, 
306,  319,  327,  328,  332), 

Resolved,  That  the  following  amendment  be  made  to  the  Constita- 
tion,  and  that  the  proposed  amendment  be  made  known  to  the  several 
Dioceses  in  order  that  it  may  be  finally  agreed  to  and  ratified  in  the  nex^ 
General  Convention,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Article  IX  o^ 
the  Constitution. 

In  the  ninth  line  of  Article  V  strike  out  the  words  **  any  other  Dio- 
cese,'* and  insert  the  words  '*  any  Missionary  District,  nor  by  thejunctio^^ 
of  any  two  or  more  Missionary  Districts  or  parts  of  Districts,  or  atx  ^ 
existing  Diocese'*;  and  in  the  thirteenth  line  strike  out  the  words *' 0^ 
well  as,"  and  insert  after  the  word  **  concerned,*'  the  words  **  and,  in  tla* 
case  of  a  Missionary  District  or  Districts,  of  the  Bishop  and  Convocation 
of  each,  and  in  no  case  without  the  consent,'* 

SO  that  it  shall  read  as  follows : 

'*  No  new  Diocese  shall  be  formed  or  erected  within  the  licitsof  &nj 
Missionary  District,  nor  by  the  junction  of  any  two  or  more  Miasionsxy 
Districts  or  parts  of  Districts,  or  any  existing  Diocese,  nor  shall  BXiJ 
Diocese  be  formed  by  the  junction  of  two  or  more  Dioceses  or  parts  of 
Dioceses  or  Districts,  unless  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  and  Conven* 
tion  of  each  of  the  Dioceses  concerned,  and,  in  the  case  of  a  MissioaaiT 
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District  or  Districts^  of  the  Bishop  and  Convocation  of  each,  and  in  no 
case  without  the  consent  of  the  General  Convention,  and  snch  consent 
shall  not  be  given  by  the  General  Convention  nntil  it  has  satisfactory 
assurance  of  a  suitable  provision  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  in  the 
contemplated  Diocese.'' 

Fourth, — It  was  by  concurrent  action  of  the  two  Houses  of 
the  Convention  (vwfe  Journal,  pages  140,  152,  313^314,  337), 

Resolved^  That  the  following  alteration  be  made  in  Article  V  of  the 
CoDfltitution,  and  that  the  proposed  alteration  be  made  known  to  the 
several  Diocesan  Conventions,  in  order  that  the  same  may  be  finally 
Bgrreed  to  or  ratified  at  the  next  General  Convention,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Article  IX  of  the  Constitution. 

Add  at  the  close  of  the  second  paragraph  the  following  words :  *'  and 
also  of  the  consent  to  the  erection  of  such  Diocese  of  a  nuyority  of  the 
parishes  or  congregations  in  union  with  the  Diocesan  Convention,  or  of 
the  parishes  or  congregations  Canonically  constituted  in  a  Missionary 
Dialxict  within  the  territory  of  the  proposed  new  Diocese," 

so  that  the  concluding  portion  of  the  second  paragraph  of 
Article  V,  as  thus  amended,  shall  read  as  follows  : 

'*  and  such  consent  shall  not  be  given  by  the  General  Convention 
until  it  has  satisfactory  assurance  of  a  suitable  provision  for  the  support 
of  the  Bpiscopatein  the  contemplated  new  Diocese  :  and  also  of  the  con- 
sent to  the  erection  of  such  Diocese  of  a  majority  of  the  parishes  or  con- 
gregations in  union  with  the  Diocesan  Convention,  or  of  the  parishes  or 
congregations  Canonically  constituted  in  a  Missionary  District  within  the 
territory  of  the  proposed  new  Diocese." 

Fifth, — It  was  by  concurrent  action  of  the  two  Houses  of 
the  Convention  (wV;^  Journal,  pages  96,  128,  319,  327,  328), 

Resolved^  That  the  following  amendment  be  made  to  the*Constitu- 
tion,  and  that  the  proposed  amendment  be  made  known  to  the  several 
Dioceses,  in  order  that  it  may  be  finally  agreed  to  and  ratified  in  the  next 
General  Convention,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Article  IX  of 
the  Constitution. 

Add  to  Article  V  of  the  Constitution,  the  following,  to  wit:  '*Tbe 
C>e&eral  Convention  may  accept  a  cession  of  a  part  of  the  territorial  juris- 
diction of  a  Diocese  when  the  Bishop  and  Convention  of  such  Diocese 
^^  propose  sach  cession,  and  three-fourths  of  the  parishes  in  the  ceded 
territory,  and  also  the  same  proportion  of  the  parishes  within  the  remain- 
^g  territory,  shall  consent  thereto. ' ' 

10 
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Article  V  as  amended  by  the  third,  fourth  and  fifth  of  the 
foregoing  resolutions  will  read  as  follows  : 

A  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  any  of  the  United  States,  or  any 
Territory  thereof,  not  now  represented,  may,  at  any  time  hereafter,  be 
admitted  on  acceding  to  this  Constitution;  and  a  new  Diocese,  to  be 
formed  from  one  or  more  existing  Dioceses,  may  he  admitted  under  the 
following  restrictions,  viz. : — 

No  new  Diocese  shall  be  formed  or  erected  within  the  limits  of  any 
Missionary  District,  nor  by  the  junction  of  any  two  or  more  MiasioDary 
Districts,  or  parts  of  Districts,  or  any  existing  Diocese,  nor  shall  any 
Diocese  be  formed  by  the  junction  of  two  or  more  Dioceses,  or  parts  of 
Dioceses,  unless  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  and  Convention  of  each 
of  the  Dioceses  concerned,  and,  in  the  case  of  a  Missionary  District  or 
Districts,  of  the  Bishop  and  Convocation  of  each,  and  in  no  case  without 
the  consent  of  the  General  Convention,  and  such  consent  shall  not  be 
given  by  the  General  Convention  until  it  has  satisfactory  assurance  of  a 
suitable  provision  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  in  the  contemplated 
new  Diocese;  and  also  of  the  consent  to  the  erection  of  such  Diocese  of  a 
majority  of  the  parishes  or  congregations  in  union  with  the  Diocesan 
Convention,  or  of  the  parishes  or  congregations  Canonically  constituted 
in  a  Missionary  District  within  the  territory  of  the  proposed  new  Diocese. 

No  such  new  Diocese  shall  be  formed  which  shall  contain  less  than 
six  Parishes,  or  less  than  six  Presbyters  who  have  been  for  at  least  one  year 
Canonically  resident  within  the  bounds  of  such  new  Diocese,  regularly 
settled  in  a  Parish  or  Congregation,  and  qualified  to  vote  for  a  Bishop. 
Nor  shall  such  new  Diocese  be  formed  if  thereby  any  existing  Diocese  shall 
be  so  reduced  as  to  contain  less  than  twelve  Parishes,  or  less  than  twelve 
Presbyters  who  have  been  residing  therein  and  settled  and  qualified  as 
above  mentioned;  Provided^  that  no  city  shall  form  more  than  one  Diocese. 

In  case  one  Diocese  shall  be  divided  into  two  or  more  Dioceses,  th& 
Diocesan  of  the  Diocese  divided  may  elect  the  one  to  which  he  will  b^ 
attached,  and  shall  thereupon  become  the  Diocesan  thereof;  and  th^ 
Bishop  Coadjutor,  if  there  be  one,  may  elect  the  one  to  which  h^ 
will  be  attached;  and  if  it  be  not  the  one  elected  by  the  Bishop,  he  shalB 
be  the  Diocesan  thereof. 

Whenever  the  division  of  a  Diocese  into  two  or  more  Dioceses  shai. 
be  ratified  by  the  General  Convention,  each  of  the  Dioceses  shaU  be 
ject  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese  so  divided,  except  i 
local  circumstances  may  prevent,  until  the  same  may  be  altered  in  eithi 
Diocese  by  the  Convention  thereof.  And  whenever  a  Diocese  shall 
formed  out  of  two  or  more  existing  Dioceses,  the  new  Diocese  shall 
subject  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  that  one  of  the  said  existics.^ 
Dioceses  to  which  the  greater  number  of  Clergymen  shall  have  belong^^^c 
prior  to  the  erection  of  such  new  Diocese,  until  the  same  may  be  alter^^ 
by  the  Convention  of  the  new  Diocese. 
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The  General  Convention  may  accept  a  cession  of  a  part  of  the  terri- 
torial jurisdiction  of  a  Diocese  when  the  Bishop  and  Convention  of  such 
Diocese  shall  propose  such  cession,  and  three-fourths  of  the  parishes  in 
the  ceded  territory,  and  also  the  same  proportion  of  the  parishes  within 
the  remaining  territory,  shall  consent  thereto.

There  are  about  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  communi- 
cants known  to  the  present  Rector.  Some  additional  names 
found  upon  the  roll  he  has  been  unable  to  locate,  but  has  not  felt 
at  liberty  to  erase  them  from  the  record. 

In  the  spring  of  1892,  a  congregational  meeting  was  called 
to  consider  how  funds  should  be  raised  to  continue  services,  or 
decide  if  the  time  had  unfortunately  come  to  abandon  the 
Church  of  the  Atonement  for  want  of  proper  support.  The 
discussion  resulted  in  a  movement  to  secure  subscriptions  over 
and  above  the  pew  rental,  with  which  it  was  hoped  the  Church 
could  be  maintained  until  it  might  become  once  more  self-sup- 
porting. The  present  Rector  was  called  the  following  year  to 
carry  out  this  experiment.  Three  years*  work  has  demonstrated 
that  with  a  good  choir  and  well-ordered  services  very  excellent 
congregations  can  be  attracted,  but  without  adding  materially 
to  the  income.  The  old  members  of  the  congregation  remained, 
and  loyally  seconded  the  new  Rector.  In  the  three  years,  they 
have  g^ven  liberally  through  all  channels,  sustaining  the 
Church  and  all  Parish  auxiliaries,  besides  contributing  to  the 
general  charities  of  the  Church  and  Diocese.  The  improve- 
ments made  in  the  property  were  paid  for  without  in  any  way 
disturbing  the  other  resources  of  the  Parish,  or  increa^ng  the 
mortgage.  It  is  believed  that  no  other  Parish  has  given  more 
willingly  or  liberally,  but  at  the  end  of  the  three  years*  experi- 
ment, we  find  the  short  roll  of  liberal  contributors  reduced  by 
death,  or  removal  from  the  city  proper,  nearly  one-half.  Ont 
thing  remains,  the  ground  rent  and  the  interest  on  the  mort- 
gage, which,  under  the  circumstances,  is  an  intolerable  load. 
Seeing  that  we  could  not  secure  self  support,  we  have  oSered 
to  consolidate  with,  or  sell  to  a  stronger  corporation,  in  order 
to  perpetuate  the  work  needed  in  our  neighborhood,  but  in 
every  case  we  have  been  disappointed.  A  favorable  agreemeo^ 
to  sell  to  a  neighboring  Parish  was  nullified  by  the  objectio*^ 
of  a  sister  Church.     In  order  to  perpetuate  the  old  corporation 
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of  the  Church  the  Vestry,  without  a  dissenting  voice,  has  de- 
termined to  take  the  little  equity  remaining,  and  unite  its 
resources  with  those  of  St.  Paul's  Chapel,  at  Forty-seventh 
street  and  Kingsessing  avenue.  This  has  been  duly  approved 
by  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee.

It  would  be 
greatly  to  the  advantage  of  the  Church  if  the  lot  now  vacant, 
adjoining  the  Church,  could  be  secured  for  a  Parish  building, 
before  improvements  increased  its  value  or  prevented  its  pur- 
chase. 

The  Rector  handed  in  his  resignation  on  January  6,  to 
take  effect  on  May  10.  It  was  accepted  by  the  Vestry,  and  he 
was  unanimously  given  the  title  of  Rector  Emeritus  of  the 
Church  of  the  Messiah,  Philadelphia.

As  money  could  be  procured  to  secure  materials  a 
number  of  the  unemployed  of  the  Parish  have  been  given  work 
at  the  usual  wages  paid  mechanics,  while  a  large  part  of  the 
work  on  the  house  has  also  been  done  at  night  by  mechanics 
(regularly  employed  during  the  day  elsewhere),  giving  their 
time  and  labor  gratuitously.

tial ffen^f/j  of  success,  and  to  keep  out  of  the  ministry  those  who 
^"^  no  special  qualifications  for  the  work. 

The  work  of  securing  and  selecting  young  men  for  the 
^stry  devolves  upon  the  Secretary  a  heavy  correspondence, 
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the  writing  of  articles  for  the  press,  the  issuing  of  pamphlets 
and  tracts,  and  a  great  deal  of  special  preaching. 

Many  young  men  whom  we  look  oui^  encourage  anddired 
need  no  pecuniary  aid  beyond  that  which  their  relatives  and 
friends  supply  ;  others,  through  the  influence  of  the  Secretary, 
have  their  tuition  bills  remitted,   and  also  secure  aid  fix)ia 
College  funds. 

Publishing. — In  1886  the  Charter  was  amended  to  enable- 
the  Society  to  become  an  agent  for  **  the  distribution  of  Evan^ 
gelical  literature,*'  and  for  some  years  it  has  been  publishing^ 
and  distributing  freely  tracts  and  pamphlets,  and  supplying^ 
books  to  our  Missionary  Clergy.  Indeed,  it  has  become  th^ 
chief  agent  for  this  aggressive  work  in  our  Church. 

We  now  give  our  contributors  the  choice  of  agency  in  th^ 
one  great  work  of  preaching  the  Gospel  in  its  simplicity  and 
purity.  They  may  do  it  either  by  the  living  voice  or  the  ptinic^ 
page. 

New  Work. — In  1893  the  following  resolutions  were  passed  r 


Resolved^  That  the  Board  of  Managers.be  authorized  to  supply  bool 
to  women  who  are  expecting  to  become  deaconesses,  and  to  grant  sudi 
other  aid  as  may  be  consistent  with  our  charter. 

Resolved.  That  the  Board  of  Managers  have  power  to  aid  students 
who  are  pursuing  a  special  course  of  study  under  their  bishops  and  rectors 
in  the  mission  fields  at  home  and  abroad. 

This  last  resolution  contemplates  the  work  of  raising  up 
a  native  ministry  in  Africa,   China,    and  Japan,  as  well   as 
among  our  Indian   tribes  and    colored   people,  and  in    tbe 
distant  South  and  West.

To  the  middle  of  June,  at  St.  James*  Mission,  Eden,  Bucks 
County,  and  from  that  time  to  October,  at  St.  Peter's  Church, 
German  town,  during  the  absence  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Rumney. 

Since  October  he  has  held  regular  service  and  preached 
every  Sunday  afternoon  or  evening  in  St.  James*  Chapel,  Eden. 
During  the  year  there  were  baptized  4  adults  and  7  infants ; 
confirmed  5 ;  communicants,  present  number  21.  Systematic 
offerings  have  met  the  pledge  toward  stipend  and  for  current 
expenses.  Chapel  has  been  repaired  and  painted,  and  electric 
lights  introduced.  The  title  to  the  propert)'  is  in  the  Trustees 
of  the  Diocese. 

The  Missionary  has  been  restricted  and  limited  in  the  work 
by  reason  of  his  labors  being  confined  chiefly  to  visitations  and 
services  on  Sunday  afternoons,  and  necessarily  so  for  the  lack 
of  means  to  pay  traveling  expenses  at  other  times,  and  for  the 
purchase  of  books,  tracts,  etc. 

On  this  account,  apart  from  the  faithful  few  who  appre- 
ciate and  desire  the  privileges  which  the  Church  and  our 
services  afford,  the  interest  of  the  community  is  difficult  to 
awaken  and  the  growth  must  of  course  be  slow. 

More  means  at  command,  and  a  good  supply  of  Church 
literature,  together  with  a  stock  of  Prayer  Books  for  general 
distribution,  would  enable  house  to  house  visitation  and 
strengthen  the  hands  of  all  engaged  in  the  work. 

During  the  season  of  Lent,  in  addition  to  his  work  at  Eden, 
the  Missionary  assisted  the  Rev.  Dr.  Falkner  in  the  daily 
services  at  Christ  Church,  and  at  other  times  officiated  in 
Calvary  and  St.  Luke's  Churches,  Germantown. 

The  Sunday  School  at  Eden  is  in  good  condition,  having 
a  number  of  faithful  teachers,  and  an  attendance  of  50  or  60 
children.  Many  new  books  have  been  added  to  the  Library, 
which  have  become  an  attractive  feature  and  source  of  instruc- 
tion to  both  old  and  young.

During  the  year  then  finished  it  furnished  1 108  lodgings  to 
women  and  children,  and  a  permanent  home  to  6  old  women 
8384  meals  were  given  to  the  permanent  inmates,  2705  t 
lodgers,  2078  to  those  who  come  in  some  times  for  a  meal,  an< 
812  to  invalids.  This  work  was  done  at  a  total  cost  of  $1970.1 
leaving  a  balance  in  the  treasury  on  January  i,  1896,  of  $73. 
As  this  work  depends  almost  entirely  on  voluntary  su 
tions,  it  is  often  ver}-  much  restricted.

The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Hospital  of  the  Protesta.'Xil 
Episcopal  Church  in  Philadelphia  present  the  following  report 
of  its  condition  on  the  first  day  of  this  year,  and  of  its  opeara- 
tions  during  the  past  twelve  months : 

Two  thousand  four  hundred  and  ninety  patients  were 
admitted  during  the  year,  which,  with  2 10  remaining  from  1894^ 
makes  the  total  number  treated  2700,  of  whom  32  were  in  "the 
Memorial  House,  chronic  or  incurable  cases.     Of  this  number 
1579  were  cured,  555  improved,  96  discharged  unimproved,  238 
died,  and  232  remained,  of  whom  32  were  in  the  Memorial 
House. 

The  average  daily  number  under  treatment  was  225,  and 
30,609  patients  were  treated  in  the  Dispensaries,  a  daily  avierage 
of  305. 
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The  cost  of  maintenance  was  $106,720.74,  and  of  improve- 
ments and  repairs  $34,649.47. 

During  the  year  legacies  were  received  which  amounted  to 
$43,024.39.  Exclusive  of  these  the  receipts  were  $97,691.01. 
rixe  deficit  (about  $9000)  was  made  up  from  legacies  unre- 
stncted  in  their  application. 

The  large  sum  spent  for  improvements  was  for  completing 
ttLe  payments  on  the  **  Ing^rsoll  Memorial,'*  for  furnishing  the 
ssLzne,  for  surgical  appliances  in  the  operating  room,  for  equip- 
noient  of  the  older  wards  with  new  furniture,  and  for  new  ele- 
vators. 

The  Training  School  for  Nurses  has  been  increased  in 
numbers  to  51,  owing  to  the  larger  demands  upon  it  for  the 
ne^  Ward  ;  18  were  graduated  in  June  last. 

By  the  foregoing  report  it  will  be  manifest  that  the  growth 
of  the  Hospital  continues,  and  that  the  continued  support  of 
its  friends  is  needed  to  keep  pace  with  its  needs.  Especially  is 
a.11  increased  endowment  for  the  Harrison  Memorial  required  in 
order  that  the  beds  of  that  noble  charity  may  all  be  occupied.

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Since  the  last  annual  report  the  following  changes  liavt 
taken  place  at  the  missions  of  Convocation  : 

The  Rev.  Thomas  Dickinson  has  resigned  the  rectorship  oi 
the  Church  of  the  Advent,  Kennett  Square.  The  vestry  of 
that  Church  not  having  complied  with  the  provisions  of  Canon 
VIII,  Sec.  6,  as  adopted  by  the  last  Diocesan  Convention,  by 
waiving  the  right  to  elect  a  rector,  and  requesting  the  KAcp 
to  appoint  its  minister,  it  has  ceased  to  be  aided  from  the  Con- 
vocational  funds. 

The  Rev.  G.  L.  Bishop  has  ceased  to  be  missionary  at  the 
Mission  of  the  Good  Samaritan,  Paoli,  and  that  mission  is  now 
under  temporary  charge  of  the  Rev.  G.  A.  Keller,  Rector  of  St. 
David's  Church,  Radnor. 

St,  Luke's  Churchy  Chester,  has  voluntarily  relinquished  the 
aid  heretofore  received  from  Convocation,  and  has  become  a 
self-supporting  parish. 

Trinity  Mission,  Collin^dale,  has  been  placed  under  the 
charge  of  the  Rev.  E.  A.  Gernant,  Rector  of  Christ  Church* 
Ridley  Park,  who  has  been  assisted  by  the  Rev.  W.  A.  War- 
ner, deacon. 

The  new  mission  at  Swarthmore  has  been  organized  under 
the  name  of  Trinity  Mission,  and  the  Rev.  Fletcher  Clark  has 
been  appointed  missionary. 

St.  Stephen's  Mission,  Norwood,  under  charge  of  the  Re^- 
Julius  Gassauer,  has  been  admitted  as  a  mission  of  Convocatioi^' 

The  Woman's  Auxiliary  to  Convocation  has  contribute^ 
during  the  year  $350  for  much  needed  repairs  to  St.  Paul'  ^ 
Church,  West  Whiteland,  and  $50  to  the  Rectory  Fund  of  tb^^ 
Mission  of  the  Good  Samaritan,  Paoli. 

Three  stated  meetings  of  Convocation  have  been  held : 
May  28,  1895,  ^t  the  Church  of  the  Trinity,  Coatesville; 
October  8,  1895,  at  Christ  Church,  Ridley  Park  ;  and  on  Apr^ 
21,  1896,  at  St.  Mary's  Church,  Wayne.  To  the  great  regr^^ 
of  Convocation,  the  Dean,  the  Rev.  John  Bolton,  who  has  be^sfl 
the  presiding  officer  of  Convocation  since  its  organization  dev^s^* 
years  ago,  has  announced  his  intention  of  resigning  at  tl*^ 
close  of  the  present  Convocational  year.

St,  John  ike  Evangelist^  Lansdowne, — The  balance  of  $8io 
due  upon  the  mortgage  on  the  church  building  has  been  paid 
and  the  mortgage  satisfied. 

Trinity^  Collingdale. — ^The  condition  of  this  mission  is 
slowly  improving,  but  it  has  suflfered  by  the  removal  from  the 
neighborhood  of  some  of  its  most  faithful  workers. 

Ascension^  Parkesburg. — ^There  has  been  marked  growth 
and  the  outlook  is  encouraging.  Money  has  been  raised  to 
purchase  a  lot  and  build,  and  it  is  desired  that  a  missionary 
may  be  appointed  who  will  be  able  to  give  his  entire  time  to 
the  work  of  the  mission. 

Trinity  y  Swarihmore. — A  church  building  has  been  erected 
upon  a  well-situated  lot,  and  the  work  of  the  mission  has  been 
inaugurated  with  good  promise  of  future  growth. 

St,  Stephen's^  Norwood. — This  mission  is  now  firmly  es- 
tablished, and  a  lot  has  been  purchased  for  the  site  of  a  church 
building. 

Aided  Parishes.

The  missions  conducted  under  the  rectors  of  neighbor- 
ing parishes  at  Concord ville,  Cheyney,  Ithan  and  Todtownor 
Mill  Creek,  have  been  continued  with  encouraging  results.  At 
Ithan  a  frame  chapel  has  been  erected  and  furnished.  The 
work  at  these  points  is  of  a  character  truly  missionary,  although 
not  aided  by  Convocation.

Remarks. 

A  few  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  parishes  and  mis- 
nioii  stations  assisted  by  this  Convocation. 

1.  The  Church  of  the  Messiah,  Gwynedd,  having  waived 
it8  right  to  elect  a  rector,  and  having  requested  the  Bishop  to 
appoint  its  minister,  is  now  under  the  charge  of  the  Rev.  John 
H.  Converse,  who  reports  an  increased  attendance  in  Churcb 
and  Sunday  School.     The  rectory   has  been  improved,  aad 
additions  have  been  made  to  the  chancel  furniture.    The  mi5- 
nionary  in  charge  is  encouraged  by  the  outlook. 

2.  Holy  Trinity  Church,  Lansdale,  the  Rev.  W.  H.  Cav^' 
nagh,  missionary  in  charge,  is  in  a  prosperous  state.  TJ^^ 
congregations  have  largely  increased.     The  average  attendan^^ 
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in  Sunday  School  is  120.     And  a  goodly  class  for  confirmation 
awaits  the  Bishop's  visitation. 

3.  Advent  Mission,  Hatboro,  the  Rev.  H.  F.  Auld,  mis- 
sionary, after  paying  its  ordinary  expenses,  has  been  able  to 
set  aside  $120  toward  its  church  building  fund.  A  larger  num- 
ber of  services  have  been  held  than  in  any  past  year,  and  there 
has  been  an  increase  in  the  congregations  attending. 

4.  St.  James'  Church,  Lower  Providence,  the  Rev.  A.  J. 
Barrow,  rector,  has  thirty  communicants  and  sixty  scholars  in 
its  Sunday  School.  Services  are  held  regularly.  The  pros- 
pects for  immediate  growth  are  not  bright. 

5.  Epiphany  Mission,  Royersford,  under  the  same  untiring 

clergyman,  has  a  small  band  of  fervent  and  devoted  workers 

who  look  with  hopefulness  upon  the  future.    The  foundation 

walls  for  the  new  chapel  were  built  last  autumn,  and  it  is 

expected  that  the  superstructure  will  be  completed  before  the 

close  of  the  present  season.     Individuals  and  parishes  in  the 

Convocation  have  contributed  nearly  $1300  to  the  building 

fond,  and  the  Advent  collection,  from  the  Sunday  Schools  of 

the  Diocese,  amounting  to  about  the  same  sum,  have  been 

devoted  to  the  same  worthy  object.    The  chapel  will  cost  not 

fcr  from  $4000. 

Not  less  worthy  of  mention  is  the  work  carried  on  within 
the  bounds  of  the  Convocation  through  parish  or  other  agencies. 

1.  The  Church  of  Our  Saviour,  Jenkintown,  is  now  en- 
S&ged  in  erecting  in  that  part  of  its  parish  known  as  Wyncote 
a  comely  and  spacious  church  at  a  cost  of  not  less  than  $15,000. 
It  is  named  All  Hallows'  Chapel.  It  will  seat  about  300  per- 
sons, and  has  been  so  designed  that  it  can  be  enlarged  without 
if^t  cost.  The  **  Church  will  be  of  graystone  finish,  inside 
''rfout,  with  tile  floors  and  hard- wood  pews."  A  large  and 
^liable  organ  has  been  contributed  by  one  of  the  generous 
Jaembers  of  the  chapel.  The  Rev.  Alfred  J.  P.  McClure, 
assistant  minister  of  the  parish,  has  special  charge  of  All  Hal- 
lows. 

2.  At  Rockledge  (Memorial  Church  of  the  Holy  Nativity), 
^rtiere  there  is  now  a  substantial  chapel,  there  will  be  erected, 
ui  the  near  future,  a  stately  church,  at  a  cost  of  about  $30,000, 
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provision  to  this  effect  having  been  made  in  the  will  of  the  late 
R.  W.  Ryerss,  Esq.  An  adequate  endowment  has  also  been 
provided, 

3.  All  Saints'  Chapel,  a  part  of  St  John's  parish,  Nonis- 
town,  is  now  constructing  an  addition  which  will  be  used  as  an 
organ  chamber  and  a  bell  tower.  The  cost  will  be  from  $1000  to 
$1200.    The  whole  work  is  thriving. 

4.  Holy  Trinity  Mission  in  East  Norristown  is  now  pro- 
vided with  its  own  mission  room  or  chapel.  Formerly  an 
'*  upper  room  was  rented."  A  flourishing  Sunday  School  has 
been  gathered,  and  a  service  is  held  every  Sunday  afternoon. 

5.  At  Ambler,  where  there  are  forty  communicants,  ser- 
vices were  held  throughout  the  season  of  Lent  by  the  rector  of 
St.  Thomas',  Whitemarsh.  The  spiritual  interests  of  oor 
people  are  in  good  hands,  and  doubtless  Ambler  will,  in  a  few 
years,  rejoice  in  the  possession  of  a  chapel  of  its  own.

Legislative  acts  of  recent  conventions  of  this  Diocese  mat* 
rially  affect  the  practical  work  of  our  Convocation  and  neces^ 
tate  changes  in  its  administration.     Every  missionary  who 
not  a  rector  of  an  organized  parish,  and  whose  whole  time 
required  for  his  assigned  work,  is  entitled  to  receive  the  equiv 
lent  of  $1000.    At  the  last  convention  it  was  enacted  that  a 
parishes  which  receive  missionary  aid  shall  temporarily  wai^ 
the  right  to  elect  a  rector,  and  shall  be  placed  in  charge  of 
missionary  appointed  by  the  Bishop.     The  combined  effect 
these  provisions  is  beginning  to  be  felt  in  our  Convocation,  ai 
owing  to  recent  resignations  of  rectors  we  are  called  upon 
increase  the  salaries  of  our  missionaries  in  order  to  meet  the 
requirements.    This  involves  a  considerable  increase  of  expc 
diture,  and  as  the  appropriation  made  to  us  by  the  Board 
Missions  is  already  insufficient,  and  is  not  likely  to  be  increase 
the  Convocation  must  consider  and  decide  how  to  meet  tl 
emergency.     It  would  be  a  hardship  and  spiritual  loss  to  do 
any  of  our  missions;  it  may  be  necessary  and  practicable 
group  some  of  them,  so  as  to  unite  the  stipends,  deihandi: 
more  work  of  the  missionaries  so  as  to  secure  for  them  t 
required  support. 

Another  subject  demanding  the  attention  of  the  Convo 
tion  is  to  provide  for  the  prompt  payment  of  its  appropriatioi 
Many  of  our  parishes  take  their  collections  for  Diocesan  M 
sions  late  in  the  Church  year,  so  that  the  treasury  is  not  pi 
pared  to  pay  the  salaries  as  they  become  due,  requiring  eith 
that  the  missionaries  must  be  kept  waiting,  which  involv 
hardship,  or  that  the  money  must  be  borrowed.  This  1: 
caused  much  inconvenience  during  the  past  year.  So: 
method  should  be  devised  to  relieve  this  embarrassment,  whi 
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because  of  largely  increased  expenses,  threatens  to  be  much 
greater  in  the  coming  year  than  it  has  been  in  the  past.  The 
parishes  may  be  able  to  take  their  collections  earlier  in  the  year, 
and  to  remit  promptly  what  they  may  have  in  hand  for  this 
object,  without  waiting  for  the  whole  apportionment  to  be 
raised. 

Attention  should  be  given  also  to  the  fact  that  all  the  funds 
no^r  received  are  insufficient  to  support  existing  missions,  so 
tha^  no  new  or  aggressive  work  can  be  undertaken  without 
incineased  appropriations. 

Our  general  missionary  for  Bucks  County  was  forced  by 
illness  to  resign  his  position  and  to  withdraw  from  the  work  at  the 
beginning  of  this  year.     We  are  glad  that  he  has  so  far  recov- 
ered his  health  as  to  be  appointed  missionary  at  Centreville, 
from  February   i,  and  to  add  the  charge  of  the  mission  at 
Centre  Hill  from  April  i.     It  is,  however,  doubtful  whether 
bis  broken  health  will  enable  him  to  continue  this  work.     As 
no  general  missionary  was  appointed  to  succeed  him,  it  has 
been  difficult  to  administer  efficiently  and  satisfactorily  the 
missions  which  were  under  his  care.     The  Dean  and  other 
members  of  the  Faculty  of  the  Divinity  School  of  Philadelphia 
bave  kindly  rendered  gratuitous  and  valuable  service  in  this 
fidd,  visiting  the  missions  on  Sundays  to  preach  and  administer 
Sacraments,  thus  supplementing  the  laborsof  Mr.  H.  R.  Hulse, 
acandidate  for  orders  and  a  student  in  the  school,  who  as  lay 
i^er  has  shown  remarkable  earnestness  and  wisely  directed 
energy  in  supplying  and  conducting  these  missions.     As  he 
will  graduate  and  be  ordained  in  June,  some  other  provision 
must  be  made  for  the  care  of  these  missions.     The  co-operation 
rf  the  professors  of  the  Divinity  School  in  this  work  has  re- 
cited in  a  two-fold  benefit;  on  the  one  hand  it  has  secured  for 
the  missions  better  teaching  and  preaching  than  they  could 
otherwise  expect  to  have,  and  on  the  other  hand  it  has  helped 
to  bring  the  school  into  closer  touch  with  the  missionary  work 
of  the  Diocese. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Convocation,  acting  as  missionary  in 

charge  of  St  James'  Chapel,  Eden,  by  giving  much  time  and 

cflbrt  succeeded  in  clearing  the  involved  titles  to  the  mission 

property  at  Eden  and  at  Bensakm.     These  two  lots,  with  the 
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buildings  on  them,  after  being  for  many  years  a  matter  o: 
dispute  and  anxiety,  are  now  deeded  to  the  Trustees  of  th< 
Diocese  and  held  by  them  for  the  use  of  the  Church. 

The  Rev.  L.  H.  Jackson,  who  for  three  years  labom 
faithfully  at  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Yardley,  and  in  the  missioi 
at  Dolington,  resigned  the  charge  at  the  end  of  December,  bai 
at  the  request  of  your  presiding  officer  continued  in  the  worl 
until  the  middle  of  February.  St.  Andrew's,  Yardley,  is  stil 
vacant.  The  mission  at  Dolington  has  been  placed  under  thi 
charge  of  the  Rev.  Edward  Ritchie,  rector  of  St.  Luke's  Church 
Newtown,  who  has  undertaken  this  work  without  receiving 
from  the  Convocation  even  an  allowance  for  necessary  expenses 
The  Convocation  cannot  make  any  appropriation  through  hin 
for  this  work  while  his  parish  receives  aid  fix>m  the  Sustenta 
tion  Fund. 

The  Rev.  William  A.  White,  yielding  to  physical  infinni 
ties  with  which  he  has  bravely  struggled  in  his  work  for  soom 
years,  has  resigned  the  charge  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Inno 
cents,  Tacony,  which  is  now  vacant.  This  parish  now  appeah 
to  our  Convocation  for  an  increase  of  appropriation,  asking  Ibi 
$300,  in  order  to  enable  it  to  comply  with  Canon  VIII,  requir 
ing  it  to  pay  its  minister  $800,  with  the  use  of  a  rectory.  This 
missionary  parish  suffers  a  disadvantage  in  being  separated,  by 
the  railroad,  from  the  population  from  which  it  must  draw  a 
congregation.  It  cannot  be  successful  and  self-supporting  till 
it  has  either  a  church  edifice  or  a  parish  building  on  the  side  oi 
the  road  where  the  population  is  gathering  and  the  town  is 
rapidly  growing. 

The  Archdeacon  of  the  Diocese  has  visited  the  missions  oi 
our  Convocation  and  has  expressed  pleasure  in  the  evidences 
which  he  has  seen  of  the  interest  and  energy  of  its  missionary 
work.

■.tributes  annually  $300,  reports:  **The  past  year  at  St. 
i.n  Chrysostom's  has  been  one  of  progress.  The  increased 
endance  on  the  services  is  especially  noticeable.  The  con- 
tf[ations  all  day  on  Easter  were  larger  than  ever  before. 
Lthin  a  year  a  debt  of  $1430  has  been  paid  off,  and  the  fund 
*  finishing  the  building  in  pledges  and  cash  is  over  $3000. 
icre  is  no  doubt  now  but  that  St.  John  Chrysostom  will 
come  a  self-supporting  parish  in  the  near  future,  when  its 
urch  edifice  shall  have  been  built." 

The  Mission  of  St.  John  the  Divine,  at  Twenty-second  and 
iintingdon  streets,  is  somewhat  hampered  by  the  uncertainty 
tending  its  immediate  neighbor,  the  Municipal  Hospital, 
ending  that  uncertainty,  as  to  whether  the  Hospital  will  be 
naoved  to  another  location  or  not,  the  work  there,  now  in 
large  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Silvester,  is  being  conducted  by  a  lay- 
an  of  his  parish,  Mr.  W.  Frank  Riber.  The  following  items 
'  his  report  for  the  past  four  months  show  how  successful 
ive  been  his  efforts,  it  being  remembered  that  the  mission  is 
cated  in  the  midst  of  a  sparse  and  very  poor  population.

ig.  Catechising  has  been  regular  and  attended  with  good 
stilts.  The  singing  is  very  good,  and  more  time  is  devoted 
^lit  than  heretofore,  and  with  wholesome  effect.  Under  a  lay- 
Oder's  license,  public  worship  has  been  conducted,  with  an 
^erage  attendance  of  52  persons.  The  Mothers'  Meeting  has 
^en  reorganized,  in  which  much  interest  has  been  awakened, 
^t  attendance  being  18.  A  Kindergarten  has  been  established, 
^th  an  attendance  of  26.  The  sick  have  been  visited  and 
>tber  visitations  made.  Six  baptisms  have  been  administered 
'>y  the  clergy  of  the  Church  of  the  Advocate. '  * 
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These  items  have  been  spread  out  so  fixlly,  and  more  might 
be  added,  to  show  how  much  may  be  accomplished  by  a  bj- 
man  whose  heart  is  in  the  work,  but  whose  time  is  very  largdj 
occupied  by  the  duties  of  an  important  and  responsible  posi- 
tion— to  whom  all  praise,  we  think,  is  due,  and  this  honoraUe 
mention  of  his  work.

The  situation  of  the  missionary  work  in  the  Southeast 
Convocation  is  to-day  fully  fift}*^  per  cent  worse  than  a  yea-^ 
ago  so  far  as  concerns  our  ability  to  cope  with  the  fivefold 
problems  that  are  facing  us  and  demanding  solution — failinS 
in  which  means  extermination  to  the  Church  itself  in  Southeast 
Philadelphia. 

Problem  No.  i. — More  Jews  than  ever  before  are  dweUiag 
within  our  limits ;  but  the  means  are  sadly  insufficient  to  carry 
on  the  work  of  our  Church  under  Mr.  Max  Green,  at  No.  737 
South  Ninth  street,  as  it  should  be  supported  and  extended. 

Problem  No.  2. — More  Italians,  by  several  thousands,  thax* 
a  year  ago  (who  worship  nowhere)  are  now  domiciled  in  Little 
Italy,  and  yet  we  have  received  but  a  second-hand  support  for 
the  magniiScent  labors  of  the  Rev.  M.  Zara.  Where  he  no^W 
labors  alone  we  could  splendidly  employ  three  clergymen  were 
the  means  forthcoming  for  their  support. 

Problem  No.  3. — While  the  colored  population  within  the 
limits  of  Convocation  is  decreasing,  it  is  at  the  same  tinx^ 
rapidly  spreading  and  multiplying  west  of  Broad  street  and  "to 
the  southward.  The  need  of  some  sort  of  co-operation  between 
the  two  Convocations  in  regard  to  these  thirty  thousand  people 
is  plainly  a  duty — but  up  to  date  we  are  doing  comparatively 
nothing  to  what  the  emergency  seems  to  demand. 

Problem  No.  4. — As  to  Church  extension  at  Snyder  A've- 
nue  Mission  we  have  had  plans  and  speeches  in  abundance,  l>tit 
substantial  contributions  are  yet  needed  urgently.     The  church 
should  be  built  this  summer.     We  need  $25,000  in  hand  ere 
the  cornerstone  can  be  laid. 

Problem  No.  5. — Concerns  church  consolidation.    We  see 
several  localities  where  such  a  concentration  of  work  wouW 
result  in  a  vast  improvement  in  the  situation  and  with  prospects 
for  vigorous  missionary  effort.     But  this  fivefold  problem  of 
the  Southeast  Convocation  is  no  nearer  solution  than  twelve 
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months  ago.  Christian  men  and  women  must  be  willing  to 
•cross  Broad  street  and  Walnut  street  and  help  us,  if  this  real 
missionary  jurisdiction  of  Southeast  Philadelphia  is  to  be  pos- 
sessed for  the  Church  of  Christ.

REPORT  OF  MISSIONARY. 


3  THE  Right  Reverend  O.  W.  Whitaker,  D.  D.,  Bishop 
OP  Pennsylvania. 

Right  Reverend  and  Dear  Sir: — The  results  of  another 
5ar*s  work  confirm  the  progress  heretofore  reported  in  the 
Sssion  to  the  Deaf,  and  it  is  with  feelings  of  much  encourage- 
ient  that  I  report  the  details  thereof.  The  operation  of  a 
Mission  like  ours  is,  in  general,  the  same  from  year  to  year; 
id  the  standards  vary  by  which  its  success  may  be  judged, 
^any  of  its  results  are  known  only  to  Him  who  is  omniscient; 
at  statistics  form  a  basis  for  judgment,  and  these  show,  as  far 
\  they  can,  that  the  work  is  in  a  very  flourishing  condition. 

Philadelphia  has  continued  the  headquarters  of  the  Mis- 
on  and  its  principal  field  in  this  Diocese.  Considerable  work 
as  also  been  done  in  the  neighboring  Dioceses  of  Central 
ennsylvania.  New  Jersey,  Delaware,  Maryland  and  Washing- 
>n.  I  also  exchanged  twice  with  Rev.  Dr.  Gallaudet,  of  New 
•ork;  took  part  in  the  ordination  to  the  priesthood  of  Rev. 
'.  0.  Dantzer,  of  the  C.  and  W.  N.  Y.  Mission  at  Watertown 
ast  May,  and  held  a  service  at  Rome;  said  (orally)  the  closing 
)rayer  and  benediction  at  the  Annual  Presentation  Day  Exer- 
^  of  Gallaudet  College  for  the  Deaf,  Washington,  on  which 
t^ccasion  I  was  honored  with  the  degree  of  M.  A.;  preached 
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twice  in  Dublin;  and  celebrated  Holy  Communion  (orally) at 
St.  Luke's  Chapel,  Paris.  I  have  had  the  assistance  at  various 
points,  during  the  year,  of  Rev.  Dr.  Gallaudet  and  Rev.  John 
Chamberlain,  of  New  York;  Rev.  A.  W.  Mann,  of  the  West- 
em  Mission;  and  Rev.  C.  O.  Dantzer,  of  Central  and  Western 
New  York.

Mission.     In  this  connection,  I  desire  to  say  that  Dr.  Crouter 
and  his  associates  have  always  shown  a  kindly  interest  in  the 
work  and  helped  it  in  every  possible  way.     We  are  also  most 
grateful  to  the  ladies  of  Holy  Trinity  Parish  for  Christmas  gifts 
to  the  Bible  Class  at  Mt.  Airy  and  the  children  of  deaf  mute 
parents  at  All  Souls',  and  to  the  following  generous  minded 
contributors  toward  the  cost  of  the  new  pews  placed  in  the 
Church  some  time  ago:  Mrs.  W.  B.  Stevens,  Mrs.  Woodward, 
Mrs.  H.  P.  Conover,  Mrs.  Welsh,  Mrs.  Oakes,  Mrs.  Mitchell.

Through  the  generosity  of  friends,  I  was  enabled  to  visit 
Europe  for  the  third  time  last  summer.  The  primary  object 
was  to  consult  eminent  German  specialists  with  the  view  cJ 
relieving  my  infirmity.     Although  the  hopes  entertained  by

J  good  friends  were  not  realized,  I  had  the  benefit  of  thor- 
gh  rest,  and  learned  much  of  the  conditions  surrounding  the 
es  of  the  deaf  abroad,  their  education,  and,  especially,  the 
ovision  made  for  their  religious  instruction  and  pastoral  care 
t  of  school.  Nearly  every  large  city  or  town  in  Continental 
irope  has  some  provision  by  the  established  Church  for  spir- 
lal  ministration  to  the  deaf,  and  with  wholesome  results. 
lere  are  numerous  secular  and  benevolent  societies,  some  of 
lidi  possess  buildings  adapted  to  their  needs ;  but  there  is 
^thing  like  our  organized  Mission.  Owing  to  the  suspension 
services  during  the  summer,  I  had  no  opportunity  of  wit- 
ssing  or  participating  in  services  for  the  deaf  on  the  conti- 
mt 

While  in  Paris,  at  the  request  of  Rev.  S.  P.  Kelly,  for- 
lerly  of  this  Diocese,  I  administered  Holy  Communion  at  St. 
fUke's  Chapel,  reading  the  service  orally  (and  for  the  first 
ime  in  public).  A  subsequent  invitation  from  Rev.  Dr.  Morgan 
D  officiate  at  Holy  Trinity  on  the  Feast  of  the  Transfiguration 
eached  me  too  late  for  acceptance.  A  pleasing  incident  fol- 
owing  upon  my  return  home  was  an  offering  of  $12  from 
3t.  Luke's  for  All  Souls'  Church. 

I  attended  the  Congress  of  the  British  Deaf  and  Dumb 
Association  at  Dublin,  in  August,  meeting  Rev.  Dr.  Gallaudet, 
of  New  York,  there,  also  many  of  the  Missionaries  to  the  deaf 
in  Great  Britain,  from  associating  with  whom  I  derived  much 
pleasure  and  profit.  By  request  I  gave  some  account  of  the 
work,  and  preached  twice  before  the  Congress. 

In  London,  I  visited  St.  Saviour's  Church  for  the  Deaf, 
and  was  most  hospitably  entertained  by  the  Resident  Chaplain, 
the  Rev.  P.  W.  Gilby.  I  also  visited  the  Mission  Hall  for  the 
Deaf,  in  Belfast,  and  the  Institute  for  the  Adult  Deaf  and  Dumb 
of  Glasgow.  The  latter  is  a  splendid  building,  recently  erected 
at  a  cost  of  nearly  $60,000,  and  admirably  adapted  to  the  needs 
of  the  deaf.  I  can  wish  for  nothing  better  for  our  work  here 
than  a  Parish  house  modeled  after  the  Glasgow  Institute. 
iTear  by  year  our  need  of  such  a  building  becomes  more  and 
lore  urgent.  $10,000  will  provide  it.  Shall  we  have  it  f  All 
ie  large  English  cities,  and  many  of  the  smaller  ones — Lon- 
OT,    Liverpool,   Glasgow,    Edinburgh,    Leeds,    Manchester, 
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Bradford,  Belfast,  Southampton — all  have  their  well-ec 
buildings  for  the  temporal  as  well  as  the  spiritual  welfar 
deaf  and  dumb,  while  there  is  not  one  of  the  kind  in  th< 
United  States,  although  our  deaf  mute  population  i 
times  that  of  Great  Britain  ! 

During  my  absence  abroad,  the  services  at  All  Soi 
other  details  of  the  work  were  maintained  by  the  Lay  B 
Messrs.  O.  J.  Whildin  and  M.  C.  Fortescue.  Mr.  "V^ 
who  became  a  Candidate  for  Orders  and  entered  the  I 
School  last  fall,  has  served  acceptably  as  Lay  As^stan 
Souls'.  The  Guild  has  appropriated  $50  as  his  stipend 
year.  This  is  a  small  sum  to  offer  for  the  service  re 
but  it  is  all  that  our  limited  resources  allow. 

Thankful  for  all  the  success  of  the  past  and  with 
ful  trust  in  the  future,  this  report  is  submitted.

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The  Committee  appointed  under  the  above  resolution 
respectfully  reports  that  it  has  given  to  the  subjects  com- 
mitted to  it  most  careful  consideration,  and  begs  to  submit  to 
the  Convention  its  conclusions,  which  are  unanimous.  The 
Coxntnittee  offers  the  following  :

Sec.  6.  If  any  of  the  Churches  mentioned  in  Section  3 
without  a  Rector,  service  of  the  petition  and  notice  upon  1

The  Conlmittee  does  not  at  this  time  deem  it  necessary 
make  an  argument  in  support  of  the  changes  proposed,  1 
simply  to  point  them  out.  The  present  canon  views  the  foi 
ing  of  a  new  Parish,  and  the  change  of  site  of  an  exist! 
Church,  from  a  purely  congregational  standpoint.  The  cons* 
of  the  three  nearest  Rectors  must  be  obtained.  If  they  g 
consent,  the  matter  ends  there;  if  they  disagree,  an  appeal 
taken  to  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee.  As  the  cat 
now  stands,  the  Bishop  may  refuse  his  consent  if  the  Standi 
Committee  advise  him  to  consent,  but  he  cannot  consent  if 
Standing  Committee  advise  him  to  withhold  consent.  1 
new  canon  is  constructed  on  Diocesan  lines.  If  adopted,  it  \ 
not  be  in  the  power  of  a  Church  (the  three  adjoining  Rect 
consenting)  to  establish  itself  anywhere  it  may  choose.  1 
Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese  will  have  to  give  cons 
in  the  first  instance.  The  new  canon  provides  for  a  petition 
the  Bishop.  Notice  is  to  be  given  to  the  three  nearest  Rect 
and  Vestries.  A  hearing  is  provided  for,  and  the  Standing  Co 
mittee  advises  the  Bishop,  which  advice  he  may  or  may  not 
guided  by  in  making  a  decision.  The  decision  is  to  be  ] 
own  act. 
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The  canon  also  makes  suitable  provision  for  preventing  the 
claa.x2ge  of  location  of  a  Church  without  the  knowledge  of  the 
con  ^pregation .

Territory  not  assigned  to  any  particular  Parish  or  Mission

Nothing  in  this  section,  nor  in  any  action  that  may  be 
^ken  thereunder,  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  any 
^^rgyman  from  o£Sciating  in  any  way  not  forbidden  by  the 
^Uons  of  the  General  Convention  or  of  this  Diocese. 

The  object  of  this  canon  may  be  stated  in  a  word,  viz.,  to

Canon  XX. 

OF  THE   ALIENATION   AND   ABANDONMENT  OF  CHURCH 

PROPERTY. 

Section  i  .  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  corporate  authori- 
ties or  trustees  of  any  Congregation  or  Parish  in  this  Diocese 
to  incumber  or  alienate  any  Church  or  Chapel,  or  to  suffer  the 
same  to  be  alienated,  removed,  taken  down,  or  otherwise  dis- 
posed of  without  the  previous  consent  of  the  Bishop,  acting 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  President  and  Lay  Members 
of  the  Standing  Committee. 

Sec.  2.  When  any  Parish  shall  desire  wholly  to  abandon  a 
district  in  which  it  has  been  Canonically  established,  and  does 
not  propose  to  remove  to  any  other  district  in  which  its  con- 
gregation can  continue  to  be  connected  with  it,  such  Parish 
shall  make  its  desire  known  to  the  Bishop,  and  shall  submit 
to  him  a  statement  in  writing  of  the  reasons  for  the  proposed 
abandonment. 

Sec.  3.  If  the  Bishop  shall  decide  that  the  district  in 
which  the  Church  is  situated  ought  not  to  be  abandoned,  the 
Parish  may  be  adopted  as  a  Mission  Station,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  Canon  VIII,  Section  7. 

Sec.  4.  If  the  Bishop  shall  decide  that  the  reasons  for 
abandoning  the  district  are  sufficient,  or  in  case  he  shall  decide 
to  the  contrar}^  and  no  means  of  supporting  the  services  of 
the  Church  can  be  obtained,  or  in  case  the  Vestry  of  said 
Church  shall  decline  to  accept  the  provisions  of  Canon  VIII, 
Section  7,  then  the  Bishop,  acting  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  President  and  Lay  Members  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
may  consent  to  a  sale  of  the  property  of  the  Parish:  Provided^ 
however.  That  such  consent  shall  not  be  given  without  suf- 
ficient security  that  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  shall  be  applied  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  fulfill  the  moral  and  legal  obligatiQns  of 
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e     Vestry  as  trustees  of  a  congregation  of  the  Protestant 
>iscopal  Church. 

As  to  this  canon,  it  may  be  observed,  that  we  now  have  a 
non  providing  that  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  Church  or 
Lirishto  encumber  or  alienate  or  cause  to  be  removed  or  taken 
or  otherwise  disposed' of,  for  any  unhallowed,  worldly,  or 
mon  use,  any  consecrated  Church  or  Chapel  without  the 
e  vious  consent  of  the  Bishop  and  Lay  Members  of  the  Stand- 
ee  Committee. 

The  suggested  canon  makes  this  apply  to  unconsecrated  as 
-11  as  consecrated  Churches  or  Chapels.  The  proposed  sec- 
>ns,  which  are  self-explanatory,  are  aimed  at  a  new  evil 
tiich  has  lately  arisen  in  the  Diocese,  and  is  likely  to  grow 
iless  some  legislation  to  regulate  it  is  enacted.  With  this 
ief  explanation  the  Committee  presents  the  result  of  its 
t>ors  to  the  Convention  and  asks  that  it  be  discharged.

L  ZAotice  to  said  Rectors  and  Vestries  to  appear  before  the 
^islixop  and  Standing  Committee  at  a  time  named  by  the  Bishop, 
io^  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  thirty  days  from  the  service 
>f  s«aid  notice,  and  show  cause,  if  any  they  have,  why  the 
?ra.yer  of  the  petition  snould  not  be  granted. 

Sec.  4.  Notice  similar  to  that  provided  for  in  Section  3 
tnay  be  given  by  the  Bishop  to  any  Rector  or  Minister  in  charge 
^f  3.  Congregation,  or  Vestry  or  Board  of  Trustees,  whose  inter- 
ests he  may  consider  likely  to  be  affected  should  the  prayer  of 
the  petition  be  granted. 

Sbc.  5.  At  the  time  named  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Com- 
*>iittee  shall  hear  any  person  or  persons  who  may  desire  to  be 
heard  either  for  or  against  said  petition.    Within   ten  days 
^fter  the  hearing,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  advise  the 
Bishop  of  its  opinion  in  the  premises  and  the  reason  or  reasons 
^pon  which  the  same  is  based,  and  as  soon  as  may  be  there- 
after the  Bishop  shall  either  grant  or  refuse  the  prayer  of  said 
Petition  and  file  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  his  de- 
^sion  in  writing. 

Sbc.  6.  If  any  of  the  Churches  mentioned  in  Section  3  be 
^thout  a  Rector,  service  of  the  petition  and  notice  upon  the 
Secretary  of  the  Vestry  of  said  Church  shall  be  sufficient. 

Amendments  to  Canon  VIII. 

Sbc.  5.  Bach  Convocation,  acting  with  the  approval  of 

ttie  Bishop,  may  assign  to  each  Parish  or  Mission  within  its 

^^VHuids  a  definite  portion  of  territory  for  missionary  and  chari- 

^bk  work;  and  each  Parish  and  Mission  shall  then  be  deemed 

^"^^Kmsible  fior  such  work  within  its   proper  territory.     The 
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same  portion  of  territory  may  be  assigned  to  two  or  more 
Parishes  or  Missions  in  common:  Provided^  That  no  portion  of 
territory  shall  be  assigned  to  any  organized  Parish  without  the 
assent  of  its  Rector.  And  provided  further^  That  no  Parish  shall 
be  separated  from  any  of  its  Missions  as  now  established. 

Each  Convocation,  acting  with  the  approval  of  the  Bishop, 
shall  have  power  to  modify  the  lines  established  under  this 
section  whenever,  owing  to  the  formation  of  a  new  Parish  or 
from  other  cause,  modification  may  be  required. 

Territory  not  assigned  to  any  particular  Parish  or  Mis- 
sion shall  be  under  the  charge  of  the  Convocation  wherein  it  is 
situate. 

Nothing  in  this  section,  nor  in  any  action  that  may  be 
taken  thereunder,  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  any 
Clergyman  from  officiating  in  any  way  not  forbidden  by  the 
canons  of  the  General  Convention  or  of  this  Diocese. 

Canon  XX. 

OF    THE     ALIENATION    AND     ABANDONMENT    OF    CHURCH 

PROPERTY. 

Section  i.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  corporate  authori- 
ties or  trustees  of  any  Congregation  or  Parish  in  this  Diocese 
to  incumber,  alienate,  take  down,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any 
Church  or  Chapel,  or  to  suffer  the  same  to  be  incumbered,  alien- 
ated, taken  down,  or  otherwise  disposed  of,  or  to  abandon  the 
district  in  which  the  same  has  been  Canonically  established, 
whether  for  the  purpose  of  removal  to  another  district  or  other- 
wise, without  the  previous  consent  of  the  Bishop,  acting  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  President  and  Lay  Members  of  the 
Standing  Committee.  And  the  question  whether  a  proposed 
change  of  site  would  involve  an  abandonment  of  the  district 
shall  be  decided  by  the  President  and  Lay  Members  of  the 
Standing  Committee. 

Sec.  2.  When  the  corporate  authorities  or  trustees  of  any 
Congregation  or  Parish  in  this  Diocese  shall  desire  to  incumber, 
alienate,  take  down,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  or  to  abandon  any 
Church  or  Chapel,  whether  for  the  purpose  of  removal  to  another 
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<3istrict  or  otherwise,  they  shall  submit  to  the  Bishop  a  written 
^^etition  stating  the  reasons  for  the  proposed  action  and  asking 
t^is  consent  to  the  same.     Every  such  petition  shall  contain  an 
explicit  statement  based  upon  the  opinion  of  counsel  learned 
in  the  law  of  any  trust  or  trusts,  or  of  any  legal  obligation  or 
^obligations  respecting  the  property  to  which  the  petition  relates 
-^^hich  may  be  affected  by  the  proposed  action,  and  also  an  ex- 
-j>licit  statement  of  the  purpose  or  purposes  to  which,  in  the 
oase  of  a  sale  or  incumbrance,  it  is  proposed  to  apply  the  pro- 
ceeds thereof.     When  the  petition  asks  consent  to  the  aban- 
donment or  alienation   of  a  Church  or  Chapel,  it  shall  also 
cx)ntain  an  averment  that  notice  of  the  proposed  abandonment 
or  alienation  has  been  given  to  the  congregation  or  parishioners, 
as  provided  in  Section  2  of  Canon  XVIII. 

Sec.  3.  In  giving  consent  to  the  granting  of  any  petition 
under  this  canon,  the  President  and  Lay  Members  of  the  Stand- 
ing^ Committee  shall  have  power  to  impose  such  conditions  as 
to  'tliem  may  seem  proper  under  the  circumstances  of  the  case, 
eitlxer  with  respect  to  the  disposition  of  the  proceeds  of  an 
alienation  or  incumbrance,  or  as  to  any  other  matter  in  the 
premises;  and  they  shall  require  the  petitioners  to  give  security 
to  insure  the  performance  of  any  trust  or  duty  which  may  be 
foixnd  to  be  subsisting  in  the  premises,  and  proper  application 
^^  all  moneys  to  be  received  according  to  the  trust,  which 
security  shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of  all  parties  interested.

Resolved^  That  Canon  XIX,  Section  3,  be  amended  by  striking  out 
I*aragraph  i  thereof. 

Resolved^  That  a  new  section  be  added  to  Canon  XIX,  as  follows:

The  appropriations  made  by  the  Stewards  will  be  found 
orn  page  416  of  the  Journal  for  1896.     Calvary  Church,  Rock- 
dale, obtained  a  Rector  on  July  i,  1896,  and  the  appropriation 
^o  this  Parish  took  effect  on  that  date. 

One  new  applicant  for  aid  from  the  fund  was  received  at 

^e  beginning  of  the  year;  in  order  to  meet  this  appeal  and  to 

increase  the  appropriation  to  another  Parish,  the  Stewards  were 

obliged  to  cut  down  in  two  instances  the  amounts  which  had 

previously  been  voted. 

This  year  we  have  received  three  new  applications,  and  it 
'wU  be  impossible  for  the  Stewards  to  continue  the  appropria- 
tions to  the  Parishes  heretofore  receiving  aid  at  the  former  rates. 
The  Stewards  beg  leave  to  remind  the  Convention  once 
^^re  that  the  object  of  this  fund,  as  declared  by  the  canon 
^Mch  established  it,  is  the  **  Augmentation  of  the  salaries  of 
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inadequately  paid  Rectors.  * '  There  are  several  rules  laid  down 
in  the  canon  governing  the  distribution  of  this  fund,  and  the 
Stewards  are  instructed  to  satisfy  themselves  of  the  necessities 
and  merits  of  the  cases  coming  before  them.  This  would  seem 
to  authorize  the  Stewards  to  appropriate  the  fund  in  amounts 
differing  according  to  the  varying  necessities  of  the  aided  Par- 
ishes; and  also  according  to  the  spirit  of  self-reliance  and  earn- 
est work  which  may  be  found  to  exist  in  them;  but  it  does 
not  seem  to  empower  the  Stewards  to  annex  conditions  to  their 
grants,  other  than  those  named  in  the  canon,  or  to  attempt  to 
regulate  the  number  of  services  which  any  congregation  should 
receive;  still  less  to  judge  as  to  the  advisability  of  maintaining 
or  abandoning  the  services  of  the  Church  at  any  given  point. 

These  are  matters  the  Convention  should  no  doubt  put 
within  the  authority  of  some  jurisdiction,  but  the  duty  of  the 
Stewards  seems  to  be  simply  to  * 'Augment  the  salaries  of  in- 
adequately paid  Rectors ' '  to  the  extent  of  the  means  placed 
at  their  disposal  through  the  generosity  of  the  Parishes  in  the 
Diocese  better  able  to  thus  contribute. 

We  beg  leave  finally  to  offer  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  Stewards  of  the  Sustentation  Fund  shall  this, 
year  request  contributions  from  the  Parishes  of  the  Diocese  amounting 
in  all  to  I3000.

Rkfort  op  the  Registrar. 

Lord  Bacon,  in  **The  Advancement  of  Learning/'  men- 
tioQs  the  disease  of  learning  in  ' '  the  affecting  of  two  extremes: 
antiquity  and  novelty;  wherein  the  children  of  time  seem  to 
imitate  their  father;  for  as  he  devours  his  children,  so  they 
endeavor  to  devour  each  other;  whilst  antiquity  envies  new 
improvements,  and  novelty  is  not  content  to  add  without  de- 
facing.   The  advice  of  the  prophet  is  just  in  this  case.  '  Stand 
upon  the  old  ways,  and  see  which  is  the  good  way,  and  walk 
therein.'  Qeremiah  vi.  16.)    For  antiquity  deserves  that  men 
should  stand  awhile  upon  it,  to  view  around  which  is  the  best 
vay;  but  when  the  discovery  is  well  made,  they  should  stand 
no  longer  but  proceed  with  cheerfulness.    And  to  speak  the 
^th,  antiquity,  as  we  call  it,  is  the  young  state  of  the  world; 
for  tliose  times  are  ancient  when  the  world  is  ancient,  and  not 
those  we  vulgarly  account  ancient  by  computing  backwards; 
^  that  the  present  time  is  the  real  antiquity." 
Roger  Bacon  had  the  same  idea  of  antiquity. 
There  is  an  ancient  antiquity,  and  there  is  a  modem  an- 
^luity,  and  both  give  important  lessons.    The  work  of  your 
^Sistrar  is  to  preserve  the  teachings  of  modem  antiquity  in 
^c    lives  of  Christ's  servants  to  guide  the  Church  of  this 
^Ocese  in  coming  time.

THE  Aged. 

In  presenting  the  Seventh  Annual  Report  of  the  House  of 
Rest  for  the  Aged,  the  Trustees  would  earnestly  appeal  to  the 
members  of  Convention  for  an  increase  of  interest  in  the  work 
of  a  worthy  Diocesan  institution. 

The  House  is  situated  at  Wayne  and  Lafayette  streets, 
Germantown.  It  provides  a  comfortable  home  for  fourteen 
aged  communicants  of  the  Church.  The  present  occupants  are 
all  women,  though  any  person  sixty- five  years  of  age,  a  com- 
municant for  five  years  and  a  resident  of  the  Diocese  for  at  least 
three  years,  is  eligible.     The  admission  fee  is  $200  for  single 
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^persons,  $350  for  married  couples.     The  necessary  annual  ex- 
pense is  something  over  $3000,  and  as  the  institution  has  but 
^7000  in  invested  funds,  at  least  $3000  must  be  contributed 
^very  year.    About  thirty  Parishes  are  represented  in  the  Board 
^^3f  Women  by  which  the  institution  is  managed.     If  a  few  more 
parishes  would  take  an  active  interest  in  this  work  the  Manage- 
ssient  would  be  much  relieved. 

The  Trustees  earnestly  commend  the  institution  to  the

Resolved ^  That  the  proposed  changes  in  the  Book  of  Commoim 
Prayer,  together  with  the   proposed  amendments  to  and  alterations  im 
the  Constitution  of  the  Church  agreed  to  by  the  General  Convention  0^ 
1895,  and  which  are  again  to  be  voted  upon  in  the  General  Convention  o^ 
1898,  be  referred  to  a  Committee  of  three  Clergymen  and  three  Laymeis. 
to  examine  and  make  report  thereon  at  the  next  Annual  Convention  o^ 
the  Diocese,  and  that  the  Committee  be  authorized  to  print  their  report  * 
and  circulate  it  among  the  members  thereof,  by  the  first  of  March,  189S  « 
and 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  be  authorized  t<^ 
procure  two  hundred  copies  of  the  proposed  changes,  and  supply  tli.^! 
same  at  cost  to  such  members  and  others  as  may  ask  for  them. 

The  Bishop  then  read  his  Address,  as  follows : 

Dear  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  : 

It  was  a  great  grief  to  me  that  I  could  not  be  with  you  at 
the  last  Convention,  but  it  was  not  without  its  compensations. 
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My  place  as  presiding  officer  was  so  well  filled,  and  the  temper 
of  the  Convention  was  so  excellent,  that  I  was  comforted  with 
the  evidence  that  my  unavoidable  absence  had  entailed  no  loss 
to  the  Diocese;  and  throughout  my  sickness  the  numerous  affec- 
tionate expressions  of  sympathy,  and  tokens  of  loving  regard, 
which  came  to  me  from  day  to  day,  filled  my  heart  with  grati- 
tude to  God  and  with  love  to  the  people  whose  unfailing  kind- 
ness has  been  a  continual  comfort  and  encouragement  in 
sickness  and  in  health. 

The  illness  which  prostrated  me  for  some  weeks  was  so- 
sudden  that  a  few  of  my  appointments  had  to  be  postponed  for 
^  short  time;  but  by  the  help  which  the  Bishop  of  Kaston  and 
the  Bishop  of  Delaware  so  kindly  gave  me  they  were  all  ful- 
filled, and  no  Parish  or  Mission  failed  to  receive  the  visitation 
which  I  should  have  made  in  person  had  my  health  remained 
nainpaired.  I  wish  to  make  this  public  acknowledgptnent  of 
their  great  kindness,  which  I  shall  never  forget. 

After  five  weeks  of  sickness  and  convalescence  I  took  up 
niy  work  again  and  continued  it  till  the  middle  of  July,  when 
I  ^ent  abroad.  On  the  voyage  I  seemed  to  gain  in  strength,  but 
w^^  taken  sick  again  soon  after  landing,  and  rallied  more  slowly 
fr^iai  this  attack  than  from  the  preceding.  But  immediately 
^ft^T  reaching  Switzerland  I  began  to  improve,  and  since  the 
fij^^t  of  October,  when  I  arrived  home,  I  have  been  in  my  usual 
h^3.1th,  for  which  I  am  devoutly  thankful  to  Almighty  God. 

My  sickness  has  made  me  more  considerate  for  my  brethren 
^liose  physical  strength  is  less  than  that  with  which  I  have 
'^^en  happily  endowed. 

Only  one  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  has  died  during 

th^  year,  the  Rev.  Isaac  Martin,  M.  D.     Born  in  Peterbor- 

^^^gh,  England,  in  1826,  he  came  to  this  country  in  1851  and 

^ciame  a  Methodist  minister  in  Missouri.     During  the  Civil 

^ar  he  endured  much  hardship  on  account  of  his  adherence 

to  the  cause  of  the  Union.     After  the  war  he  studied  medicine 

^^d  theology,  and  entered   the  ministry   of  the   Protestant 

episcopal  Church.     He  came  to  Philadelphia  in  1869,  and  was 

lOr  two  years  Assistant  at  the  Church  of  the  Evangelists.     The 

^^xt  two  years  he  was  Rector  of  St .  Stephen  *s,  Bridesburg. 
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He  was  then  for  some  time  Chaplain  of  the  House  of  Contc- 
tion,  and  afterwards  Missionary  at  the  House  of  Mercy.  For 
thirteen  years  previous  to  his  death  he  was  Assistant  at  Gloria 
Dei.  He  was  a  man  of  large  heart  and  sympathetic  diaposi- 
tion,  and  his  ministrations  were  especially  acceptable  to  the 
sick  and  suffering.  It  is  but  just  praise  to  say  of  him  that  he 
lived  in  the  spirit  of  the  Master. 

I  cannot  omit  to  speak  of  another  Clergyman  who  has 
•died  within  the  year,  although  for  some  years  past  not  canon- 
ically  connected  with  this  Diocese,  the  Rev.  James  F.  Taunt 
When  I  came  here,   in  1886,  he  was  Rector  of  St.   Paul's 
Church,   Doylestown,  but   resigned    to   go  to  Central  New 
York.     While  there  he  began  to  suffer  from  the  approaches 
of  an  insidious  disease,  but  upon  Doylestown  again  becoming 
vacant  he  accepted  an  invitation  to  return  and  assume  the 
Rectorship.     So  conscientious  was  he,  however,  that  consider- 
ing his  return  to  be  only  an  experiment  on  account  of  the 
condition  of  his  health,  he  asked  to  be  allowed  to  officiate 
without  being  transferred  to  this  Diocese.     His  fears  prw^ed 
well  founded,  for  after  a  continued  struggle  to  fulfill  his  duties 
as  Rector,  he  was  obliged  to  resign,  and  for  four  years  he  bore 
the  suffering  incident  to  his  disease  with  a  heroism  which  is 
seldom  equaled.      Seven  times  during   that  period  he  was 
operated  upon  for  cancer  of  the  throat,  and  each  time  with 
great  uncertainty  as  to  the  result.     He  had  no  hope  of  re- 
covery, and  no  resources  for  his  support.     But  in  the  long 
correspondence  which  was  maintained  between  us,  from  the 
time  when  he  was  obliged  to  cease  work  until  just  before  his 
death,  there  was  never  in  his  letters  one  word  of  murmuring, 
nor  complaint,   nor  despondency,   but  every  letter  breathed 
resignation,    faith,    and   courage.       He   knew    in   whom  he 
believed,  and  his  faith  never  faltered.     Every  letter  from  him 
was  an  inspiration.     And  when  he  died  there  departed  one  of 
the  truest,  bravest,  noblest  souls  with  whom  it  has  been  my 
privilege  to  become  acquainted. 

One  fact  in  connection  with  those  years  of  sickness  and 
pain  must  not  pass  unnoticed;  it  is  the  beautiful  action  of  the 
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jstry  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Doylestown.  They  knew  Mr. 
tunt's  worth,  and  they  loved  him.  But  their  love  was  more 
Ein  an  emotion.  Prom  the  time  that  he  left  them  they  con- 
lued  to  pay  him  one-half  the  salary  which  they  had  given 
m  while  he  was  their  Rector,  and  it  was  this  loving  gift  of 
tnembrance  which  chiefly  furnished  him  the  means  to  live; 
t  far  more  than  this,  it  kept  his  heart  glad  with  the  con- 
iousness  that  those  amongst  whom  he  had  labored  had  not 
rgotten  him,  but  were  one  with  him  in  the  possession  of  a 
mmon  faith  and  hope  reaching  beyond  the  things  of  this 
>rld,  into  the  life  eternal. 

One  other  Clergyman,  the  Rev.  James  K.  Mendenhall,  for 
me  time  resident  in  this  Diocese,  though  not  connected  with 
has  died  within  the  year.  For  many  years  he  had  been 
lable  to  assume  any  active  charge.  He  was  not  widely 
lown  here,  but  all  who  knew  him  esteemed  him  as  a  devout 
an,  cultured  and  refined,  who  bore  with  meekness  the  cross 
tiich  was  laid  upon  him  of  enforced  retirement  from  the 
tive  exercise  of  his  ministry,  to  which  he  would  gladly  have 
turned. 

Several  laymen  have  died  during  the  year  who  rendered 
iluable  service  to  important  interests  during  their  lives,  and 
dose  absence  is  felt  as  a  great  loss: 

With  George  M.  Conarroe  I  became  acquainted  on  my 
'St  coming  to  the  Diocese,  and  soon  came  to  esteem  him  not 
ily  as  a  lawyer  and  a  Churchman,  but  also  as  a  valued  friend. 
y  estimate  of  his  personal  worth  and  ability  increased  as  I 
jne  more  and  more  into  contact  with  him,  and  I  knew  prob- 
>ly  more  of  his  inner  life  and  of  his  business  affairs  than 
ly  one  else,  as  he  gave  me  his  entire  confidence.-  I  knew 
imewhat  of  his  charities,  as  he  made  me  his  almoner.  I 
imetimes  asked  his  advice,  and  subsequent  events  never 
iled  to  justify  the  counsel  which  he  gave. 

As  a  writer  he  was  master  of  a  style  singularly  exact  and 
^spicuous,  and  all  that  he  did  was  done  with  the  same  care- 
il  attention  to  established  methods  and  forms.    His  knowledge 
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of  ecclesiastical  law  was  extensive  and  accurate,  and  his  inter- 
pretations of  it  were  always  in  the  spirit  of  equity.  There- 
were  two  great  objects  of  his  interest  and  affection;  the 
Church  and  the  Nation,  and  he  loved  both  intensely.  It 
would  be  well  with  the  Church  if  all  its  members  were  as 
loyal  as  he;  and  it  would  be  well  with  the  nation  if  all  its- 
citizens  were  as  true. 

My  relations  with  Joseph  B.  Townsend  were  of  such  a 
nature  that  I  am  drawn  to  speak  uf  him  also  rather  as  a  per- 
sonal friend  than  of  his  public  life.     In  my  sickness  a  year 
ago  he  came  to  see  me,  although  I  am  sure  I  was  more  able  to 
go  to  see  him  than  he  was  to  come  to  me.  On  that  visit  he 
spoke  of  my  confirming  him  at  St.  John's,  Lower  Merion,  and 
of  the  great  spiritual  blessing  that  had  come  into  his  life. 
Words  full   of  comfort  they  were  indeed  to  me,  for  they 
showed  that  he  was  not  only  the  trustworthy  lawyer  and  the 
ideal  husband  and  father,  but  also  the  trusting  disciple  of  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

In  the  death  of  George  B.  Roberts  the  business  world 
lost  one  of  its  ablest  men,  and  the  Church  one  of  its  most  con- 
scientious members.     Whilst  devoting  his  energies  chiefly  to 
the  interests  of  the  great  corporation  of  which  he  was  the 
president,   he  was   not  unmindful  of  his  obligation  to    the 
Church  and  to  society  at  large.     As  a  wise  administrator  of 
a  business  employing  thousands  of  men,  he  fully  appreciated 
the  importance  of  intelligence  and  fidelity  in  every  grade  of 
service.     Few  employers  have  had  the  welfare  of  their  em- 
ployes so  much  at  heart  as  he.     He  was  interested  in  every 
thing  which  concerned  their  welfare,  and  was  quick  to  recog- 
nize superior  ability  and   faithfulness.     He  believed  in  the 
usefulness  of  free  libraries,  and  was  active  in  their  establish- 
ment.    The  great  work  which  is  being  done  by  the  Railroad 
Branch  of  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association,  at  Forty- 
first  street,   owes    much  to  his  encouragement  and  support, 
and  the  influence  which  he  exerted    in    its    formation  wiil 
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continue  to  bear  moral  and  spiritual  fruit  through  the  coming 
years. 

The  names  of  Robert  Shoemaker,  for  many  years  Warden 
of  St.  Paul's  Church,  .Cheltenham,  Joseph  B.  Van  Dusen, 
Wsirden  and  Vestryman  of  the  Church  of  the  Atonement  for 
many  years,  and  Joseph  A.  Vanhorn,  Vestryman  of  St. 
Andrew's,  Yardley,  will  long  be  remembered  in  their  respec- 
tive congregations,  and  their  example  be  esteemed  worthy  of 
imitation  by  those  who  come  after  them. 

One  other  name  must  be  mentioned  here:  Miss  Mary 
Welsh  departed  this  life  as  the  year  was  beginning,  leaving 
St.  Mark's,  Frankford,  poorer  in  its  staff  of  workers,  but  rich 
in  the  enduring  influence  of  a  noble  life  consecrated  to  the 
glory  of  God  and  the  welfare  of  His  children.  Positive  in  her 
convictions  of  truth,  and  untiring^in  the  performance  of  duty, 
she  won  all  hearts  by  the  unselfishness  of  her  devotion,  and 
there  are  many  in  that  Parish  and  elsewhere  who  will  rise  up 
and  call  her  blessed. 

REVIEW  OF  THE  YEAR. 

The  number  of  persons  Confirmed  in  the  Diocese  during 
^^  past  year  has  been  greater  than  in  any  preceding.  A  part 
of  this  increase  is  because  several  Parishes  have  been  visit<.d 
^rlier  than  usual,  causing  their  Confirmations  for  1897,  ^s 
^^U  as  those  of  1896,  to  be  reported  at  this  Convention.  This 
^^  been  done  with  a  view  to  completing  the  visitation  of  the 
Diocese  at  the  middle  of  June  instead  of  the  middle  of  July, 
*®  is  ordinarily  the  case,  to  enable  me  to  attend  the  Lambeth 
inference,  which  begins  on  the  30th  of  June.  I  have  been 
tabled  to  have  these  Confirmations  earlier  than  usual  through 
^**e  courtesy  of  the  Clergy,  and  the  kindness  of  the  Bishop  of 
Oklahoma  and  Indian  Territory,  who  confirmed  for  me  twenty- 
"ve  times  in  April.  But  even  without  these  Confirmations, 
^hich  have  been  held  before  the  usual  time,  the  number  Con- 
^nned  is  larger  than  in  any  previous  year,  and  the  number  of 
^^firmation  services  is  also  greater  than  ever  before.- 
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It  is  a  cause  for  great  thankfulness  that,  notwithstanding 
the  depressed  condition  of  business,  there  has  been  no  falling 
off  in  the  contributions  for  the  support  of  Diocesan  Missions, 
but  a  large  increase,   and  throughout  the  Diocese  there  are 
many  indications  of  the  existence  of  a  vigorous  Church  life. 
A  great  improvement  has  been  made  in  the  property  of  Grace 
Church,  Hulmeville,  partly  through  the  help  of  the  Advance- 
ment Society,  and  partly  b}'  the  contributions  of  friends  of  the 
Parish.     A  noble  Parish  building   has  been   erected  by  St 
Mark*s  Church,  Frankford,  and  was  dedicated  on  the  iSthof 
March.     On  the  23d  of  June  the  new  and  commodious  Rectory 
of  St.  Paul's,  Aramingo,  was  dedicated.     The  former  chancel 
of  St.  Peter's  Church,  Germantown,  has  been  replaced  by  a 
beautiful  and  costly  structure,  erected  by  Mrs.  H.  H.  Houston 
in  loving  memory  of  her  husband.     It  was  consecrated  on 
January  25th,  the  Feast  of  the  Conversion  of  St.  Paul.    In 
St.  Luke's  Parish,    Germantown,   St.   Margaret's  House  for 
Working  Girls  has  been  built  by  Mrs.  Harry  McCall  as  a 
mernorial  of  her  beloved  husband,  and  was  dedicated  October 
31,  1896.     A  new  Rectory  has  also  been  erected  by  the  Parish 
upon    the    Church   grounds,   forming  with   the  Church  and 
adjacent   buildings  a  group  of  singular  beauty.      Epiphany 
Chapel,  of  Royer'sFord,  a  handsome  building  of  brown  stone, 
the  corner-stone  of  which  was  laid  on  June   15th,  has  been 
completed,  and  was   opened   for  Divine   service  on  January 
loth.     A  desirable  plot  of  ground  has  been  secured  by  St. 
Stephen's  Mission,  Norwood,  and  a  neat  wooden  Chapel  has 
been  erected,  which  was  opened  for  Divine  service  on  All 
Saints'  Day.     The  Mission  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist,  Lans- 
downe,   has   relinquished    its  missionary   stipend,    and   been 
organized  into  a  self-supporting  Parish.     The  Mission  of  St. 
John  Chrysostom  has  also  taken  the  same  steps.     A  beautiful 
stone   Church   has   been    erected    for   All    Hallows    Church, 
Wyncote,    and  was   consecrated  on    February   12th.     In  the 
Parish  of  St.  Simeon,   memorial  of   Bishop  Stevens,  a  ne^ 
Rectory  is  nearly  ready  for  occupancy.     A  large  and  well- 
arranged  Parish  building  has  been  erected   for  the  Mission 
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the  Prince  of  Peace,  and  was  dedicated  on  November 
h.  The  new  Trinity  Church,  in  Coatesville,  mention 
which  was  made  in  the  address  a  year  ago,  was  con- 
rated  on  Monday,  June  i,  1896.  A  site  has  been  pur- 
ised  for  the  erection  of  a  Church  in  Parkesburg.  An  addi- 
a  to  St.  Paul's  Church,  Upper  Providence,  has  been  erected 
use  as  a  Parish  building.

I  am  very  grateful  to  the  Clergy  who  have  taken  collec — 
tions  for  this  fund  from  .their  Congregations,  and  to  thos^^? 
who  have  sent  me  their  individual  subscriptions.  If  I  wer^s 
at  liberty  to  speak  of  some  of  the  uses  which  have  been  mad  ^ 
of  the  fund  it  would  be  the  most  affecting  appeal  which  couL<f 
be  made  for  continued  and  increased  contributions  toward  it. 

THE  SHELTERING  ARMS. 

Amongst  the  many  charities  for  which  Philadelphia     is 
-distinguished,  the  Sheltering  Arms  occupies  a  field  which     is 
peculiarly   its  own.     It  co-operates  with  other  kindred   so- 
tfeties,  like  the  City  Mission  and  the  Children's  Aid  Society, 
|ic  it  mioisters  especially  to  necessities  for  which  00  other 
{ency   in    this  city   provides.     As  a  part  of  its  work,  it 
etches  out  its  arms  in  the  name  of  Christ  to  homeless  io- 
^^aod  shelters  them  from  hunger  and  cold,  and  finds  places 
jLio  Christian  homes.     And  because  it  does  this  itbis 
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tx  misunderstood,  and  sometimes  opposed.  It  has  been 
ced  upon  as  affording  an  easy  way  for  idle  or  evil-disposed 
sons  to  rid  themselves  of  the  consequences  of  their  crimes, 
its  history  does  not  justify  this  conception.  It  is  not  a 
'^  foundling  hospital  on  the  creche  system.  It  does  not 
-^d  refuse  to  receive  any  child  that  may  have  been  left  by 
vtnknown  parents  to  perish.  It  will  always  receive  such 
^ren  and  care  for  them.     It  does  not  believe  that  because 

ttle  child  has  been  cast  out  by  those  who  should  have 
x^ished  it  that  it  is,  therefore,  an  alien  to  Him  who  took 
^e  children  into  His  arms  and  blessed  them.  It  does  not 
^^ve  that  it  is  encouraging  vice  by  acting  in  the. spirit  of 
Haster.  Great  care  has  been  taken  in  all  such  cases  to 
1  the  parents,  and  induce  them  to  provide  for  their  off- 
ing, and  sometimes  with  good  succes.s.  But,  while  it  cares 
the  helpless  ones  who  are  often  more  to  be  pitied  than 
9>bans,  this  is  a  minor  department  of  its  work.  Only  a 
3all  proportion  of  the  children  whom  it  receives  are  of  this 
ass,  and  that  proportion  is  not  increasing. 

The  greater  field  of  its  beneficence  is  in  caring  for  the 
iserted  and  ignorant  wife  and  mother  who  comes  into  the 
»me  with  her  child.  This  Institution  provides  for  her  a 
ice  where  for  a  time  she  may  rest  in  peace,  and  develop  the 
irit  of  motherhood  until  she  comes  to  love  the  child  whom, 
rhaps,  in  the  depth  of  her  wretchedness  or  shame,  she  had 
en  tempted  to  destroy.  It  recognizes  the  importance  of 
eping  mother  and  child  together  at  least  until  a  strong  tie 
s  been  formed  between  them.  It  gives  the  mother  instruc- 
m  in  the  duties  of  a  mother  and  wife ;  teaches  her  how  to 
re  for  herself  and  her  child;  how  to  cook  and  to  sew;  how 

take  care  of  a  room,  and  to  make  a  home  attractive,  and 
ves  her,  in  fact,  that  education  which  she  should  have  re- 
ived in  her  girlhood,  but  of  which  almost  all  who  are  received 
to  the  home  have  been  allowed  to  grow  up  in  utter  ignor- 
ice.  All  the  work  of  the  Institution,  so  far  as  possible,  is 
me  by  the  inmates,  so  that  they  leave  the  house  far  better 
epared  to  make  a  home  for  themselves,  or  to  work  in  the 
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homes  of  others,  than  when  they  entered  it.  In  many  in- 
stances they  have  learned  the  true  dignity  of  honest  labor,  and 
the  feeling  of  mortification  and  discouragement  with  which 
they  entered  the  house  has  been  replaced  by  self-respect  and 
hope.  And  in  all  that  is  sought  to  be  done  for  them  their 
spiritual  welfare  is  not  forgotten.  It  is  well  understood  that 
any  education  or  reformation  which  does  not  touch  the  moral 
and  spiritual  nature  is  superficial  and  likely  to  be  short-lived. 
They  are  encouraged  not  only  to  be  moral  and  industrious, 
but  to  be  Christian  in  their  belief  and  practice. 

The  results  which  have  followed  the  unselfish  work  of 
those  who  have  sustained  this  noble  charity  with  their  time, 
and  means,  and  service  have  been  such  as  to  encourage  them, 
and  should  draw  to  them  the  sympathy  and  support  of  many 
others. 

Of  all  the  hundreds  of  women  who  have  been  received 
into  the  Sheltering  Arms  and  placed  in  situations  with  their 
children,  ninety-five  per  cent  have  ever  since  lived  upright 
and   useful   lives.      Correspondence   is  kept   up  with  these 
women,  and  many  letters  are  received   from  them,  telling  of 
their  happiness,  and  often  enclosing  gifts  from  their  scanty 
earnings  to  be  applied  to  helping  others  as  they  themselves 
were  helped  in  their  hour  of  need.     No  more  convincing  evi- 
dence of  the  usefulness  of  this  institution  could  be  given  thai> 
that  which  these  facts  afford. 

THE  CITY  MISSION. 

It  was  my  intention  to  say  much  in  this  address  conce 
ing  the  City  Mission,  and  to  commend,  in  the  highest  term 
the  exceptionally  good  work  which  it  has  done  during  the  pa^ 
year  under  the  direction  of  the  Rev.  H.  L.  Duhring,  its  mo^^ 
efficient  Superintendent;  but  the  editorial  by  the  Rev.  Dr' 
Fulton,    in    The    Church   Standard  of  April   lo,   entitled  ** 
Genuinely  Evangelical  Mission,*'  said  so  much   concemi^v 
the  City  Mission  and  its  manifold  channels  of  work,  and 
it  so  much  better  than  I  could  have  said  it,  that  there  is 
need  for  me  to  attempt  to  add  anything  to  it.     But  I  can 
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forbear  saying  that  not  only  this  article,  but  all  the  editorials 
of  The  Church  Standard,  are  worthy  of  the  most  careful  read- 
ing by  the  Clergy  and  Laity.  It  is  not  too  much  to  say  of  them 
that  they  are  **  profitable  for  doctrine,  for  reproof,  for  correc- 
tion, for  instruction  in  righteousness." 

THE  PHILADELPHIA  DIVINITY  SCHOOL 

The  Divinity  School  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  Philadelphia,  is  not  strictly  a  Diocesan  Institution,  as  the 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  has  no  power  of  legislation  over  it, 
and  other  Dioceses  are  represented  in  its  governing  boards. 
But  it  owes  its  existence  to  Bishop  Alonzo  Potter,  who  laid 
its  foundation  and  shaped  its  policy  with  true  prophetic  spirit. 
He  was  deeply  interested  in  its  welfare,  and  gave  much  time 
and  thought  to  its  interests,  and  in  this  he  was  faithfully  fol- 
lowed by  Bishop  Stevens.     The  Bishop  of  Pennsylvania  is 
necessarily   closely   connected   with  the  School.      He   is  ex 
officio  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Overseers,  which  has  charge 
of  the  teaching  and  studies  of  the  School,  and  also  ex  officio 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  which  has  charge  of  all 
funds  belonging  to  the  School.     Bishop  Alonzo  Potter,  in  his 
primary  address  to  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  in  1846, 
introduced  the  idea  of  a  "Diocesan  Training  School,**  and  in- 
timated that  he  had  already  taken  measures  himself  to  impart, 
and  to  sectu'e  from  others  in  whom  he  had  confidence, instruc- 
tion for  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  the  city  of  Philadel- 
phia.    He  recurred  to  the  subject  in  his  addresses  of  1854 
smd  1856,  and  in  1857  stated  that  during  the  previous  winter 
lie  had  given  instruction,  aided  by  a  few  of  the  Clergy,  and 
expressed  the  hope  that  he  might  have  the  co-operation  of  the 
Clergy  and  of  the  Laity  in  his  effort  "to  secure  regular  exer- 
cises through  a  large  part  of  each  year,  and  to  connect  with 
them  that  practical  training  in  the  pastoral  and  Missionary 
work  of  the  importance  of  which  I  have  spoken  in  several 
preceding  addresses,  and  of  which  I  entertain  every  year  a 
deeper  conviction. " 
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In  that  year,  1857,  ^^^  Diocesan  Training  School  was  be- 
gun, with  Bishop  Alonzo  Potter  as  its  founder,  and  received 
the  deep  and  permanent  impress  of  bis  character,  sagacity, 
and  practical  wisdom.  During  the  winter  of  1859-60,  though 
in  a  condition  of  great  bodily  feebleness,  he  gave  lectures 
twice  a  week  on  "Moral  Science  and  the  Evidences  of  Chris- 
tianity'' to  a  class  of  divinity  [students.  In  the  autumn  of 
1 86 1  the  Philadelphia  Divinity  School  attained  a  recognized 
existence  as  the  outgrowth  and  expansion  of  the  Diocesan 
Training  School;  in  the  following  winter  it  received  a  charter 
from  the  Legislature  of  the  State;  and  in  the  closing  years  of 
his  life  Bishop  Potter  * 'employed  his  influence  largely  in  ob- 
taining for  this  institution  (and  for  the  Episcopal  Hospital), 
suitable  endowments,  and  was  eminently  successful  (especially 
in  his  efforts  for  the  Divinity  School)." — (Bishop  Howe's 
**Life  of  Bishop  Potter, '  *  p.  332. )  Said  Bishop  Stevens  in  his 
** Memorial  Discourse":  *' Bishop  Potter  bent  himself  to  this 
work  with  untiring  energy.  He  planned,  in  conjunction  with 
others,  its  curriculum  of  studies,  shaped  out  its  statutes  and 
by-law.-,  sent  forth  his  almost  winged  letters  to  bear  his  mes- 
sage asking  for  help  or  counsel  far  and  wide,  threw  the  whole 
weight  of  his  personal  and  official  influence  into  the  measure, 
and  more  than  any  other  laid  the  foundation,  moulded  the 
structure,  directed  the  equipment,  and  shaped  the  course  of 
this  noble  institution.  * ' 

In  June,  1864,  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Divinity 
School  presented  a  statement  of  ''certain  leading  principles, 
which  have  thus  far  been  kept  in  view,"  and  which  in  their 
estimation  ought  ever  to  be  kept  in  view;  a  statement  which 
bears  every  mark  of  Bishop  Potter's  own  influence  and  char- 
acter, and  which  contains  words  that  are  still  closely  applicable: 
"We  commence  our  School  in  an  eventful  crisis  in  our 
country's  history,  and  amid  agitations  over  the  earth  which 
reach  the  ver>'  foundations  of  the  social  structure.  Men's 
hearts  are  stirred  and  their  energies  are  roused.  More  than 
ever  the  directing  and  sanctifying  power  of  Christ's  Gospel  is 
needed,   more  than  is  usual  there  is   an    open   door   for   its 
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Ministers.  But  they  must  be  more  than  men  of  routine  or  of 
tradition.  Tbey  must  be  able  to  rise  to  the  height  of  the 
grand  questions  which  are  moving  cultivated  minds,  and  of 
those  which  ^are  agitating  the  consciences  of  the  multitude 
.  .  .  They  must  ...  be  men  who  can  adjust  their  labors  to 
the  new  conditions  around  them,  with  the  boldness  which 
avails  of  all  that  is  new  and  good,  and  the  moderation  which 
•conserves  all  that  is  useful  or  sacred.  .  .  .  The  World,  the 
Country,  cries  out  for  such  men,  and  it  is  now  that  we  come 
to  lay  the  foundations  of  this  School  of  the  prophets.  Let  us 
make  them  broad  and  deep.  ...  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  in 
this  School  a  solid  foundation  will  be  laid  .  .  .  that  accurate 
and  precise  scholarship  will  be  insisted  on.  ...  It  is  also 
to  be  hoped  that  on  the  stable  foundation  may  be  raised  a 
superstructure  of  living  and  comprehensive  teaching  and 
thought.  * ' 

And  finally  in  his  last  brief  Episcopal  address  to  the  Con- 
vention of  1865,  Bishop  Potter  spoke  of  the  Divinity  School 
''which  though  not  an  Institution  of  the  Diocese  in  its  struc- 
ture or  government,  still  owes  to  our  people  more  than  two- 
thirds  of  its  endowments, ' '  and  expressed  his  strong  confidence 
that  it  and  other  Institutions  recently  founded  in  the  Diocese, 
** which  are  now  in  their  infancy,  will  gather  might  from  year 
^o  year.  Their  foundations  will  be  deepened  and  consolidated, 
their  structure  shall  widen  and  mount  upward. " 

Since  its  beginning  the  Divinity  School  has  had  over  four 
hundred  and  fifty  matriculated  students,  about  one  student  for 
each  thousand  dollars  of  the  present  value  of  its  property, 
vested  endowments,  building,  etc.  This  is  a  fact  which  speaks 
volumes  as  to  the  large  return  for  such  endowments.  In  forty 
years  each  thousand  dollars  invested  represents  one  man  sent 
forth  into  the  Ministry;  and  the  endowment  itself  remains 
virtually  unimpaired,  to  continue  its  effects  for  generation 
after  generation  yet  to  come.  Over  fifty  students  from  four- 
teen Dioceses  and  Missionary  districts,  and  representing  seven 
different  races  or  nationalities,  are  this  year  receiving  its  in- 
structions. 
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A  movement  is  now  being  made  to  raise  the  sum  of  five 
thousand  dollars  for  necessary  repairs  of  the  school  building 
and  the  charges  assessed  by  the  city  for  the  paving  of  streets; 
and  also  the  sum  of  at  least  five  thousand  dollars  per  annum 
for  five  years  to  cover  the  present  annual  deficit  in  current 
expenses,  and  give  a  small  margin  for  needed  increase  of  ex- 
penditure in  keeping  with  the  growth  in  the  number  of  stu- 
dents, and  in  the  work  of  the  School.  This  movement  has 
my  hearty  approval  and  support.  During  the  past  ten  years 
I  have  known  all  the  students  in  the  School,  and  all  the 
members  of  the  Faculty.  There  has  been  abundant  oppor- 
tunity for  forming  an  intelligent  opinion  of  the  influence 
which  the  School  exerts  in  the  formation  of  religious  belief 
and  character;  and  it  is  my  deliberate  judgment  that  the  work 
of  this  School  ought  to  be  liberally  sustained.  In  expressing 
this  judgment  Tfeel  that  I  am  justified  by  what  I  have  recited 
from  the  history  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  reaching  back 
fifty-one  years,  to  the  beginning  of  Bishop  Potter's  episcopate, 
and  continued  through  that  of  my  predecessor,  Bishop 
Stevens. 

In  these  years  of  public  trial  and^business  depression,  is 
it  too  much  to  hope  that  Churchmen  will  do  what  is  required 
to  preserve  for  future  generations  the  endowments  and 
foundations  given  by  their  predecessors  and  fathers  in  those 
years  of  trial  which  this  country  and  this  Church  passed 
through,  from  1857  ^o  1865? 

DIVISION  OF  THE  DIOCESE. 

At  the  last  Diocesan  Convention  the  following  resolution 
was  offered:  ''That  the  Bishop  be  requested,  if  he  deem  it 
advisable,  to  appoint  a  Committee,  of  which  he  shall  be  Chair- 
man, of  four  Clergymen  and  three  Laymen,  to  consider  whether 
it  is  desirable  that  a  new  Diocese  be  formed  out  of  a  portion 
of  this  Diocese  and  a  portion  of  the  Diocese  of  Central  Penn- 
sylvania, the  said  Committee  to  confer  with  any  similar  Com- 
mittee which  may  be  appointed  by  the  Diocese  of  Central 
Pennsylvania,  and  to  make  report  at  the  next  Convention. 
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A  motion  to  lay  the  resolution  on  the  table  was  lost  by  a 

of  115  to  72.     Subsequently  a  motion  to  postpone  the 

^^^^xjsideration  of  the  resolution  to  the  next  Convention  was 

^^^Dpted  by  a  vote  of  174  to  62.     In  view  of  this  resolut'on, 

^^^^  the  action  upon  it,  it  seems  proper  that  some  reference  to 

^^  subject  should  be  made  in  this  address. 

The  end  proposed  is  a  division  of  the  Diocese,  and  the 

^^^estion  at  once  arises,  Is  a  division  desirable?    The  plan 

^^^gested  in  the  resolution  complicates  this  question  with  two 

^^lers.     Is  it  desirable  that  the  Diocese  of  Central  Pennsyl- 

^nia  be  divided,  and  that  a  new  Diocese  be  formed  out  of  the 

^^^rtions  set  off  from  the  two  Dioceses  as  now  constituted  r^ 

^^hether  the   Diocese  of    Central   Pennsylvania    should   be 

divided  is  not  a  question  to  be  argued  by  us;  but  it  should  be 

^oted  that  at  the  last  Convention  of  that  Diocese,  in  June, 

^  996,   the  subject  was  discussed  by  the  Bishop,  and  a  Com- 

^Xiittee  was  appointed  to  consider  what  he  had  said,  and  to- 

<ionfer  with  any  committee  which  might  be  appointed  by  the 

C^onvention  of  this  Diocese,  with  a  view  to  the  formation  of  a 

Hew  Diocese  out  of  portions  of  the  two.     With  reference  to 

'the  Diocese  of  Central  Pennsylvania,  the  Bishop  expressed  the 

Opinion  that  at  no  remote  time  they  would  have  to  face  the 

€]^uestion,  but  that  at  present  he  saw  great  financial  difficulties 

in  the  way  which  he  would  be  glad  to  have  the  Diocese  over- 

c^ome,  and  if  this  should  be  accomplished,  he  would  favor  a 

c3ivision. 

If  this  should  be  done,  and  if  this  Diocese  should  judge 

'that  it  also^ ought  to  be  divided,  then  the  boundary  lines  of 

^the  new  Diocese  would  have  to  be  determined.     But  the  only 

c^uestion  for  us  to  consider  now  is  whether  the  Diocese  of 

Pennsylvania  ought  to  be  divided.     I  use  the  word  '^ ought'' 

advisedly,  for  if  it  can  be  made  to  appear  that  the  extent  and 

power  of  Christ's  Kingdom  would  be  increased  by  dividing, 

then  division  would  become  a  duty ;  but  unless  this  result  can 

be  shown  to  be  probable  we  have  no  right  to  divide.     It  is  not 

a  question  to  be  settled  by  any  theories  of  the  advantages  of 

small  Dioceses,  nor  by  reference  to  the  practice  of  the  first 
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<:enturies  of  the  Church,  but  by  a  fair  consideration  of  what 
is  best  for  this  Diocese  in  this  year  of  grace  1897.  There  was 
a  time  when  the  extent  of  territory  in  this  State  was  so  large 
that  it  became  impossible  for  one  Bishop  to  fulfill  his  duty  to 
the  whole,  and  it  was  wisely  determined,  in  1865,  to  set  oflF 
the  Diocese  of  Pittsburg.  Six  years  afterward  it  was  just  as 
<:learly  the  duty  of  the  Diocese  to  divide  again,  and  in  1871 
Central  Pennsylvania  was  constituted  a  Diocese. 

The  reasons  impelling  these  two  divisions  have  no  appli- 
cation to  the  present  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania.  It  has,  it  is 
true,  many  more  Clergy,  Communicants,  and  Churches  than 
the  whole  State  had  before  the  first  division  took  place.  But 
the  extent  of  its  territory  is  small.  There  is  not  a  Parish  or 
Mission  in  the  Diocese  which  cannot  be  reached  in  three  hours 
from  Philadelphia,  nor  one,  the  visitation  of  which  in  the 
afternoon  or  evening  would  prevent  returning  to  Philadelphia 
before  midnight.  There  are  two  or  three  places  where  I  am 
in  the  habit  of  remaining  over  night,  and  I  should  be  glad  to 
stay  longer  than  I  do  in  almost  every  Parish,  and  should  do  so 
if  there  were  not  so  many  duties  requiring  my  attention  else- 
where. For  the  visitations  of  congregations  for  Confirmation 
is  not  the  chief  part  of  the  Bishop's  work,  though  it  is  the 
most  pleasant. 

I  do  not  think  that  any  portion  of  the  Diocese  suffers 
frojn  lack  of  visitation.  Confirmation  has  never  been  long 
delayed  in  any  instance  where  it  was  desired.  Almost  every 
Parish  and  Mission  has  been  visited  every  year,  and  in  many 
cases  more  than  once.  As  a  rule,  I  think  one  Confirmation 
in  a  year  is  enough,  but  I  have  seldom  been  unable  to  arrange 
for  a  second  when  there  has  been  reason  for  it.  I  do  not  by 
any  means  wish  to  be  understood  as  claiming  that  I  am  able 
to  do  all  that  a  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  should  wish  to  do.  No 
one  else  realizes  more  than  I  how  much  that  I  should  be  glad 
to  do  is  left  undone,  especially  in  the  Missionary  and  Institu- 
tional work  of  the  Diocese.  The  former  deficiency  has  been 
largely  supplied  by  the  earnest  effort  of  our  eflScient  and  inde- 
fatigable   Archdeacon.      But   there   are   still    many   avenues 
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wading  to  influence  for  good  into  which  I  cannot  enter  for 
ick  of  time  and  strength.  But  I  seriously  doubt  whether  the 
isitations  of  the  Diocese  would  be  more  profitable  to  it  if  its 
Ktent  were  made  considerably  less  than  it  now  is. 

Il  is  worth  while  also  to  consider  what  the  effect  of  division 
^ould  be  upon  the  part  set  off.  That  portion  would,  of  course, 
e  from  the  counties  outside  of  Philadelphia,  for  I  do  not  sup- 
ose  that  the  most  ardent  advocate  of  small  Dioceses  would 
repose  to  divide  the  city  in  which  we  are  assembled.  Is  it 
robable  that  the  Mission  work  in  these  four  counties  could  be 
s  well  sustained  as  it  is  now,  if  they  were  separated  from 
Philadelphia?  Take,  for  instance,  the  excellent  Convocation 
f  Chester  which,  according  to  last  year's  Journal,  contributed 
3  the  Board  of  Missions  $1840,  and  received  from  the  Board 
►2700  for  its  work.  Would  the  being  a  part  of  a  new  Dio- 
ese  make  it  practicable  to  increase  its  Missionary  offerings 
,0  per  cent?  A  very  great  diflSculty  in  the  way  of  a 
ivision  of  this  Diocese  for  mutual  advantage  would  be  found 
n  the  relationship  subsisting  between  many  of  the  Parishes 
Q  Philadelphia  and  others  in  the  adjoining  counties.  They 
re  interlaced  with  each  other  by  the  membership  of  many 
idividuals  and  families  in  both.  Their  summer  home  is  with 
ne,  and  their  winter  home  with  the  other.  They  are  iden- 
fied  with  and  interested  in  each.  They  are  liberal  supporters 
f  both.  They  might  continue  their  interest  and  support  in 
oth  in  case  of  a  division,  but  they  would  have  to  elect  with 
'hich  they  should  be  canonically  identified,  and  it  is  most 
robable  that  their  support  would  be  chiefly  given  to  the  Par- 
di  and  Diocese  which  they  might  choose  as  their  home.  The 
esult  would  be  a  loss  to  one  or  the  other.  To  make  the 
hoice  might  be  difficult,  and  I  am  confident  that  there  are 
lany  to  whom  it  would  be  a  real  grief.  Now,  they  scarcely 
:now  any  difference  in  the  strength  of  their  attachment  to  the 
wo  Parishes  with  which  they  are  connected.  Then,  they 
vould  feel  themselves  to  be  but  visitors  in  one  of  them  in 
¥hich  they  had  hitherto  felt  they  were  at  home.  It  would  be 
nost  natural  for  them  to  choose  the  city  Parish,  which  would 
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not  only  be  likely  to  result  in  a  financial  loss  to  the  new  Dio- 
cese, but  there  would  be  a  still  greater  loss  in  their  absence 
from  the  Councils  of  the  Church.  It  may  be  said  that  this  is 
not  an  insuperable  objection  to  a  division,  but  I  am  sure  that 
it  presents  a  real  diflSculty. 

I  will  not  attempt  to  discuss  the  financial  difficulties  in 
the  way  of  maintaining  a  new  Diocese  formed  by  the  division 
of  this,  even  if  it  included  a  considerable  area  taken  from 
Central  Pennsylvania,  though  I  think  they  would  be  great. 

The  real  question  is,  Ought  a  division  to  take  place?  If 
it  ought,  that  is,  if  the  building  up  of  the  Kingdom  of  God 
would  thereby  be  promoted,  there  would  be  found  the  way  for 
accomplishing  it. 

I  am  constrained  to  say  that  I  know  of  no  reasons  suffi- 
cient to  justify  a  division  of  the  Diocese  at  the  present  time, 
nor  do  I  anticipate  the  existence  of  any  in  the  near  future.  If 
it  should  appear  that  a  different  sentiment  generally  exists, 
and  that  the  intelligent  opinion  of  the  Diocese  is  in  favor  of 
a  division,  I  shall  certainly  regard  it.  And  I  shall  be  ready 
also  to  take  into  consideration  the  welfare  of  our  sister  Dio- 
cese as  well  as  that  of  our  own.  But  I  have  no  reason  to 
believe  that  such  an  opinion  exists.  In  the  ten  years 
in  which  I  have  gone  in  and  out  of  the  communities, 
and  congregations,  and  families  of  the  Diocese,  I  have  met 
but  one  person  who  has  expressed  himself  to  me  in  favor  of  a 
division.  There  may  be  many  others,  but  I  am  always  open 
to  suggestions  and  expressions  of  opinion,  and  am  spoken  to 
freely  on  a  great  variety  of  subjects,  and  if  there  are  many 
who  believe  in  the  wisdom  of  division,  it  would  have  been 
most  natural  that  some  of  them  should  have  indicated  it  to  me. 

If  I  may  be  indulged  in  an  expression  of  personal  feeling, 
I  would  say  that  I  should  part  with  any  portion  of  this 
Diocese  with  great  regret.  The  counties  outside  of  Philadel- 
phia, and  the  people  in  them,  are  not  less  dear  to  me  than  the 
rest  of  the  Diocese.  I  love  the  countr\',  and  that  part  of  my 
work  which  calls  me  into  it ;  and  my  attachment  to  the  Clergy 
and  Congregations  in  the  country  is  strong  and  deep.     But  I 
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would  not  be  influenced  by  any  personal  considerations  in 
judging  upon  a  question  like  this,  nor  seek  to  influence  others 
through  them.  The  life  of  a  Bishop  soon  passes,  but  the 
Diocese  remains,  and  its  organization  and  the  extent  of  its 
territory  should  be  determined  not  by  individual  preferences, 
but  solely  with  a  view  to  the  advancement  of  the  Kingdom  of 
our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ. 

If  the  time  should  ever  come,  or  if  in  the  general  judg- 
ment of  this  Diocese  it  has  already  come,  when  the  interests 
of  the  Church  are  suffering  through  the  inability  of  the  Bishop, 
from  any  cause,  to  exercise  proper  Episcopal  supervision  and 
attention,  I  would  suggest  that  relief  could  be  best  obtained 
through  the  appointment  of  a  Bishop-coadjutor.  Speaking 
for  myself,  I  have  no  desire  for  a  coadjutor,  and  I  think  the 
dection  of  one  at  this  time  would  be  premature  and  unwise. 
But  as  a  method  of  relief  for  an  overworked  Bishop,  or  a 
leglected  Diocese,  I  believe  that  in  our  case  it  would  be  far 
>etter  than  to  seek  to  accomplish  the  end  by  dividing  the 
Diocese. 

I  so  thoroughly  agree  with  what  the  Bishop  of  Central 
Pennsylvania  said  upon  this  subject  in  his  last  Convention 
iddress,  and  his  statement  is  so  strong  and  convincing,  that  I 
ijuote  it  entire: 

**In  view  of  all  that  has  been  written  against  the  policy 
3f  electing  and  using  Bishops-coadjutor  in  the  Church,  it  may 
not  be  inopportune  for  me  to  say  a  word  on  the  subject,  as 
the  result  of  no  little  thought  and  experience. 

**It  is  certainly  true  that  the  policy  of  electing  Bishops- 
coadjutor  is  not  ideal,  and  necessarily  involves  some  difficul- 
ties and  the  possibilities  of  some  small  danger,  but  it  is  equally 
certain  that  in  the  present  condition  of  the  Church,  which 
has  no  law  for  the  retirement  of  Bishops  at  any  age,  and  no 
way  of  supporting  them  if  they  should  be  retired,  the  policy 
of  Bishops-coadjutor  is  under  many  circumstances  absolutely 
necessary. 

**A  Bishop  who  should  be  both  old  and  infirm  would  be 
•afforded  no  relief  by  the  division  of  his  Diocese.     He  might, 
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and  generally  would  be,  just  as  incompetent,  by  reason  of  age- 
and  in6rmity,  to  administer  a  small  Diocese  as  a  large  one. 
A  suffragan  Bishop  is  in  the  eye  of  English  law  an  assistant 
Bishop  and  nothing  more,  and  differs  from  our  Bishops-<x)ad- 
jutor  only  in  that  he  has  usually,  by  the  commission  of  his- 
chief,  a  certain  part  of  the  Diocese  assigned  to  him,  over 
which  he  has,  by  that  commission,  jurisdiction;  but  which 
jurisdiction  may  be  taken  away  at  the  will  of  the  chief. 

"So  long,  therefore,  as  the  Church  has  no  retirement  law, 
and  Bishops  are  unwilling,  as  they  generally  are,  and  ought 
to  be.  to  resign  their  jurisdiction,  there  must  of  necessity  be 
Bishops-coadjutor,  and  it  is  simply  idle  to  declaim  against  the 
policy  of  creating  them,  because  without  them  the  Church 
would  doom  to  death  some  of  its  oldest  servants,  or  else  slowly 
kill  some  Diocese  by  depriving  them  of  Episcopal  supervision, 
and  administration." 

RESERVATION. 

I  have  been  asked  to  say  in  this  address  whether  it  is 
lawful  in  this  Church  to  reserve   the  consecrated  bread  and 
wine  after  a  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion  for  a  service 
of  benediction,  or  for  purposes  of  adoration     This  question 
has  not  been  asked  out  of  idle  curiosity  nor  to  introduce  a 
controversy.     It  is  the  expression  of  an  anxiety  and  unrest 
existing  in  many  earnest  and  devout  minds.     It  comes  from 
those  who  love  the  Church  and  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and 
who  are  zealous  for  the  maintenance  of  the  truth  as  the  truth 
is  in  Jesus.     It  comes  from  those  who  reverence  the  Sacrament: 
of  the  Body  and  Blood  of  Christ,  and  who  regard  its  celebra- 
tion as  the  great  central  act  of  Christian  worship.     And  asked, 
as  it  is,  in    11  sincerity  and  earnestness,  I  willingly  answer  it 
in  the  same  spirit  and  the  same  faith  of  those  who  ask  it^ 
And  there  is  no  room  for  ambiguity  in  the  answer. 

It  is  not  lawful  for  any  Priest  of  this  Church  to  reserve 
the  Holy  Communion  either  continually  or  at  special  time^ 
for  benediction  or  for  the  purpose  of  adoration.  The  la^^ 
upon  this  point  is  explicit  and  unmistakable  in  its  meaningr^ 
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e  rubric  at  the  end  of  our  Communion  Office  says:  '*And 
a.iiy  of  the  consecrated  bread  and  wine  remain  after  the 
mmunion,  it  shall  not  be  carried  out  of  the  Church ;  but  the 
nister  and  other  Communicants  shall  immediately  after  the 
ssing  reverently  eat  and  drink  the  same."  There  is  no 
ential  difference  between  this  rubric  and  that  of  the  Prayer 
oik  of  the  Church  of  England:  ''If  any  of  the  bread  and 
tie  remain  unconsecrated  the  Curate  shall  have  it  to  his  own 
^  ;  but  if  any  remain  of  that  which  was  consecrated,  it  shall 
t  be  carried  out  of  the  Church,  but  the  Priest  and  such 
ler  of  the  Communicants  as  he  shall  call  unto  him,  shall, 
mediately  after  the  blessing,  reverently  eat  and  drink  the 
xie" 

Both  of  these  rubrics  are  in  accordance  with  the  declara- 
m  of  the  Twenty-eighth  Article  of  the  Church  of  England, 
d  of  our  own  Church :  *  *The  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper 
IS  not  by  Christ's  ordinance  reserved,  carried  about,  lifted 
^  or  worshiped. "  The  judgment  of  our  Bishops  upon  this 
»int  is  plainl}'  declared  in  the  pastoral  letter  of  the  House  of 
shops  in  1895,  as  follows:  **  We  are  deeply  pained  to  know 
at  any  among  us  adopt  a  use  of  the  reserved  elements  such 

the  Article  condemns  as  *not  ordained  of  Christ.'  What- 
^r  theological  motive  or  metaphysical  meaning  may  be 
signed  to  the  rubric  in  the  Communion  Office,  whatever 
storical  coloring  may  be  given  to  it  as  a  study  of  liturgies, 
itigenuity  of  evasion  can  turn  the  plain  'shall  not  be  carried 
^  of  the  Church'  into  an  authorization  of  the  use  of  the 
'Jaining  elemt:nts  for  a  service  of  benediction  or  for  purposes 
adoration.  Most  earnestly  do  we  appeal  to  the  Clergy  to 
*sider  the  wrong  of  such  disobedience  alike  to  the  letter  and 
•  Spirit  of  our  Ecclesiastical  law. ' ' 

But  it  is  not  only  true  that  no  authorization  of  reservation 

the  purposes  of  Eucharistic  adoration  can  be  found  in  the 
^  of  our  own  Church,  nor  of  the  Church  of  England;  such 
^t^ation  finds  no  warrant  in  the  early  records  of  Christian 
^ship.  Says  a  recent  writer  of  great  learning  and  ability: 
'^rtain  it  is  that  so  long  as  heathenism  antagonized  Christian 
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truth  the  Blessed  Sacrament  was  not  reserved  in  order  that  in 
the  Church  the   faithful   might  worship  in   the   immediate 
presence  of  the  Son  of  God  veiled  under  visible  symbols.    A 
su£5cient  proof  of  this  is  found  in  the  fact  that  bitter  as  were 
the  taunts  of  Christians  against  idolatry,  their  adversaries 
never  retorted,  *  You  do  as  we  do :     We  do  no  more  than  you 
do:     You  worship  bread  and  wine.'     Although  it  was  known 
that  bread  and  wine  were  used  in  worship;  and  Christians 
were  accxised  of  drinking  blood.'*     It  was  not  until  the  doc- 
trine of  Transubstantiation  had  been  developed  and  definitely 
formulated,  that  reservation  for  adoration,  or  for  the  purpose 
of  keeping  a  continual  local  presence  of  Christ  upon  the  altar 
or  in  the  Church  edifice,  began  to  be  practiced.     It  logically 
belongs  in  the  same  class  with  such  practices  as  elevating  the 
host  in  the  Roman  Catholic  Church ;  and  there  is  no  trace  of 
the  existence  of  this  practice  earlier  than  about  the  beginning 
of  the  thirteenth  century.     It  is  true  that  about  the  end  of  the 
ninth   century,   when   Transubstantiation  was   beginning  to 
emerge    from    speculations    concerning   the  manner  of  th^ 
presence  of  Christ  in  the  Holy  Communion,  we  read  of  a  pyic^ 
being  placed  on  the  altar  for  receiving  the  Body  of  Christ  • 
but  not  that  the  Body  might  be  shown  as  an  object  of  worship^ 
or  of  conveying  blessing. 

That  teaching  and  practice  came  later,  when  Transub»  — 
stantiation  had  become  an  accepted  dogma. 

At  the  end  of  the  fifteenth  century  reservation  for  ador»-— 
tion  was  common  in  all  the  Churches  in  Communion  with  th.^ 
Roman.  But  in  the  middle  of  the  sixteenth  century  th.^ 
Church  of  England  asserted  its  freedom  from  Roman  rul^- 
Extensive  changes  were  made  in  rites  and  ceremonies,  tlm^ 
most  important  of  these  being  in  the  celebration  of  the  Hok3 
Communion.  And  these  changes  went  on  from  the  public 
tion  of  the  first  Prayer  Book  of  1549,  sometimes  in  the  din 
tion  of  a  more  radical  departure  from  the  use  of  the  Rom^»- 
Communion,  and  sometimes  tending  toward  its  restorati( 
to  1662,  when  the  Book  now  in  use  in  the  Church  of  Ei 
land  was  set  forth,   in  which  no  support  for  the  practice 
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lescrvation  for  adoration  can  be  found,  and  with  which  our 
ovirii  Prayer  Book  is  in  substantial  agreement.     Moreover,  "in 
tl:i^  Church  of  England  reservation  has  been  authoritatively  for- 
bidden,  and  an  attempt  to  reintroduce  it,  though  in  its  least 
objectionable  form,  was  discountenanced  in  1885  by  the  Upper 
HLouse  of  the  Convocation  of  Canterbury.     After  a  careful 
consideration  of  the  question  by  a  Committee  of  the  whole 
HLouse,  the  Bishops  of  the  Southern  Province  declared  that  the 
practice  of  resen^ation  is  contrary  to  the  wise  and  carefully 
teased  order  of  the  Church  of  England,  as  expressed  in  the 
Book  of  Common  Prayer,  and  that  no  reservation  for  any  pur- 
pose is  consistent  with  the  rule  of  the  Church  of  England. " 

If  the  oft-quoted  statement  from  the  preface  of  our  Book 
of  Common  Prayer,  that  **This  Church  is  far  from  intending 
to  depart  from  the  Church  of  England  in  an}'  essential  point 
of  doctrine,  discipline,  or  worship"  be  true,  as  it  certainly  is, 
then  reservation  by  any  Priest  of  this  Church,  is  unauthorized, 
*n<J  contrary  to  law. 

It  is  true  that  the  pastoral  letter  of  the  House  of  Bishops 

0/1895  says  that  '*the  practice  of  reserving  the  Sacrament  is 

^t  sanctioned  by  the  law  of  this  Church,  though  the  Ordinary 

^^y^   in  cases  of  extreme  necessity,  authorize  the  reserved 

^^crament  to  be  carried  to  the  sick.'* 

In  the  early  ages  of  the  Church,  reservation  for  the  sick 
^as-  oommon.     A  portion  of  the  consecrated  Bread  and  Wine 
^as  oarried  to  those  who,  from  persecution  or  sickness,  were 
unatile  to  be  present  when  the  Communion  was  administered 
^  tl^«  Church.     And  this  no  doubt  would  have  been  contin- 
ued to  this  day  in  the  Reformed  Church  of  England,  and  in 
our   own,  had  not  the  practice  been  abused,  and  reservation 
P^^'^^rted  from  its  original  intention  and  use.     Reservation 
for  the  sick  was  provided  for  in  the  first  rubric  of  the  OflBce 
ior  -tte  Communion  of  the  Sick  in  the  Prayer  Book  of  1549: 
**Foira»much  as  all  mortal  men  be  subject  to  many  sudden 
Perils,  diseases,  and  sickness,  and  even  uncertain  what  time 
they  shall  depart  out  of  this  life:  Therefore  to  the  intent  they 
isiay  be  always  in  a  readiness  to  die,  whensoever  it  shall  please 
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Almighty  God  to  call  them,  the  Curates  shall  diligently,  from 
time  to  time,  but  specially  in  the  plague  time,  exhort  their 
Parishioners  to  the  oft-receiving  (in  the  Chturch)  of  the  Holy 
Communion  of  the  Body  and  Blood  of  our  Saviour  Christ: 
which  if  they  do,  they  shall  have  no  cause,  in  their  sudden 
visitation,  to  be  unquieted  for  lack  of  the  same.  But  if  the 
sick  person  be  not  able  to  come  to  the  Church,  and  yet  is  de- 
sirous to  receive  the  Communion  in  his  house,  then  he  must 
give  knowledge  over  night,  or  else  early  in  the  morning,  to  the 
Curate,  signifying  also  how  many  be  appointed  to  communi- 
cate with  him.  And  if  the  same  day  there  be  a  celebration  of 
the  Holy  Communion  in  the  Church,  then  shall  the  Priest 
reserve  (at  the  open  Communion)  so  much  of  the  Sacrament  , 
of  the  Body  and  Blood  as  shall  serve  the  sick  person,  and  so 
many  as  shall  communicate  with  him  (if  any  there  be)  and  so 
soon  as  he  conveniently  may,  after  the  open  Communion  ended 
in  the  Church,  shall  go  and  minister  the  same. " 

The  second  rubric  is  to  be  especially  noted:  **But  if  the  day 
be  not  appointed  for  the  open  Communion  in  the  Church,  thax 
(upon  convenient  warning  given)  the  Curate  shall  come  and 
visit  the  sick  person  afore  noon.     And  having  a  convenient 
place  in  the  sick  man's  house  (where  he  may  reverently  cele— 
brate)  with  all  things  necessary  for  the  same,  and  not  bein^ 
otherwise  letted  with  the  public  service  or  any  other  just  inm  — 
pediment;  he  shall  there  celebrate  the  Holy  Communion  aftex 
such  form  and  sort  as  hereafter  is  appointed." 

This  rubric  did  not  authorize  the  reservation  of  the  Sac- 
rament for  use  during  days  following,  as  cases  of  sickness 
might  occur,  but  only  for  those  to  whom  it  might  be  carried 
on  the  same  day.     And  that  this  was  the  intention  appears 
from  the  second  rubric  at  the  end  of  the  office:     **If  there  be 
more  sick  persons  to  be  visited  the  same  day  that  the  Curate 
doth  celebrate  in  any  sick  man's  house;  then  shall  the  Curate 
(there)  reserve  so  much  of  the  Sacrament  of  the  Body  and 
Blood  as  shall  serve  the  other  sick  persons,  and  such  as  he 
appointed  to  communicate  with  them  (if  there  be  any)  and 
shall  immediately  carry  it,  and  minister  it  unto  them." 
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This  was  the  law  in  the  Church  of  England  in  1549,  but  it 
is  not  so  now.  In  the  Prayer  Book  of  1552  all  provision  tor 
reservation  was  suppressed,  and  no  portion  of  it  has  since 
been  restored. 

What,  then,  shall  we  say  of  the  declaration  of  the  House  of 
Bishops,  in  the  pastoral  of  1895,  that  the  Bishop  may  in  cases 
of  extreme  necessity  authorize  the  reserved  Sacrament  to  be 
carried  to  the  sick?  I  answer  that  this  is  simply  an  illustra- 
tion of  the  legal  maxim  that  *  *  necessity  knows  no  law.  * ' 
But  let  him  who  would  act  under  this  provision  be  sure  that 
it  is  a  case  of  extreme  necessity — ^such  as  does  not  often  occur. 

The  form  of  service  set  forth  in  our  Book  of  Common 
Prayer  for  the  Communion  of  the  Sick  is  very  brief,  and  there 
are  few  cases  in  which  it  may  not  be  used,  and  for  such  the 
third  rubric  of  the  oflBce  tenderly  provides:  **If  a  man,  either 
by  extremity  of  sickness,  or  for  want  of  warning  in  due  time 
to  the  Minister,  or  for  lack  of  company  to  receive  with  him, 
or  by  any  other  just  impediment  do  not  receive  the  Sacfament 
of  Christ's  Body  and  Blood,  the  Minister  shall  instruct  him 
that  if  he  do  truly  repent  him  of  his  sins,  and  steadfastly  be- 
lieve that  Jesus  Christ  hath  suffered  death  upon  the  Cross  for 
him,  and  shed  His  blood  for  his  redemption,  earnestly  remem- 
bering the  benefits  he  hath  thereby,  and  giving  his  hearty 
thanks  therefor,  he  doth  eat  and  drink  the  Body  and  Blood  of 
our  Saviour  Christ,  profitably  to  his  soul's  health,  although 
he  do  not  receive  the  Sacrament  with  his  mouth. "  And  the 
great  truth  declared  in  these  words  is  not  only  full  of  comfort 
to  a  person  at  the  point  of  death,  but  is  in  accordance  with 
Holy  Scripture,  and  with  the  teaching  of  the  purest  ages  of 
the  Church;  and  even  in  the  Salisbury  use  of  our  Mother 
Church  of  England  we  find  the  same  doctrine  more  briefly 
expressed:  *^Frater,  in  hoc  casu  sujfficii  tibi  vera  fides,  et  boyia 
voluntas:  iantum  crede,  et  mandncasti :''  ''Brother,  in  this 
case  true  faith  and  good  will  are  sufl5cient  for  thee :  only  be- 
lieve ^nd  thou  hast  eaten. ' ' 

.And  now,  dear  brethren,  I  commend  you,  in  all  your  do- 
ings, "to  God,  and  to  the  Word  of  His  Grace,  which  is  able  to

build  you  up,  and  to  give  you  an  inheritance  among  all  them 

which  are  sanctified. "

There  has  been  a  Chancel  Guild  formed  during  the  year, 
through  whose  instrumentality  a  new  set  of  white  altar  hang- 
ings has  been  secured;  also  a  white  stole,  and  green  book 
markers.  They  have  also  been  able  to  keep  the  Church 
decorated  with  flowers  a  greater  part  of  the  time. 

We  have  purchased  ground  75x165  feet  at  Torresdalc 
avenue  and  Tyson  street,  running  back  to  Vandjrke,  at 
a  cost  of  $1400,  and  a  new  Parish  building  3^x72 
feet  is  being  erected  at  the  rear,  facing  Tyson  street. 
The  corner-stone  will  be  laid  on  the  eighteenth  of 
May.  The  total  cost  of  the  building  complete  will  be 
about  $12,000.  We  have  $1300  on  hand  toward  this  amount; 
also  our  present  property  valued  at  $3000  clear. 

We  are  much  in  need  of  assistance  from  outside  to  raise  the 
balance.  As  soon  as  we  can  secure  our  new  building,  and 
clear  it  of  all  debt,  we  shall  be  able  to  begin  dispensing  with 
all  aid  from  Convocation.  The  Church  has  been  recarpeted, 
and  repaired  at  a  cost  of  $165.07  There  has  been  a  vast 
improvement  during  the  year,  both  in  attendance  and  finances, 
and  we  look  forward  to  a  greater  increase  when  we  secure  our 
new  home.

REPORT  OF  EDUCATIONAL  AND  CHARITABLE 

INSTITUTIONS. 


Christ  Church  Hospital  mnd  Chapel. 

The  Rev.  Gideon  J.*  Burton,  M.  A.,  Minister  in  Charg 
Founded  A.  D.  1772,  by  Dr.  John  Kearsley;  endowed  A.  D 
1804,  by  Joseph  Dobbins;  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Manage 
Robert  M.  Lewis;  Superintendent  and  Treasurer,  George 
Hunter,  LL.  D. ;  beneficiaries  58.    Net  income  $12,991.42;  e 
penditures  $13,306.45.     The  deficiency  was  caused  by  rent^ 
and  interest  not  being  paid  when  due,  but  which  are  suflBcien 
to  make  up  the  deficit.     A  full  report  of  the  Institution  is  pub^ 
lished  in  pamphlet  form  annually  in  May,  and  can  be  had  ow 
application  to  the  Treasurer. 

Christ  Church  Hospital  has  now  been  carrying  on  its 
beneficent  and  merciful  work  for  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  years.  It  is  the  oldest  charitable  institution  in  the  Diocese, 
and  antedates  the  formation  of  the  American  Church.  By 
the  careful  management  of  the  original  bequest,  which  was 
chiefly  in  real  estate  and  of  comparatively  small  value,  it  has 
grown  from  a  single  house  on  Arch  street,  below  Third,  accom- 
modating a  dozen  women,  to  the  elegant  and  spacious  edifice 
with  its  fifty-eight  inmates,  but  capable  of  caring  for  one  hun- 
dred, and  its  landed  estate  of  120  acres,  adjoining  Fairmount 
Park,  purchased  in  1853.  This  land  has  increased  in  value  far 
more  than  its  cost  would  have  done  at  compound  intere.st, 
although  at  present  it  yields  only  sufficient  income  to  pay  the 
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:axes.  The  farm  is  worth  at  least  $2oo,cxx>,  but  the  managers 
lave  been  unable  to  dispose  of  it  at  its  market  price,  but  are 
loping  to  do  so,  as  the  built  up  portion  of  the  city  is  growing 
closer  to  it  each  year,  and  adding  to  its  value.  In  the  mean 
ime  the  institution  is  cramped  for  want  of  means  in  carrying 
)n  its  most  benevolent  work  to  the  aged  female  communicants 
>f  the  Church.  It  is  unfair  to  add  the  interest  of  the  value  of 
:he  real  estate  to  the  current  expenses  of  the  institution  as  has 
Deen  done  by  unfriendly  critics.  The  average  cost  of  main- 
lenance  of  the  beneficiaries  is  less  than  $5.00  per  week. 

By  the  bequest  of  Miss  Mackeson,  of  St.  Mary's  Church, 
Burlington,  N.  J.,  the  managers  have  been  able  to  erect  an 
levator  in  the  building  which  adds  greatly  to  the  comfort  of 
;he  inmates.

Report  or  the  Hospital  of  the  Protestant  iplaeopal  Church. 

The  Board  of  Managers  report  that  during  the  year  1896, 
2805  patients  were  treated  in  the  wards,  of  whom  333  remained 
from  the  preceding  year,  giving  a  total  admission  of  2573.  Of 
these,  1839  were  cured,  436  improved,  70  discharged  unim- 
proved, and  230  died.  In  the  Memorial  House,  36  were  treated, 
and  230  remained  under  treatment  in  the  entire  Hospital.  The 
daily  average  was  233.  In  the  Dispensaries,  33,181  patients 
were  treated,  and  the  total  number  of  visits  made  was  96,119. 

The  reconstruction  of  the  toilet  rooms  pertaining  to  the 
Men's  Ward  was  effected,  and  new  appliances  of  the  most 
approved  sanitary  character  introduced  throughout. 

A  new  dynamo  for  lighting  during  the  day  was  introduced; 
also  apparatus  for  producing  and  using  the  Roentgen  X-rays; 
also  a  new  greenhouse  to  take  the  place  of  the  former  one, 
hich  was  beyond  repair.  Beside  these  additions  to  the  plant, 
lairs  have  been  made  to  the  Harrison  Memorial  House. 

The  cost  of  maintenance  was  $103,740.37,  and  of  repairs 

Improvements,  $18,715-88. 

Legacies  were  received  amounting  to  $41,281,  and  the 
'ment  of  the  Harrison  Memorial  was  completed  by  that 
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family,  by  the  payment  to  the  Hospital  of  $140,000,  so  that  it 
may  now  be  used  to  its  full  capacity  for  patients  needing 
medical  or  surgical  care,  but  believed  to  be  incurable. 

The  Board  lament  the  loss  by  death  of  their  valued  Chap- 
lain, Rev.  Wm.  M.  Harrison,  and  of  their  esteemed  Solicitor, 
Joseph  B.  Townsend,  Esq.,  who  has  given  his  services  since 
1876. 

The  total  income  of  the  Hospital  from  all  sources  was 
^93,933. 88,  so  that  the  Managers  have  been  obliged  to  use 
about  $10,000  of  the  legacies  for  maintenance,  as  well  as  the 
entire  amount  expended  for  improvements  and  necessary 
repairs.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  although  the  Endowment 
Fund  is  large,  it  is  not  sufficient,  even  in  addition  to  other 
sources  of  income,  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  Hospital  effec- 
tively. Meantime  the  Board  feel  that  the  Women's  Ward  and 
the  Administration  Building  should  be  supplied  with  proper 
sanitary  appliances,  and  will  probably  expend  the  coming  year 
at  least  as  much  as  that  for  last  year. 

The  Managers  appeal  for  funds  to  supply  these  deficien- 
cies, and  would  also  urgently  plead  for  a  separate  house  to 
accommodate  the  nurses,  now  over  fifty  in  number,  who  need 
a  place  apart  from  the  Hospital  to  recruit  their  strength  and 
enjoy  their  periods  of  rest,  so  necessary  to  their  arduous  labors, 
and  to  fit  them  for  the  proper  performance  of  their  duties.

Preaching 
and  choir  services  aided  and  conducted  by  the  Brotherhood  of 
St.  Andrew  150.  Patients  admitted  to  the  House  of  Mercy 
and  the  Home  for  Consumptives,  Chestnut  Hill  (including  all 
patients  under  our  care,  April  17,  1896),  total  139.  Receiving 
aid  in  their  own  homes  26.  New  and  partly  worn  garments 
distributed  12,000.  Since  the  organization  of  the  Consumptive 
Department  in  1877  (twenty-one  years)  up  to  April  17,  1897, 
twenty-three  hundred  and  fifty-two  (2352)  consumptives  have 
been  received  and  cared  for  in  our  Homes,  and  at  home 
amongst  their  friends. 

The  Wilstach  Memorial  Cottage  at  Chestnut  Hill  is  now 
completed  and  furnished,  and  every  room  is  already  occupied. 
The  Administration  Building  is  being  enlarged  (more  room 
being  a  necessity  for  the  servants  and  nurses)  at  a  cost  of  $16,- 
000.  Contributions  to  pay  for  this  needed  improvement  will 
be  most  welcome.  The  James  C.  Smith  Memorial  Home  at 
Oakbourne,  Chester  Co.,  Penna.,has  been  open  throughout  the 
year,  and  one  hundred  and  eighty-three  (183)  sick  and  convales- 
cent patients  have  enjoyed  the  privileges  of  this  beautiful  and 
restful  Home.  We  receive  all  applicants  who  come  under  the 
terms  of  the  will:  viz.,  "For  sick  and  convalescent  white 
women  of  twenty-one  years  of  age  and  over,  free  and  without 
charge."  Total  receipts  from  all  sources  for  our  various  de- 
partments for  the  year  ending  April  17,  1897,  $59»643.42. 
Total  disbursements  for  all  purposes,  $57,173.98. 

Free  Beds  and  Endowments. 

An  annual  contribution  of  $300  by  any  person,  family, 
society,  or  Church,  will  entitle  the  donor  or  donors  to  support 
a  patient  in  the  Home  for  Consumptives,  Chestnut  Hill,  for 
the  period  of  one  year. 

The  sum  of  $5000  conveyed  to  "The  Philadelphia  Protes- 
tant Episcopal  City  Mission"  (their  successors  and  assigns), 
in  trust  for  the  use  of  the  Home  for  Consumptives,  will  be 
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regarded  as  a  perpetual  endowment  of  a  free  bed  in  this 
charity. 

An  annual  contribution  of  $200  by  any  person,  family, 
society,  or  Church,  will  entitle  the  donor  or  donors  to  support 
a  patient  in  the  House  of  Mercy,  411  Spruce  street,  for  the 
period  of  one  year. 

The  sum  of  $4000  conveyed  to  **  The  Philadelphia  Protes- 
tant Episcopal  City  Mission"  (their  successors  and  assigns), 
in  trust  for  the  use  of  the  House  of  Mercy,  will  be  regarded  as 
the  perpetual  endowment  of  a  free  bed  in  this  charity. 

At  both  of  our  Homes  for  Consumptives,  during  the  past  four  years, 
the  physicians  have  reduced  the  use  of  all  alcoholic  stimulants  to  a  mini- 
mum, WITH  THE  MOST  SATISFACTORY  AND  BENEFICIAL  RESULTS.

DioccsAfi  Library  and  Reading  Room.     Bishop  Alonzo  Potter 

Memorial. 

The  Board  of  Control  of  the  Diocesan.  Library  and  Read- 
ing Room  make  their  report  of  the  work  of  the  past  year  with 
great  satisfaction.  The  misgivings  which  your  Board  at  first 
had  in  regard  to  the  wisdom  of  making  such  commodious  pro- 
vision for  the  Library  have  been  dissipated,  and  the  action  of 
the  Trustees  and  Custodians  fully  justified,  by  the  large  and 
valuable  gifts  that  have  already  been  made  to  the  Library,  and 
the  voluminous  and  important  records  of  the  Diocese  which 
have  been  collected  by  the  Registrar. 
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No  other  room  in  the  Church  House  would  contain  these 
treasures,  in  no  other  room  would  they  be  as  well  protected 
against  fire,  and  no  other  room  would  afford  that  ready  access 
which  invites  to  study  and  conference.  Such  ample  and  safe 
accommodation  manifests  a  generosity  on  the  part  of  the  Dio- 
cese, and  an  interest  in  the  Library  on  the  part  of  the  Trustees 
and  Custodians  that  must  encourage  Churchmen  to  make  fur- 
ther donations  of  rare  books  and  documents,  and,  in  due  time, 
to  fully  endow  the  Library. 

We  have  been  reminded  that  many  contributions  were 
made  to  the  building  of  the  Church  House  with  special  refer- 
ence to  providing  safe  vaults  and  fire-proof  rooms  for  the  valu- 
able records  of  the  Diocese  and  the  rare  books  which  had  been 
promised  to  the  Library,  and  that  these  could  only  be  built  on 
the  ground  floor. 

The  report  of  the  Librarian  makes  some  interesting  state- 
ments in  regard  to  the  present  condition  of  the  Library  and  its 
widening  influence. 

Already  about  7000  volumes,  many  of  them  very  rare  and 
valuable,  have  been  contributed,  besides  numerous  pamphlets, 
periodicals,  journals,  parish  records,  etc. 

We  gratefully  acknowledge  contributions  during  the  past 
year  from  Bishop  Whitaker,  Dr.  Charles  R.  King,  Hon.  F.

The  Library  and  Reading  Room  have  been  used  for  study 
and  conference  by  about  7000  persons.  More  than  350  have 
^enrolled  themselves  as  members.  Most  of  these  are  CIerg>'- 
men,  Sunday  School  teachers,  theological  students  and  other 
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Christian  workers,  for  whom  the  Library  was  especially  estab- 
lished, and  who  find  here  works  that  are  not  usually  on  the 
shelves  of  public  libraries. 

Indeed  this  Library'  is  a  specialty  and  Jills  a  niche  which  has 
long  been  vacant. 

Tl^ose  who  make  most  use  of  the  books  and  records,  here 
freely  open  to  them,  and  best  know  the  value  of  these  treasures, 
have  frequently  acknowledged  their  indebtedness  to  the  gener- 
osity of  the  Diocese,  and  the  thoughtful  care  of  the  Trustees 
and  Custodians  of  the  Church  House  in  making  possible  the 
Diocesan  Library  and  Reading  Room  and  opening  it  freely  to 
those  who  most  need  it  and  are  least  able  to  obtain  such  helps 
in  their  Christian  work. 

The  Reading  Room  is  a  very  important  feature  of  the 
institution.  It  affords  a  central  place  to  Church  workers,  for 
meeting  and  conference,  where  they  have  at  hand  Church 
papers  and  other  periodicals,  Convention  Journals,  directories 
and  maps,  writing  materials  and  other  aids  necessary  to  the 
prosecution  of  their  work.  We  cannot  doubt  that  this  oppor- 
tunity of  frequent  meeting  at  a  central  point  must  encourage 
conference  among  Church  workers  and  promote  Christian  unity 
and  fellowship  and  inspire  new  zeal  in  their  labors. 

It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  the  fame  of  the  Library  and 
Reading  Room  has  reached  distant  Dioceses,  and  induced  per- 
sons from  afar  to  visit  and  examine  its  contents.  Several  such 
visitors  have  made  flattering  comments  both  in  private  and  in 
the  public  press.  The  librarian  of  one  institution  ran  over  a 
number  of  our  books  and  declared  them  so  valuable  that  if  he 
had  them  in  charge  he  would  never  suffer  them  to  go  out  of 
the  building.  An  editor  from  another  Diocese  spent  several 
days  in  the  Library  and  said  that  he  had  found  here  material  for 
his  work  which  he  could  not  find  in  the  great  libraries  of  New 
York.  A  theological  professor  from  a  distant  Diocese  made  a 
prolonged  visit  to  our  city  and  frequently  consulted  our  books 
and  expressed  great  satisfaction  with  what  he  had  found  and 
enjoyed  during  his  visit. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  to  say  that  to  support  and  enlarge 
the  Library  the  annual  expense  must  be  considerable,  although 
it  is  managed  with  the  utmost  economy.     Especially  does  it 
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need  support  because  it  is  absolutely  free  and  is  chiefly  used  by 
those  who  are  in  moderate  circumstances.  Although  these 
cheerfully  contribute  according  to  their  ability,  much  remains 
to  be  done  by  the  general  public  and  our  more  wealthy  Church- 
men. We  solicit  generous  contributions  for  annual  expenses 
and  permanent  endawmefit,

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REPORT  OF  THE  ARCHDEACON. 


The  Ri,  Rev.  O,  W,  Whitaker,  D.  D,, 

Bishop  of  Penn^lvania, 

Sir  : — I  have  the  honor  to  hand  you  herewith  two  docu- 
ments :  '*  Exhibit  A/'  a  brief  account  of  my  official  actions  as 
Archdeacon  of  Pennsylvania,  from  April  20,  1896,  to  April  20, 
1897,  one  year;  ** Exhibit  B/*  a  financial  report  showing 
moneys  received  and  disbursed  by  me  since  my  connection  with 
the  Diocese,  all  but  $174.83  having  been  received  since  April 
20,  1896,  but  as  I  made  no  financial  report  last  year,  the  above 
amount  is  included  in  the  total. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  I  have  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion  8  times;  delivered  261  sermons  or  addresses,  105  of 
which  were  upon  the  subject  of  Diocesan  Missions;  arranged 
10  Missionary  mass  meetings;  laid  2  comer-stones;  conducted 
the  Sunday  School  lesson  study  for  one  month;  conducted  i 
Parochial  Mission  lasting  10  days,  and  attended  the  Missionary 
Council  of  the  Church,  at  Cincinnati,  as  a  delegate  from  Penn- 
sylvania. 

I  have  carried  on  a  large  correspondence  (over  forty- five 
hundred  letters),  been  present  at  various  committee  meetings, 
participated  in  several  functions,  preached  on  many  special 
occasions,  prepared  papers,  reports,  etc.,  made  many  personal 
calls,  and  spent  much  time  in  the  field. 

I  was  on  vacation  from  July  20  to  September  19,  1896, 
returning  to  the  Diocese  six  times  during  this  period,  as  my 
services  were  needed.

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Since  the  last  annual  report  the  following  changes  have 
taken  place  at  the  missions  of  Convocation: 

Good  Samaritan  Mission,  PaolL  The  Rev.  E.  T.  Mabley 
has  been  appointed  missionary  at  this  point. 

St.  Mary's  Church,  Warwick,  and  St,  Mark's  Church, 
Honeybrook,  The  Rev.  E.  T.  Mabley  has  resigned  the  charge 
of  these  parishes,  and  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Burton  has  been  appointed 
missionary  in  his  stead. 

St,  Stephen's  Mission,  Norwood,  The  Rev.  T.  William 
Davidson  has  been  appointed  missionary  at  this  point. 

Mission  0/ St,  John  the  Evangelist,  Lansdowne,  The  Rev. 
W.  T.  Manning  was  appointed  to  the  charge  of  this  mission  in 
July,  1896.  Subsequently  the  mission  voluntarily  relinquished 
the  aid  given  by  Convocation,  and  requested  consent  to  its 
organization  into  a  parish,  which  has  been  granted. 

Three  stated  meetings  of  Convocation  were  held  during  the 
year:  On  May  26,  1896,  at  St.  Paul's  Church,  West  White- 
land;  on  October  13,  1896,  at  St.  John's  Church,  Concord;  and 
on  April  27,  1897,  21^  t^€  Church  of  the  Redeemer,  Lower 
Merion;  also  a  special  meeting,  on  January'  4,  1897,  at  the 
Church  House,  Philadelphia. 

At  the  annual  meeting,  the  Rev.  George  A.  Keller,  Rector 
of  St.  David's  Church,  Radnor,  was  nominated  as  Dean  of  the 
Convocation,  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of 
the  Rev.  John  Bolton,  and  was  subsequently  appointed  by  the 
Bishop  to  that  office.  Resolutions  of  regret  at  the  resignation 
of  the  retiring  Dean,  and  of  appreciation  of  his  long,  faithful 
and  efficient  ser\'ice  in  the  Convocation  work,  were  unani- 
mously adopted. 

The  Woman's  Auxiliary  to  Convocation  has  contributed 
during  the  year  $400  to  permanent  objects  at  three  mission 
stations,  as  detailed  in  the  Treasurer's  report. 

The  annual  reports  of  the  missionaries  show  decided 
progress  during  the  year  at  almost  all  the  missions  and  aided 
parishes,  and  afford  cause  for  much  encouragement.  .  Owing 
to  the  late  date  of  the  spring  meeting  of  Convocation,  it  is 
not  possible  to  furnish  an  abstract  of  these  reports  as  is  cus- 
tomarv. 
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At  the  last  meeting  of  Convocation  a  resolution  was 
adopted,  pledging  a  contribution  to  the  Board  of  Missions  of 
$1800  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  asking  for  an  appropriation  of 
at  least  J3000.

We  are  glad  to  say  that,  on  the  whole,  the  missions  in  West 
Philadelphia  are  in  a  prosperous  condition,  notwithstanding  the 
continued  business  depression.  We  are  impressed,  however, 
with  the  needs  of  progressive  work  west  of  the  Schuylkill. 
The  stations  now  aided  are  the  same  that  have  been  aided  for 
many  years,  while  the  population  has  greatly  increased,  and  is 
now  increasing  rapidly.  A  special  committee  appointed  by  our 
Convocation  has  lately  looked  over  the  ground  and  reports  that 
there  are  three  or  four  points  at  which  new  missionary  work 
ought  to  be  begun  without  delay. 
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The  work  at  jSt.  James*  Church,  Hestonville,  has  grown 
steadily  during  the  past  year.  The  attendance  has  greatly 
improved  at  all  the  services.  The  Sunday  School  has  grown  in 
numbers,  with  great  regularity  in  attendance,  and  is  in  need  of 
larger  accommodation.  The  financial  affairs  of  the  parish  are 
in  better  condition,  and  it  is  confidently  expected  that,  under 
the  zeal  and  untiring  activity  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Martin,  this 
parish  will  ere  long  become  self-supporting. 

At  St.  George's  Church,  West  End,  the  Rev.  F.  P.  Clark 
has  carried  on  his  earnest  labors  with  success.  The  people  are 
regular  in  attendance  on  the  services,  and  are  at  peace  among 
themselves.  During  the  greater  part  of  the  year  two  of  the 
four  mills  in  the  neighborhood  were  closed,  and  the  other  two 
ran  on  reduced  time.  This,  of  course,  diminished  the  ability 
of  the  people  to  contribute  to  the  support  of  the  parish,  but  by 
the  closest  economy  on  the  part  of  the  vestry,  and  through  the 
aid  received  from  the  Convocation,  the  parish  is  free  from  debt 
and  hopes  for  better  times  to  come. 

The  Church  of  the  Holy  Comforter  has  been  under  the 
charge  of  the  Rev.  W.  F.  C.  Morsell  since  December  6  of  last 
year.  He  has  been  active  in  making  a  house-to-house  visita- 
tion through  that  section,  and  reports  an  increased  attendance 
at  the  public  services.  It  is  hoped  that  the  parish  will  be 
strengthened  by  his  labors  through  the  coming  year. 

At  St.  Barnabas*  Chapel  the  Rev.  Samuel  P.  Kelly  has 
been  acting  as  missionary  since  the  beginning  of  December 
last.  Frequent  ser\Mces  have  been  held  and  especial  care  given 
to  the  sick.  The  mission  is  in  a  flourishing  condition,  the 
congregation  having  doubled  since  the  Rev.  Mr.  Kelly  took 
charge  of  it.  A  gymnasium  on  the  church  property  for  young 
men  and  boys,  with  an  evening  for  the  exclusive  use  of  the 
girls,  is  nearing  completion,  and  other  improvements  are  in 
contemplation. 

The  Rev.  Alden  Welling  continues  his  self-denying  work 
among  the  colored  people  of  West  Philadelphia.  He  has  con- 
tinued to  receive  a  little  aid  from  the  Convocation  as  mission- 
ary in  charge  of  the  Chapel  of  St.  Michael  and  All  Angels. 
His  work  is  important,  shows  excellent  results,  and  is  worthy 
of  sympathy  and  support.

The  Convocation  of  Norristown  has  continued  its  quiet  but 
steady  missionary  work  during  the  past  year.  This  has  been 
the  case  both  in  the  special  fields  in  which  aid  has  been  given 
from  the  treasury  of  the  Convocation,  and  in  those  which  have 
been  particularly  cared  for  by  individual  parishes.  In  the 
former  assistance  has  been  given  to  Perkiomen,  Royer's  Ford, 
Lansdale,  Gwynedd  and  Hatboro. 

The  Rev.  A.  J.  Barrow,  missionary  at  St.  James'  Perkio- 
men Church,  Lower  Providence,  and  of  Epiphany  Mission, 
Royer's  Ford,  reports  for  the  year  ending  May,  1897,  as  follows: 
**  The  work  at  St.  James',  a  very  old  parish,  as  is  known,  goes 
on  quietly,  and  needs  to  be  sustained  until  the  future  shall  bring 
new  elements  into  a  hitherto  somewhat  isolated  community.    A 
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further  reason  is  the  possession  of  an  endowment  that  yields  an 
annual  income  of  $400.  The  amount  of  individual  contributions 
is  necessarily  small.  There  is  nothing  special  to  report  except 
that  services  have  been  regularly  kept  up,  and  improvements 
made  to  church  property.  Number  of  communicants,  30: 
Sunday  School  teachers  and  scholars,  60:  contributed  to  Dio- 
cesan Missions  $14. 

*'  Epiphany  Mission,  Royer's  Ford,  has  now  a  neat  stone 
chapel,  which  was  opened  by  Bishop  Whitaker,  on  January  10, 
and  is  a  stimulus  to  new  life.  Growth  will  have  to  be  gradual, 
dependent  on  an  increase  of  population  attracted  by  business 
enterprise.  The  congregation  is  mostly  of  the  working  class 
and  of  limited  means.  At  the  Bishop* s  visitation  8  adults  were 
confirmed.  There  have  also  been  6  baptisms.  Number  of 
communicants,  30;  Sunday  School  teachers  and  scholars,  35; 
contributed  to  Diocesan  Missions,  $7.  A  service  is  held  every 
Sunday." 

While  reports  have  not  yet  been  sent  from  the  other  mis- 
sionary points,  it  is  believed  that  a  goodly  success  has  attended 
the  patient  and  earnest  labors  of  those  in  charge  of  the  work. 
The  efforts  of  those  identified  with  All  Hallows'  Chapel  at 
Wyncote  have  been  rewarded   in  the  erection  and  consecration 
of  a  beautiful  church  edifice.     It  is  to  the  great  credit  of  all 
connected  with  this  sacred  enterprise  that  their  labors  at  so 
early  a  date   have   been   crowned  with  such   signal   success. 
Zeal  and  energy  have  also  characterized  the  parochial  mis- 
sionary work  carried  on  in  Norristown,  East  Norristown  and 
Ambler.     Services  have  been  regularly  maintained  by  a  lay 
reader  at  Rockledge,  and  a  bright  future  seems  in  store  for  the 
Memorial  Church  of  the  Holy  Nativity  at  that  place.     The 
regular  meetings  of  the  Convocation  have  been  held,  and  their 
l^roceedings  have  ever  been  animated  by  the  spirit  of  a  divine 
charity.     A  new  Constitution  and  By-Laws  have  been  adopted, 
by  which  it  is  hoped  a  greater|efficiency  will  be  attained  in  the 
work  of  Christ  and  His  Church.

There  is  much  to  encourage  us  in  this  year  of  our  Convoca- 
tion work.  Several  changes  have  been  made  of  appointed 
missionaries,  and  at  the  present  time  all  our  mission  stations 
are  filled. 

The  Rev.  J.  T.  Wright  was  in  December  appointed  mis- 
sionary in  charge  of  Grace  Church,  Hulmeville,  and  the  two 
adjacent  missions,  St.  James'  Chapel,  Eden,  and  Ascension 
Chapel,  NewpDrtville.  These  two  missions  are  thus  restored 
to  their  proper  relations  as  missions,  under  the  charge  of  the 
Rector  of  Grace  Church,  Hulmeville.  During  the  brief  admin- 
istration of  Mr.  Wright,  these  three  associated  missions  have 
showed  new  interest  and  energy;  the  buildings  and  grounds  of 
Grace  Church  have  received  much  needed  repairs;  attendance 
at  the  church  services  has  largely  increased;  a  new  organ 
costing  $300  has  been  purchased  and  placed  in  the  chapel  at 
Eden.  Earlier  in  the  Convocation  year,  while  this  chapel  was 
under  the  care  of  the  Rev.  Joseph  Wood,  a  grant  of  $350  was 
obtained  from  the  Advancement  Society  for  the  purchase  of 
new  ground  adjoining  the  chapel  lot.  The  title  to  this  was 
invested  in  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  who  also  hold  the  title 
for  the  rest  of  this  mission  property.  The  chapel  has  been 
removed  to  the  front  of  the  enlarged  lot  and  has  been  placed 
on  new  foundation  walls. 

St.  Andrew's  Church,  Yardley,  having  been  vacant  since 
the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  L.  H.  Jackson,  in  February,  1896, 
was  placed,  in  July  last,  under  the  charge  of  Rev.  Joseph 
Wood,  Jr.  Living  in  Germantown,  Mr.  Wood  is  in  Yardley 
on  Sundays,  holding  two  services,  and  visits  the  mission  during 
the  week  for  such  duties  as  may  require  his  presence.  Material 
improvements  have  been  made,  introducing  electric  lights  into 
the  school  building  and  adding  furniture  to  the  vestry  room  and 
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chancel;  attendance  at  the  services  and  the  general  interest  of 
the  congregation  have  increased.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
has  visited  the  mission  twice  during  the  year  and  has  confirmed 
sixteen  persons. 

Dolington  Mission  has  remained  under  the  charge  of  the 
Rev.  Edward  Ritchie,  Rector  of  St.  Luke's  Church,  Newtown, 
who  cares  for  this  little  mission  without  any  appropriation  or 
aid  from  the  Convocation. 

Our  missions  at  Quakertown,  Plumsteadville,  Centreville 
(or  Buckingham)  and  Centre  Hill  have  been  supplied,  as  ^n 
the  last  year,  from  the  Philadelphia  Divinity  School.  Students 
have  served  as  lay  readers  and  members  of  the  Faculty  have 
visited  the  missions  to  preach  and  to  administer  the  sacraments. 
In  the  name  of  the  Convocation,  the  President  gratefully 
acknowledges  their  valuable  and  kindly  rendered  assistance. 
At  Centreville  the  Rev.  J.  T.  Carpenter  has  worked  for  portions 
of  the  year.  Failing  health  compelled  him  to  desist  from  the 
work  in  November.  In  March  he  returned  from  a  trip  to  Europe 
much  improved  in  health,  and  was  by  the  Bishop  appointed 
missionary  at  Centreville  for  the  month  of  April.  He  is  able 
to  undertake  light  work,  such  as  will  not  involve  gfreat  fatigue 
and  exposure,  as  his  itinerant  work  did.  Centreville,  Centre 
Hill  and  Plumsteadville  could  be  grouped  and  cared  for  by  one 
man  as  adjacent  and  associated  missions.  Centre  Hill  has 
showed  signs  of  awakened  life  and  interest,  the  services  are 
better  attended  and  a  class  for  confirmation  is  gathering.  This 
little  mission  is  again  indebted  to  the  Advancement  Society  for 
financial  aid. 

Holy  Innocents,  Tacony,  which  at  the  time  of  making  the 
last  annual  report  was  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  the  Rev. 
W.  A.  White,  has  now  for  its  Rector,  by  the  Bishop's  appoint- 
ment in  July,  the  Rev.  Louis  R.  F.  Davis.  This  parish  is  now 
building  the  long  contemplated  parish  house,  on  the  side  of  the 
railroad  opposite  to  that  on  which  the  church  stands.  Since 
the  church  was  built  on  a  donated  lot  the  town  has  rapidly 
grown,  but  at  a  distance  from  the  church  and  separated  from  it 
by  the  railroad.  The  new  parish  building  will  be  centrally 
located,  and  will  enable  the  parish  to  do  the  work  which  hith- 
erto it  could  not  do  on  account  of  its  location,  and  will  prepare 
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for  the  ultimate  abandonment  of  the  existing  church  site  and 
for  the  erection  of  a  new  church  on  the  newly  acquired  ground. 
The  vestry's  appeal  for  aid  in  this  enterprise  deserves  a  liberal 
response. 

St.  Stephen's  Church,  Bridesburg,  is  gradually  developing 
its  resources,  as  appears  from  increase  of  its  revenue  and  from 
an  unusually  large  class  of  eleven  confirmed. 

St.  George's  Mission  has  kept  its  tenth  anniversary  and, 
with  energy,  pushes  forward  its  good  work.  It  has  made 
repairs  on  its  building  and  grounds,  which  are  now  in  good 
order.     During  the  year  seven  have  been  confirmed. 

Christ  Church  Mission,  Franklinville,  has  signalized  its 
twentieth  year  by  building  a  new  church  edifice  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  its  increasing  congregation  and  growing  work. 
This  building  is  rapidly  approaching  completion.  Ground  was 
broken  for  it  with  religious  services  October  12,  1896,  and  the 
corner-stone  was  laid  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  December 
5,  1896.  Only  $1500  is  needed  to  pay  for  the  building.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  first  service  in  it  may  be  held  on  next  Whit- 
sunday. Its  mission  of  St.  Faith,  at  Sixth  and  Bristol  streets* 
begun  in  1894,  is  continuing  its  good  work,  though  with  no 
better  accommodation  than  an  election  booth.  Its  second  mis- 
sion, of  St.  Ambrose,  Cooperville,  on  North  Second  street, 
begun  in  1895  i"  ^  rented  house,  is  crowded  for  room  and 
thereby  limited  in  its  growth  and  efficiency.  In  this  triple 
mission  the  R^v.  T.  J.  Taylor  has  as  his  earnest  associate  the 
Rev.  Henry  C.  Mayer,  who  gives  his  labor  gratuitously  to  this 
work.  A  lay  reader  is  secured  as  an  assistant  by  aid  received 
from  the  Advancement  Society.  Two  other  lay  readers  give 
occasional  service  as  required. 

A  new  mission  has  been  started  within  the  bounds  of  the 
Convocation  by  the  Episcopal  Hospital  Mission  to  provide  for 
its  overflow.  About  a  mile  northeast  of  the  Episcopal  Hospital 
is  a  region  which  the  Convocation  of  Germantown  has  had 
under  consideration  as  a  field  for  work,  but  from  which  it  was 
forced  to  withhold  because  of  obstacles,  chief  of  which  is  the 
lack  of  funds  to  undertake  new  work.  The  locality  is  rapidly 
building  up  and  filling  with  people.  The  history  of  the  Hos- 
pital  Mission,  and  the  devoted  energy   of  its  workers,  are  a 
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sufficient  guarantee  of  success  in  this  new  enterprise.  The 
Convocation  has  given  its  approval  and  Godspeed  to  this  new 
work  within  its  boundaries,  but  has  assumed  no  responsibility 
for  it,  financially  or  otherwise. 

All  Saints'  Memorial  Chapel,  Fallsington;  Trinity  Chapel, 
Crescentville;  the  Chapel  of  the  Redeemer,  Andalusia;  and  St. 
Bartholomew's  Mission,  at  Wissinoraing,  are  doing  good  work; 
without  calling  for  aid  from  the  Convocation,  the  last  three 
draw  their  support  from  parishes. 

St.  Luke's  Church,  Newtown,  and  St.  Alban's,  Roxbor- 
ough,  are  aided  by  the  Sustentation  Fund.

It  is  with  much  gratitude  we  report  that  the  missionary 
work  in  the  Northeast  Convocation  has  been  carried  on  suc- 
cessfully during  the  past  year.  We  nevertheless  feel  that  there 
is  need  for  more  aggressive  work. 

Good  results  have  been  achieved  by  the  missionary  efforts 
made  in  the  parishes  of  St.  Simeon,  the  Advent,  and  the  Mes- 
siah, under  the  direction  of  their  Rectors,  the  Rev.  Edgar  Cope, 
the  Rev.  John  P.  Tyler  and  the  Rev.  C.  L.  Fulforth.  During 
the  past  year,  the  Church  of  the  Messiah  has  by  noble  effort 
paid  $1850  towards  defraying  the  debt  on  their  parish  building. 

In  the  month  of  February,  a  Rescue  Mission,  known  as 
**The  Galilee,"  was  opened  under  the  direction  of  the  Convo- 
cation on  North  Ninth  street,  south  of  Callowhill  street,  and 
has  received  the  hearty  endorsement  of  the  Bishop  and  Arch- 
deacon. Services  have  been  held  regularly  every  night  and 
been  well  attended.  A  number  of  men  have  given  up  their 
former  evil  lives,  and  turned  their  steps  into  the  way  of  righ- 
teousness. The  success  that  has  attended  the  mission  has 
demonstrated  the  location  to  be  a  good  one;  and  the  prospects 
for  the  future  of  rescuing  men  and  women,  and  doing  good 
preventive  work  among  the  young,  is  very  hopeful. 

The  increasing  number  of  colored  people  in  our  Convoca- 
tion leads  us  to  believe  that  a  work  on  a  larger  scale  than  the 
mission  and  Sunday  School  carried  on  by  Zion  Church  ought  to 
be  started  among  them. 

The  missionary  and  educational  work  which  we  had  hoped 
would  have  been  inaugurated  by  our  Church  among  the 
Chinese  is  to  a  certain  extent  carried  on  at  present  in  China- 
town by  the  Christian  League.

The  Church  of  St.  John  Chrysostom,  which  has  been  a 
beneficiary  of  our  Convocation  for  several  years,  to  the  extent 
of  three  hundred  dollars  annually,  has  reached  a  point  in  its 
history  at  which  it  finds  itself  able  to  dispense  with  that  aid. 
It  is  to  be  congratulated,  therefore,  in  its  expectation  of  becom- 
ing in  the  near  future  an  organized  and  self-sustaining  parish. 

Our  Chapel  of  St.  John  the  Divine,  so  long  the  object  of 
our  pity,  and  which  we  were  at  last  obliged  to  shut  up  as  hope- 
lessly unpromising  in  its  present  location,  is  now  able  to  give  a 
better  and  more  satisfactory  account  of  itself.  It  did  not  remain 
entirely  unused  for  long.  In  the  course  of  a  few  weeks  it  was 
reopened  for  Sunday-school  work  under  the  charge  of  the 
Rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Advocate.  About  a  year  ago  a 
zealous  layman  of  that  Church,  Mr.  Wm.  F.  Reber,  took  it  in 
hand,  and  God  has  smiled  upon  his  efforts.  There  are  now 
carried  on  within  it  a  flourishing  Sunday  School  of  over  one 
hundred  children,  a  night  service  at  which  the  attendance 
numbers  some  sixty  persons,  and  a  morning  service  for  the 
accommodation  of  Episcopalians  lately  coming  into  the  neigh- 
borhood from  distant  churches.     The  future  of  the  Chapel  is

still  awaiting  what  will  be  done  with  its  unsavory  neighbor, 
the  Municipal  Hospital. 

Much  of  the  year  was  lost  in  the  attempt  of  the  Convoca- 
tion to  obtain  control  of  the  Church  of  the  Atonement,  now 
abandoned  and  offered  for  sale.  It  was  thought  that  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Convocation  a  good  work  might  still  be  done 
there,  and  with  such  a  prospect  of  success  as  would  warrant  the 
attempt,  if  a  possession  of  three  years  were  allowed  the  experi- 
ment. After  awaiting  a  conference  with  the  Vestry  and  Rector 
for  several  months,  the  upshot  of  the  effort  was,  the  denial  by 
them  of  its  use  for  any  such  purpose  by  us. 

It  is  the  expectation  of  the  Convocation,  now  that  its 
efforts  with  respect  to  the  Church  of  the  Atonement  were  in 
vain,  and  the  Mission  of  St.  John  Chrysostom  had  ceased  to  be 
a  beneficiary,  in  the  fall  to  turn  its  attention  elsewhere,  **in 
the  regions  beyond."

We  rejoice  in  calling  attention  to  the  fact  that  our  Convo- 
cation has  more  than  raised  the  amount  asked  of  it  by  the 
Board  of  Missions.     True,  it  is  only  ten  dollars  over  the  sum 
asked,  but  when  our  friends  in  more  favored  districts  consider 
the  poverty,  the  misery  and  the  difficulties  that  encompass  us 
on  every  side,  they  will  certainly  say,  **  Well  done."     But  we 
regret  to  add  that  the/ive  prod/ems  that  met  us  twelve  months 
ago  (see  page  32,  Board  of  Missions  Report  for  1896)  are  still 
u7isolved.     Compared  with  what  we  ought  to  do,  almost  nothing 
has  been  accomplished  in   missionary  progress   amongst  the 
hundred  thousand   foreign  population  who  dwell  within  the 
limits  of  our  Convocation.     We  have  held  our  ground,  but  we 
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must  do  vastly  more  than  that  to  possess  the  field  for  the  Mas- 
ter. We  ask  but  $3000  of  the  Board  of  Missions  for  the  coming 
year,  but  we  need  $50,000.  This  statement  may  startle,  but  it 
will  not  be  questioned  for  one  moment,  save  by  those  who  are 
strangers  to  the  field  of  work  in  southeastern  Philadelphia.  If 
the  well-to-do  and  wealthy  would  see  for  themselves,  we  ven- 
ture to  suggest  that  the  sixteen  rectors  of  our  Convocation  will 
<:ount  it  a  privilege  at  any  time  to  conduct  visiting  parties  over 
the  field — they  would  see  Europe,  Asia  and  Africa  south  of 
Walnut  street  and  between  Broad  street  and  the  Delaware 
River.  A  Diocese  that  is  able  to  spend  $50,000  annually  on 
*  *  music  * '  should  certainly  consecrate  as  much  to  *  *  Missions.  *  * 
Indeed,  we  estimate  that  during  the  past  twelvemonth  $30,000 
have  been  given  for  **new  organs"  in  the  churches  of  this 
Diocese,  and  therefore  it  is  but  a  modest  request  that  we  should 
have  $50,000  for  Foreign  Missions  in  the  Southeast  Convocation.

Memorial  Chapel  of  the  Holy  Communion. 

Services  have  been  held  on  Sundays  and  chief  holy  days 
and  on  certain  special  occasions  as  they  have  occurred  during 
the  year.  Both  in  attendance  and  in  the  spirit  manifested 
marked  improvement  has  been  noted. 

During  Advent  and  Lent  special  services  of  song  were  held 
at  the  parish  building,  at  each  of  which  a  brief  practical 
address  was  made.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  made  his  annual 
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visitation  January  3,  and  confirmed  27.  Officially,  the  minister 
in  charge,  the  Rev.  W.  F.  Ayer,  reports  baptisms  94,  marriages 
10,  burials  51.  Present  number  of  communicants  185.  Sunday 
School  700. 

Church  of  St.  Elisabeth. 

The  work  at  this  mission  point  has  been  moving  forward 
with  flattering  success.  The  Rev.  William  McGarvey  became 
rector  November  i,  1896.  The  mid-day  and  evening  services 
on  Sunday  are  crowded.  An  appeal  is  soon  to  be  made  for 
money  to  build  a  new  church.  It  is  hoped  that  a  sufficiently 
generous  response  will  be  made  to  this  request  to  enable  them 
to  build  this  summer.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  made  his 
visitation  on  February  26  and  confirmed  59  candidates.  A 
second  class  would  be  confirmed  on  Whitsunday.  In  the 
Sunday  School  are  over  500  pupils. 

St.  Sauveur. 

The  work  is  manifesting  gratifying  results  in  all  its  depart- 
ments. The  Silver  Jubilee  was  held  in  February.  The  work 
of  the  French  Chapel  is  at  once  cosmopolitan,  missionary  and 
catholic.  Among  its  instrumentalities  it  has  a  prayer  book,  a 
catechism  and  a  monthly  paper  of  its  own. 

Through  the  death  of  several  generous  contributors  the 
financial  resources  have  been  much  reduced.  While  it  is  a 
parochial  organization,  it  must  necessarily  depend  largely  on 
the  generous  giving  of  Christian  Americans.  The  annual 
expenses  for  salaries,  fuel,  light,  advertising,  etc.,  amount  to 
$2800. 

St.  Augustine's  Chapel. 

The  Rector  has  recently  secured  the  services  of  an  assistant, 
who  gives  most  of  his  time  to  the  work  of  the  chapel.  There 
has  been  great  improvement  in  the  Sunday  School  and  night 
services.    Other  parish  agencies  have  been  started. 

The  vestry  of  the  Church  of  the  Crucifixion  is  now  in  the 
act  of  purchasing  a  piece  of  ground  at  Twenty-second  and 
Reed  streets,  where  it  is  proposed  to  erect  a  temporary  frame 
building  and  to  which  the  present  work  will  be  transferred.

REPORT   OF   MISSIONARY. 


To  THE  Right  Reverend  O.  W.  Whitaker,  D.  D.,  Bishop 
OP  Pennsylvania. 

Right  Reverend  Father: — In  presenting  this  my  eighth  an- 
nual report  I  do  so  in  the  hope  that  it  may  be  found  to  compare 
favorably  with  former  reports,  although  illness  incapacitated 
me  for  practically  one- third  of  the  time.  The  statistics  will 
speak  for  themselves:

The  services  noted  at  Baltimore  were  in  addition  to  the 
regular  Sunday  morning  and  afternoon  services,  and  services 
on  holydays,  conducted  by  the  Lay  Reader  in  Charge,  Mr.  P. 
J.  Whildin,  a  student  at  the  Divinity  School,  who  began  his 
work  there  a  year  ago  and  has  carried  it  on  with  great  accept- 
ance. Since  February  of  the  present  year  he  has  also  conducted 
services  every  Sunday  evening  at  Ascension  Church,  Washing- 
ton, with  encouraging  results.  The  work  in  Baltimore  is  con- 
nected with  Grace  Parish,  which  provides  a  stipend  of  $300  a 
year  for  the  Lay  Reader.  In  Washington  Rev.  Dr.  J.  H.  Elli- 
ott and  Rev.  Dr.  Alexander  Mackay-Smith  guarantee  him  $100 
a  year,  the  traveling  expenses  being  met  by  the  deaf  people. 

I  had  the  assistance  in  services  during  the  year  of  Rev. 
Dr.  Thomas  Gallaudet  and  his  assistant,  Rev.  Dr.  John  Cham- 
berlain, of  New  York;  Rev.  A.  W.  Mann,  of  Ohio;  Rev.  J.  H. 
Cloud,  of  St.  Louis;  Rev.  C.  O.  Dantzer,  of  Central  and  West- 
ern New  York;  Rev.  Job  Turner,  of  Staunton,  Va. ;  and  H. 
Van  Allen,  Lay  Missionary  and  candidate  for  Orders  in  the 
Diocese  of  Albany.  Mr.  Van  Allen  was  confirmed  at  All  Souls' 
Church  some  years  ago,  and  for  a  time  served  as  Lay  Reader 
here.  During  my  illness  the  regular  services  were  maintained 
by  the  Lay  Readers,  Holy  Communion  being  administered  by 
Rev.  Dr.  Chamberlain,  of  New  York. 

The  details  of  work  at  All  Souls'  Church  will  be  found  in 
the  usual  Parochial  jreport.  The  receipts  for  all  purposes  were 
$1350,  and  the  expenditures  about  the  same.  The  extra- 
parochial  offerings  were  for  Diocesan  Missions;  the  Episcopal 
Hospital;  Christmas  Fund;  City  Mission;  Mission  to  the  Jews; 
Italian  Mission;  Colored  Missions;  and  General  Missions. 

The  distress  among  the  poor  and  unemployed  was  greater 
than  ever  before  and  required  extra  efforts  for  relief.  In  this 
connection  the  work  of  the  Parish  Visitor  was  most  valuable  in 
inquiring  into  the  needs  of  the  dependent  and  affording  the 
necessary  aid.  She  reports  522  visits  to  the  homes  of  the  deaf 
and  to  hospitals  and  other  institutions.     Employment  was  ob- 
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tained  for  a  few;  but  in  most  cases  the  persistent  efforts  to  find 
work  for  those  who  needed  it  failed  of  success.  Altogether, 
$361.14  were  expended  in  charity  during  the  year;  $184.43 
were  given  through  the  Parish  Visitor;  $134  through  the  Mis- 
sionary; $4.85  by  the  Bible  classes  of  All  Souls'  Church,  and 
$37.86  represents  the  Communion  Alms,  including  $2.69  from 
the  children  of  the  Mission  at  Mt.  Airy.  Grateful  mention  is 
made  of  the  following  contributors  toward  the  Charity  Fund: 
The  Bishop,  Rev.  Dr.  Harris,  Mr.  J.  L.  Smith,  Mr.  C.  C.  Har- 
rison, Mr.  Shepherd,  Mr.  H.  McClelland,  Mrs.  Robert  Biddle 
and  the  Misses  Biddle,  Mr.  H.  H.  Houston.  Mrs.  M.  A.Paullin, 
Miss  M.  Bonnell,  the  City  Mission,  A.  J.  Goodwin,  J.  H.  Web- 
ster, E.  H.  Bonsall,  Rowland  Evans,  T.  W.  Booth,  J.  P. 
Walker,  E.  A.  Gruver,  E.  S.  Thompson,  R.  M.  Ziegler,  Harris 
Taylor,  George  D.  McCreary,  Miss  Jenny  P.  Miller,  Mrs.  Dennis 
Oakes,  Rev.  Dr.  Worcester,  and  to  the  Ladies'  Committee  of  the 
Institution  at  Mt.  Air>',  for  whom  the  Missionary  acted  as 
almoner  in  aiding  deserving  graduates  of  the  Institution. 

Acknowledgment  is  also  made,  most  thankfully,  for  the 
sum  of  $204  towards  reducing  the  debt  on  the  pews  placed  in 
the  Church  some  time  ago.  This  was  contributed,  through 
Mrs.  M.  J.  Syle,  by  Mrs.  William  Bacon  Stevens.  Mrs.  S.  Weir 
Mitchell,  Miss  Mary  Coles  and  her  Bible  class,  MissE.  W.  Ste- 
venson, Mrs.  A.  Houston,  the  Misses  Blakiston,  Mrs.  John 
Baird,  the  Misses  Gillingham,  Miss  Schott,  Sons  and  Daugh- 
ters of  the  King,  *'Mrs.  Max  weirs  friend,*'  Mrs.  Robert  Biddle 
and  the  Misses  Biddle,  Dr.  King,  Mrs.  Downs,  Mrs.  Stille,  the 
Misses  Vander\'Oort,  Miss  E.  J.  Mayer,  Mrs.  M.  A.  PauUin  and 
**Two  Friends."  There  remains  a  balance  of  $71  on  this 
account,  which  it  is  hoped  to  liquidate  soon. 

An  event  of  much  interest  was  the  Ninth  Conference  on 
Church  Work  among  the  Deaf,  at  All  Souls'  Church,  June 
27-29,  which  was  participated  in  by  nearly  all  the  active  work- 
ers in  the  Mission  to  the  Deaf  in  this  country.  Among  others 
in  attendance  were  the  Bishop  and  Archdeacon  of  Pennsylvania 
and  the  Bishop  of  Delaware.  Many  subjects  of  importance  to 
the  work  were  discussed,  and  encouraging  reports  made  from 
all  parts  of  the  field.     It  is  inspiring  to  note  the  growth  from 
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the  small  beginning  by  Rev.  Dr.  Gallaudet  forty-seven  years 
ago  until  now,  when  there  are  nine  clergymen  and  some  twenty- 
five  lay  workers  actively  engaged,  and  the  number  of  deaf 
communicants  runs  into  the  thousands.  Truly  God  has  blessed 
the  seed  sown  in  faith! 

The  congregation  of  All  Souls*  contributed  $52.50  for  the 
expenses  of  the  conference,  out  of  which  the  traveling  ex- 
penses of  some  of  the  delegates  from  a  distance  were  paid. 
The  Rev.  J.  H.  Cloud  was  chairman  of  the  conference,  while  I 
continue  to  serve  as  secretary. 

Other  gatherings  of  interest  and  importance  were  the  Fifth 
Convention  of  the  National  Association  of  the  Deaf  at  the 
Drexel  Institute,  June  23-27,  and  the  eleventh  meeting  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  the  Deaf  at  the 
Industrial  Art  School,  Broad  and  Pine  Streets,  during  the  same 
week.  These  meetings  brought  together  several  hundred  of 
the  most  intelligent  and  progressive  deaf  people  of  the  State 
and  nation,  and  their  deliberations  were  fraught  with  much 
good  for  their  class.  No  better  evidence  of  the  success  of  deaf 
mute  education  can  be  adduced  than  these  gatherings  of  edu- 
cated deaf  persons — teachers,  clergymen,  artists,  chemists. 
.  scientists,  and  artisans  of  every  name:  and  no  better  argument 
for  the  need  of  a  Mission  like  ours.  Special  services  were  held 
at  All  Souls'  Church  in  connection  with  these  meetings,  and 
were  largely  attended.  It  was  my  privilege  to  be  honored  with 
election  to  the  Presidency  of  the  National  Association,  and  to 
be  continued  for  the  fifth  term  in  the  same  office  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania State  Society. 

With  returning  strength  and  renewed  courage  I  enter  upon 
the  work  ahead,  trusting  in  God  for  the  fruition  of  my  hopes.
